remainder. Parliament enabled the biſhop to raiſe, by life annuities, chargeable 
upon the ſee, a ſum ſufficient for re-building his proportion. The ſurveyors for 
the biſhop and corporation diſagreeing, the bridge is not rebuilt upon a regular 
plan, which was ſo contrary to his lordſhip's wiſhes, that he offered to advance to the 
corporation, the amount of his one third, that they might undertake the manage- 
ment of the whole, and finiſh it uniformly ; ; which propoſal was not accepted. In 
the progreſs of this buſineſs, he not only conſented, that his expence ſhould. be 
_ enlarged, but likewiſe that his income ſhould be diminiſhed ; for he agreed to the 
widening of the new bridge, by which the expences of re-building were encreaſed; 
and then to alleviate the loſſes of his tenants, who had houſes on the old bridge, 
he gave them full leaſes for building upon the new, without taking any fine; but 
as building upon the new bridge would impair the beauty of it, and be an incon= 
venience to the public, he gave up his own intereſts in the ſites of the houſes, on 
_ . condition, that his tenants ſhould have an equivalent on another ſpot, upon agree- 
ing not to build upon the new bridge ; and he then procured it to be enacted by 
parliament, that no houſes ſhould, in future, be built upon the new bridge, though 

the renewal of the leaſes of the buildings that otherwiſe might have been erected 
thereon, woũld have produced him a conſiderable income. ; 

The important rights of property, which had been long in dif pute between the 
ſee and the reſpectable family of Clavering, were brought, by his means, to an 
amicable conclufion ; and the rights of boundary, which his predeceſſors had long 
been litigating, were fully aſcertained : and when, by authority of parliament, he 

granted a leafe of the eſtates in queſtion, for three lives, he gave the fine he re- 
ceived for the leaſe to his leſſee of the mines, in conſideration of the cxprnces which 
were formerly incurred by him in defending the right. - - 

It may truly be conſidered as no-ſmall proof of his moderation, that, notwith⸗ 
ſtanding, for nearly ſeventeen years, he held the biſhoprick of Durham, i in which 
the rights of property are ſo various and extenſive, the perſons with whom he had 

to tranſact buſineſs ſo numerous, and in their expectations, perhaps, not always 
reaſonable, he had, during the whole courſe of that time, but one law-ſuit: and 
though there are in theſe times, certainly no impraper prejudices in favour of the 
claims of the church, that law-ſuit was, by a jury of the county, determined in 
His favour. It was inſtituted to prevent the onus of repairing the road between 
Aukland- park, and the river Wear, from being fixed upon his ſucceſſors, to whoſe 
_ Intereſts he was always properly attentive. _ 

He adjuſted the quota of the land- tax, of the eſtates in London, belonging to the 
ſee, procuring to himſelf and his ſucceſſors, an abatement of 13-½0ths of what had 


before been unduly paid; and he Greatly: increaſed the rents of 1255 ene de- 
meſnes at Stockton.

His additions and i improvements at the epiſcopal palaces, A and grounds, 
did equal credit to his taſte and liberality. Excluſive of ſuch as he made in the 
<aſtle and offices at Durham, by fitting up the great breakfaſt room, now uſed as 
a drawing- room; and by enlarging and repairing the ſtables, and their dependen- 
cies; at Auckland caſtle, where he n reſided, his improvements were ha ae

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well judged, and much more various and expenſive. At the north caſt entrance 
of Aukland demeſne, which, in the approach from Durham, opens the extenſive 
and magnificent ſcene of the park and caſtle, he built a . lodge and a 
ate way, and ornamented theſe with large plantations: and the new apartments at 
the ſouth of the caſtle, which were begun by his predeceſſors, he completed, and 
made into a magnificent ſuit of rooms. The great room he fitted up, and 
new furniſhed the chapel. The ſteward's houſe, as well as the offices and ſtables, 
he enlarged, repaired, and altered. into regular buildings; and he lowered the walls 
of the court and bowling- green, to the great beauty of the ſcenery. from the houſe. 
With the monies ariſing from the ſale of the rents and fines in Howdenſhire, he 
bought the Park cloſes, the Haver cloſes, and other grounds adjoining to the park, 
with ſome houſes and tenements in Aukland.; he conſiderably extended the park 
wall, intending to continue it round the whole: the kitchen garden he greatly en- 
larged, and ſecured it by a ſtone pier from the river Gaunleſs: he built another 
ſtone pier and wall, to cover part of the park from the ravages of the river Wear; 
he embanked againſt the Gaunleſs in its whole courſe through the park, and form- 
ed im it many beautiful falls. He ornamented the park and demeſne lands with 
various plantations, draining and e the whole with much judgment, and 
eſpecially the park farm, which he inc loſed. All the grounds he kept in the very 
neateſt order, employing the oldeſt and moſt indigent perſons, in the neighbour... 
hood. In Bedbourne wood, he cut ſeveral walks and ridings, and totally rebuilt 
the lodge-houſe and farm, which preſents a beautiful object to the caſtle. 
Notwithſtanding all theſe expences, he was liberal and indulgent to his tenants, 
remitting many fines, and taking no more than one year's rent for a renewal of 
ſeven years, or one life: attempts, however, were ſometimes made to abuſe his: 
lenity and indulgence. 5 oF 5 5

He diſcharged all the duties of his high and arduous ſtation, with a ſteadineſs 
that was very remarkable: he not only knew what was right, but acted conform 
ably to that knowledge: though he ſet a proper value upon the opinions of man 
kind, no man was. leſs under the. influence. of. vain popularity; and when, upon 
reflection, he had thoroughly ſatisfied his own mind, regardleſs of the world and 
the world's law, he would never ſuffer. the prejudices of. others to ſuperſede, and 
cancel the higher obligations of what he conceived to be his duty.

Indeed the authorities ſupporting their hiſtory, are ſuch as rarely occur in 
genealogy; particularly at à period ſo early as that in which it commences. The 
family derives its origin from the Counts or Farls of Angouleme, in France. 
_ Gen. I. A&D. 866.-—Worcrinvs, ftiled Propinquus, or relation to Charles the 
Bald, King of France, and Emperor of Germany, is the firſt perſon of this family, 
whoſe name hiſtory has recorded. In the year 886, he was created by that Fre 
prince Earl of Angouleme and Perigord. He married Rofalinda, daughter to 
Den the famous Duke of Thoulouſe,* who was fon of William, Duke of 
Agquitain, who died A. D. 806, and was afterwards canoniſed; and grandſon of 
Earl Theodoric, one of the chief captains under Charlemagne. In right of 
Roſalinda, Wulgrinus acquired the Earldom of Agen.

As the tranſactions in which Sir 
William was engaged relate to this county, and as they ſhew not only, that a branch 
of this family was ſettled in it at this early period, but that they held a diſtin- 
guiſhed rank, a few particulars deſerve that notice hete, which thoſe concerning 
other Ridels, ſtill more eminent, have not found in this en intended, as it 
is, to give merely an abſtract of the deſcents. 

Before being Conſtable of Barnard Caſtle, Sir William was Conſtable af the 


_ Caſtle of Noon, being conſtituted ſuch by Richard Kellow, Bifhop of Durham, 


as well as bailiff of all his lands, &c. belonging to it; but we are unable to deter- 
mine the preciſe year. In 1312, the very firſt year of his being biſhop, that 


prelate, as appears by a charter in the College of Arms, granted him ſeveral in- 
dulgences with reſpect to Norham. He freed him from paying ſuit of court, and 


all caſtle-rent that ould be due to him during his life. At the ſame time he 
reed to render him the ſum of ten pounds yearly, as one of his knights. 
When Biſhop Kellow ſurrendered Norham Caſtle to Edward II. for the term 


of three years, in order that it might be the means of better defending the marches, . 


that prince entruſted the Pore charge of it to Sir William Ridel, as the 


| biſhop had done. 


In the year 1315, Sir William was e High Sheriff of Northumberland. | 
To this office was alſo annexed the governorſhip of Newcaſtle. After this he was 


_ conſtituted Conſtable of Barnard Caſtle. In the year 1321, King Edward II. who 
- ſeems to have held him in high eſteem, addreſſes him as conſtable of this caſtle, 


and at the ſame time Andrew de Harcla, and ſame others, as ſheriffs and com- 
manders in the northern parts, to be ready to co-operate with all the forces they 
could muſter againſt the inſurgents. The great ſervices performed by them, and 
their ſteady W it is well KNOWN, enabled Edward completely to cruſh.

great talents, and of the moſt exemplary virtues, both public and private. 10 
his patriotic endeavours, Scotland is indebted for the int roduction of ſome of its 
moſt valuable manufactures. To theſe endeavours, his great influence, both in 
England and Scotland, gave ſucceſs, as it procured him the concurrence and 
aſſiſtance of ſome of the moſt eminent men at that time, and particularly that 
worthy nobleman, the Earl of Crawford and Lindſay, who, in one manufactory, 
joined with him in the partnerſhip. Being a man of the moſt liberal ſpirit, he 
was equally reſpected, during the time of the commonwealth, and afterwards 
under the newly eſtabliſned monarchical government.

N the time of Cutheard, biſhop of Cheſter, Tilred redeemed South-Eden, and 
gave one half of it to the church of Durham to.be a monk in that monaſtery, 

and the other to Norton to become abbot there, Regnald having uſurped the crown 
of Northumberland, his generals, Scala and Onlafbal, ſeized on the territory be- 
' tween Eden and Billingham, and afflicted the inhabitants with grievous exactions. 
Robert de Brus becoming poſſeſſed of Caſtle Eden, gave it to the prior and 
convent of Giſburne, on condition that in ten years time a chapel ſhould be built 
and endowed *. William de S. Barbara, biſhop of Durham, afterwards demiſed 
half of the tithe to Giſburne convent; and Ivo, ſan of Adam de Seton, gave the 
manor of Caſtle Eden in the time of biſhop Farnham+, which Peter, ſon of Peter 
de Brus confirmed; by virtue of which grants the prior and convent enjoyed this 
place till their ſuppreſſion, and made this church a donative or curacy, (for the re- 
giſtcrs do not ſhew that ever the biſhop of Durham gave inſtitution to it) and ſo it 
continued till the diſſolution; after which king Henry VIII. in the thirty-third 
year of his reign, preſented to. this church as to a vicaragef. The manor and 
church were ſoon afterwards: granted, out by the crown. Rowland Burdon, eſq; 
* purchaſed the manor of Bromley, eſq;- of the county of Warwick. 
Mr Burdon has lately rebuilt Caſtle Eden houſe on an elegant and extenſive * 
plan; the ſituation, is elevated, and commands a good land and ſea proſpect. To 
the ſouth, on an eminence ſeparated from the ſeite of the houſe by a deep and 
narrow valley, ſtands the church, a handſome edifice, erected by Mr Burdon in 
the year 1764. You enter it through a gateway and portico under the tower, ad- 
joining to which is a gallery for the proprietor's family. The nave and chancel! 
are remarkably neat and well lighted; the forms, for there are no ſtalls, are cover- 
ed with ſcarlet cloth. The font is of beautiful marble, the baſon of which is oval; 
neatneſs and not ornament hath been attended to. in this pious work; touching 
which a humble memorial is inſcribed on a tablet of marble in the veſtry-room. 
The ground round the church is kept in the exacteſt garden neatneſs. There are 
ſome deep and woody vales or deans near this manſion, which afford many 
pictureſque landſcapes: In one point of view from the ſouthward, where the 
church and manſion- houſe are both taken into the landſcape, the ſcene is ſingularly

Lands in Hardwick granted to the convent of Durham, together with a 
chapel there, as members of Heſleden, were confirmed by Henry II. and alſo, by 
Richard I. by his charter, dated the 4th of February, in the fixth year of his reign, 
cum ecclefia & cum capellis de Eden & de Herdewick. "Theſe acts were ratified by 
the bull of pope Celeſtine III.“ King John granted his charter of confirmation to 
the prior and monks, dated the ad of February, in the fifth year of his reign; alſo 
Henry III. by his charter, dated the 2th of May, in the thirty-ſeventh year of his 
_ reign, which pope Adrian by his bull ratified to prior Abſolom; and pope Alex- 
ander III. alſo. confirmed the ſame to prior Thomas f. But theſe inſtruments are 
not to be applied to the manor of Hardwick, and the lands there in general, but 
only to portions of lands; for an exchange took place between biſhop Pudſey and 
the convent, touching the manor of Hardwick, for which the convent received 
Muggleſwick f. It is probable, as no remains of the chapel are now to be found, [ 
that it was deſtroyed in the incurſion of the Scots, and never afterwards reſtored. 1 
The records do not point out to us how ſoon, or to whom this manor was granted

"The next adjoining; pariſh-towards che eaſt is Hart, within which lie the town 


and port of Hartlepool. Their hiſtory is ſo connected, that we muſt neceſſarily 


take them together. We are left uninformed when Hartlepool firſt grew into 


conſequence, and to whom it anciently belonged, except only what is found in the 
Chronicle of Lindisfarn, and quoted in Lambard's Dictionary, p. 143. Heort- 
„ neſſe, a town in the north partes, which Ecgred, biſhop of the holy Iſle, builded 
<« and gave to the ſee for ever, together with another called Wycliffe, and ſome- 

&« what before Eardulf fled the Iſſe. We are told by Bede, and other church 
authorities, that the holy woman Bega, under the auſpices of the pious biſhop 
Aidan, after ſetling a ſhort time at Weremouth, choſe to eſtabliſh a religious 
foundation here for her own ſex, about the year 640; but whether the ſituation 


ſhe fixed upon was near the fea ſhore, or further up the country, is left to con- | 


jecture. The two names of this place found in ancient writers are Heortu, or 


Heorthu, and e ee cominentators' agree ſignify Hartland, or the Iſle of 


Harts; and perhaps the preſent peninſula was in former times compleatly infulated 
by the tide at high water, through artificial means, and being covered with a 


foreſt, was che peculiar haunt of deer. Under the title Hartlepoote, Tanner's 


words are, At or near this place was the ancient monaſtery called Heorthu, 
« founded upon the firſt converſion of the Northumbrians to Chriſtianity, about 
* A. D. 640, by a religious woman named Hieu, or as ſome copies have it, St 


< Bega, whereof St Hilda was ſome time abbeſs. The ſcite of the houſe is not 


pointed out by any ancient name remaining to us: The pious foundreſs choſe the 


ſea ſhore in Copeland, and the like at Weremouth, whence a conjecture may rea. 


ſonably be grounded, that ſhe followed the ſame affection here. St Hilda was her 
ſucceſſor, and here Eanfleda, the devoted daughter of Oſwi, was received in con- 
ſequence of her father's holy vow. We are alſo ignorant of the length of time 


this houſe flouriſhed, or when it fell into decay; the great ſtroke which perhaps 


vide Bedz Hiſt.

In the twenty-ſecond of Edward I. he then being ſtiled Robert de Brus, de Annan- 


dale, departed this life upon Good Friday, leaving Rabert his fon and heir, by his 
wife Iſabel, who dying the thirty-ſecond of Edward I. was ſucceeded by his bro- 


ther, named alſo Robert, then earl of Carrick, and twenty-three years of age, be- 


tten on Chriſtian the daughter of the earl of Carrick, a ſecond wife. This

Robert, in the year 1305, revived the claim formerly made by his father, to the 


kingdom of Scotland. Theſe claims occafioned a forfeiture: ob poſſeſſions in this 
county; but either the full operation of the grants of Sadberge was not then at- 


tended to, or the king being determined to infringe the jwra-regalia of the biſhop 


on that occaſion, gave thoſe forfeited eſtates to Robert. de Clifford, and the biſhop 


of Durham acquieſced therein, or fat for ſome time under the injury, without a 
ſtruggle. In Dugdale's Baronage, vol. i. p. 338, we find the Cliffords thus men- 
tioned. In the thirty-fourth of Edward I. Robert de Clifford, in conſideration of 
his many great ſervices, obtained a grant from the king of the borough of Hertil- 
: poole, and of all the lands of Robert de Brus, earl of Carrick, (then called an 


enemy and rebel) lying in the biſhopric of Durham, and belonging to the manor 
of Herte, formerly given to this Robert for like ſervices. In the firſt year of 
Edward II. he joined with that great prelate Anthony, then biſhop of Durham, to 
ſupport the honour and dignity of the king with their lives and fortunes. In the 


| ſeventh of Edward II. he was flain in the battle of Bannock Moor“. In the 
eighteenth of Edward III. upon the Thurſday next after the Aſcenſion, Robert de 


Clifford: departed this life, being then ſeiſed of the manors of Hert and Hertneſſe, 
in the biſhopric of Durham. In the thirteenth of Richard II. upon the 13th of 
July, Roger de Clifford departed this life, being then ſeiſed of the manors of Hert 


and Hertilpole, with the towns of Elwick, Stranton, and Brerton. So that it 


ſeems after the forfeitures were reſtored to the See, in the. time of biſhop Beaumont, 


the Cliffords held the manor of Hart under the prelates of Durham . In the 
year 1335, the Scots, under the conduct of Malcolm, ravaged all the country on 


the banks of Tees, cruelly plundering and deſtroying the villages. The frighted 
inhabitants of Hartlepool got on board their ſhips, with ſuch effects as they could

At the diſtance 
of about ſixty; paces. is a round baſtion; at about ſixty paces further the great land 
gate, being the chief entrance to the town from Durham, opening upon a road 
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ſeems to have been ſtrengthened with a wet ditch, and probably a draw bridge. 
The whole wall, towers, and gateways are of excellent maſonry, built of lime- 

ſtone which is won in the ſea banks, of ſo ſoft a nature in the bed or quarry, that 
it may be ſquared with an adge, but when expoſed to the air, becomes remark. - 


-ably hard and durable; the arch of this gateway is rib'd, and beſides double gates, 


had its: portcullis; the width of the paſſage is ten feet, and of the whole gateway

tower about thirty feet: The projection is not much above a foot from the face of 
the wall; It appears to have had a irons tower for its ſuperſtructure, entered at 


gate was by the ſide of the haven, which muſt have made a fine appearance; as 


the baſon, if we may judge from the preſent ſlake or moraſs, conſiſted of ſeveral 
_ acres, where a hundred fail might lie moored. From this gateway the wall which 


ſecured the haven begins, and runs in a direct line, the water at high tide coming 


up to the gate. It is ſomewhat more than eight feet thick, faced on each ſide with 
dreſſed ſtones, with a parapet guarded by a breaſt wall and embraſure, now greatly 
decayed. . There is a water gate in this wall, formed by a low, pointed arch, 
about twenty-four feet in ſpan, and ten feet high, for ſmall craft to paſs in and out 
of the haven without removing the boom chains, afterwards noted: This 


projects from the face of the wall about eighteen inches, has had flood gates, and 


alſo a watch tower, as we apprehend, from the remains of the ſuperſtructure. 
From thence at the diſtance of about ſeventeen paces, is a ſquare baſtion, about 
eight feet in front; and nearly one hundred paces diſtant is another ſquare baſtion; 
and from thence about ſeyenty paces, is a lofty round tower, remaining very per- 
fect, ſave the parapet and embraſures: Oppoſite to it, at the diſtance of thirty-ſix 
feet, ſtood another tower, exactly ſimilar in dimenſions, as the facia and founda-

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between the towers, one may judge. of the-ſize af thoſe veſſels which were moored 
therein*. This entrance was guarded by large boom chains ſtretched from tower- 


to tower, the remains of the loops. belonging to ſuch chains being {till yiſible in 


the walls of the tower. At ten paces. diſtance are the foundations of a round. 
baſtion, near which is a modern gate, where it is preſumed formerly was a ſmall. 
door way for the convenience of perſons landing from boats: At twenty-four 
paces diſtance the wall forms an angle, and turns towards the ſea: This angle is 
defended by a half moon. The entrance into the haven had the peculiar ſecurity, 


that veſſels coming from the ſea muſt neceſſarily double the cape or point of the 
- iſthmus, and then proceed along the whole range and ſtretch of the.ſouth wall, 
within reach of the engines and inſtruments of war, and paſs the half moon which 


guarded the angle of the wall. At the diſtance of ſixty paces from the angle, is 

on, 
about one hundred and twenty paces, is a large ſquare projection in the wall, 
moſt probably modern, about twenty yards long, with a. ſallyport; and from 


thence one hundred and twenty paces, is a round baſtion; and next ſtands the 
gateway, now called the water gate, and which only communicates with the land 


at low water, and leads to the high ſtreet: The arch of this gateway is pointed, 
about eight feet in width, and defended on each hand by angular turrets, with 

the points projecting; a figure not very commonly met with in old fortifications: 
From this gate the wall advances to and buts upon the rock near its point, where 


the pier or mole begins: The whole of this ſouth part appears much more modern 
than the north and weſt fides.  _ - | | 


Though Hartlepool has in modern times loſt much of its importance and trade, 
the cauſe doth not ſeem to be derived from the natural diſadvantages of the ſitua- 
tion, but from the great ſtaples of the country rifing in diſtant parts, and lying

ELIZ. by tte grace of God of England, France, and Ireland, queen, defender of the faith, &c. To all to 
whom theſe preſents ſhall come greeting. Whereas the burgeſſes and inhabitants of our burrough or town 
of Hartlepool, in the biſnopric of Durham, have peaceably and quietly, beyond the memory of man, had, 
held, and enjoyed very many leaſes, juriſdictions, liberties, franchiſes, and divers other cuſtoms, immunities, 
and exemptions, as well by preſcription, as alſo by virtue of divers charters, grants, and confirmations, made 
of old by our predeceſſors, kings of England, unto the ſaid burgeſſes and inhabitants of the ſaid burrough, 
and to their ſucceſſors. And whereas our ſaid burgeſſes of our faid burrough of Hartlepoole, have now 
moſt humbly petitioned us, graciouſly and liberally to exhibit and extend to them our royal bounty and 
grace, and that we would vouchſafe for the better rule, government, znd improvement of the-faid burrough, 
to make and create the ſaid burgeſſes and inhabitants a corporation and body politic. We therefore, con- 


 fidering that our ſaid burrough of Hartlepoole is an ancient burrough, and willing that hereafter there be 


continually kept ſome certain and undoubted method or rule in the faid town, and for the preſervation of 
our peace, and for the porwement of our people there, and that our ſaid burrough be and continue for ever 
hereafter a burrough of peace and quiet, to the dread and terror of evil perſons, and for an encouragement 
to the good, and alſo that our peace and other acts of juſtice may without any further delay be kept and en- 
joyed there, hoping, that if the burgeſſes, inhabitants, and other reſidents of our ſaid burrough, and their 
ſucceſſors, ſhall enjoy by our grant more ample honours, liberties, and privileges, that then they will ac- 
knowledge themſelves to be more particularly and ſtrictly obliged to yield what ſervice they can to us and 
our ſucceffors.

The earl of Darlington has a commodious houſe here, beſides which there are 
ſeveral handſome buildings: The corporation hall, or manſion-houſe, is modern. 
On the paſture groups within the walls, are multitudes of lines and breaſt works 
caſt up, which from the variety of , formed therein, appear to be modern, 


and were perhaps made on the approach of an enemy, when a deſcent was threaten-

At ſome little diſtance from the church, and nearer to the ſea, are the ruins of 
the friarage.

nance of a religious houſe, being the ſhell of ſome manſion belonging to the lay 
proprietors, built after the ſuppreſſion. .

On the ſouth fide of the town, and within a few yards of the water gate, there 
is a chalybeate ſpring, which is covered by the ſea every tide: It riſes very ſlow, 
diſcovers a little ſulphur, which ſoon flies off after taking up; it leaves a white

Having now made our progreſs along the coaſts of this county, it ſeems neceſ- 
ſary to obſerve, that this tract chiefly conſiſts of corn lands: The-cattle bred here 
are ſmall and not of the beſt form: The ſheep. are of an inferior kind both in 
carcaſe and wool, their improvement having. been negleQed, and the neceſſary 


eroſſes of the breed unattended to. Excellent horſes have been bred in this part 


of the county, but not many of them. There is one ſubje& to be obſerved upon, 
that is even a national concern of much importance, and not leſs a provincial one; 
the growth of timber is almoſt wholly negleQed in this extenſive and valuable 


tract: Much of the country being under ſuch a. tenure, that the land-holder thinks 


it inexpedient to grow wood, becauſe he cannot cut it without licence, and pay- 


ing heavy dues to the church; thence the want of ornament and. ſhelter is derived, 


and a moſt valuable production of the eſtates is prevented. There are few men 
whoſe minds can bear to. ſee: the produce of their lands ſwept. away by rapacious 
bands, or otherwiſe waſtefully ſuffered to. ſink. into decay, from a prohibition 
which debars them from reaping-it: It would be happy if the legiſlature ſhould 
interfere in this matter; or without that interference, il the enlarged virtues and 
prevailing benevolence of the age, could gain acceſs to the convocations, chapters, 
and cloſets of the clergy, to the end they might be moved to correct the ſervility 
of tenure which occaſions ſo deplorable a deprivation to the public at large, as well 
as the private proprietor of lands, that they may be induced to grant a. general 
power to their leſſees, to grow and cut timber, and even add thereto by premiums 


to encourage planting: Ihe advantage to be reaped. needs no argument: In order 


to this purpoſe, a baneful influence muſt be corrected; for whilſt the unfeeli 
officer eyes with avidity the fees of licence, his unnatural hand will blight the 
planter's labour, and, trembling with the graſp of avarice, wither up improvement. 
Should it be alleged, the project for the maritime ſituation of the lands is merely 
viſionary and impracticable, let the country along the ſhores. be viewed; ſee what 
timber trees lie buried in the ſands, the memorials of fallen foreſts: Seaton 
paſture, now known only by name, long ſince incroached upon and covered by 
the ocean, grew timber of a large ſize: The whole ſhore at low water exhibits 
the ſtems of trees waſhed up by the roots, preſerved to this day by the moſs earth 
in which they lie: Let attention be paid to the places where trees now grow, that 
the cauſe may be aſcertained. of their being blighted or not proſpering, and to. 
the common obſervers it will be obvious, that there only wants a ſtrong plantation 
for their nurſery. A hedge row, or a ſmall plantation of trees, will not thrive, 
unable to endure the cold vapour and heavy ſtorms of wind from the fea; it is 


well known the ſalt is no cauſe of injury, as it does not exhale. The fine planta- | 


tions round Hardwick, and the wood and underwood growing. in. the deans and 
various other ſituations between Shields and Hartlepool, prove the obſervation =: 
Some trees endure the cold air better than others; the chief of thoſe are the ſyca- 
more and narrow. leafed elm; but under their ſhelter oaks, pines, and poplars will

#hrive admirably. The number of acres to be planted might be Nipulated 1 in each 
leaſe, and the glebe lands of the parochial clergy _—_— alſo have a ſhare i in the 
improvement, by ſome wiſe regulation. 

To return to the ſubject: HarrT is a fmall irregular village; the church ſtands 1 
an elevated ſituation; the chancel is twelve paces leng and five wide, with a large 
window to the eaſt, and two ſmall windows north and ſouth; it is divided from 
the nave by a large circular arch. The nave has two ſide alles; is in length to 
the tower fourteen paces, and in width, including the ailes, fifteen paces; the 
north aile is formed by one ſhort column, ſupporting circular arches, and is light- 
ed by two ſide windows, and one to the eaſt; the ſouth aile has three ſmall octa- 
gonal pillars, the arches a little pointed, two ſide windows, and one to the eaſt, 
under pointed arches: The tower is low. In the ſouth wall of the chancel is a 
figure in armour, cut in relief, ſlaying a dragon, a croſs upon the ſhield. The 
font is much ſculptured, bearing the emblematical figures of the evangeliſts, with 
the figures of Peter and Paul in relief. Robert de Brus, who founded Giburn, 
gave the churches of Hart and Stranton, with their chapels, to that priory, and 
biſhop Kellaw, by his charter bearing date the twelfth of the kal. of November, 
1311, confirmed to the church of St Mary, of Gyſeburn, and the canons there 
| ſerving God, the donations and confirmations which his predeceſſors, biſhops of 
Durham, had granted them, with the concurrence of their chapters, viz. the 
church of Hart and its chapel, the church of Stranton and its chapel of Seton, 
with all their lands which Robert de Brus gave them, and which Hugh Pudſey, 
biſhop of Durham, with the conſent of his chapter, confirmed to their proper 
uſe; and all the lands and rents which William and Robert de Brus gave them in 
the towns of Hert and Hertillpolle, viz. of the ſtreet. called St Mary Arrest, and 
of other rents in the . town “.

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The church. at Hartlepool, as obſerved before, ſtands on elevated ground; the 
architecture of the moſt ancient parts, the tower and center aile, ſhews, that this 
was once a beautiful building; the chancel has been taken down, leaving merely 
a receſs for the altar, and the ſide ailes have been rebuilt, near the ſame period of 
time. The length of the nave is about twenty-ſeven paces, and with the ailes 
fourteen paces wide.. The ailes are formed by five pillars on each fide, light and. 
cluſtered, ſupporting pointed arches, beautiful and well proportioned; the chan- 
cel has been divided: from the nave by a lofty pointed arch ſpringing from a 

cluſter of pilaſters. The church is regularly ſtalled with oak, paved, and kept iz 
with great neatneſs : There is a gallery on the welt end. This church or 

_ chapel is dedicated to St Hilda. There are feveral ancient monuments in the 
church- yard, but without inſcriptions, and the effigies fo mutilated as to render 
it impoſſible to aſcertain to what perſonages they belonged: They are ſculptured. |

_ "There was a chapel in the warren, without the walls, dedicated to St Helen, 
>, which William de Brus, who died in the reign of king John, gave for the ſupport 
of a light at the great altar of Giſburne. Ralph de Whitewell, a baſtard, ordered 
by will, Hugh del Fermory and Roger de Ebor, his executors, to ſell a meſſuage, 
with its appurtenances in Hartlepool, to raiſe a ſtipend for the maintenance of a, 
chaplain to pray for him'in the chapel of St Helen, ſo long as the purchaſe money, 
would laſt. At his death, biſhop Beaumont ſeized this meſſuage, and kept it as an 
eſcheat: But biſhop Bury, on the 3d of April, 1336, allowed the will to ſtand 
good, having found by an inquiſition taken before Simon de Grimeſby his ſteward, 
that Ralph had demiſed it as his chattel above ten months before he died“. 
There were ſeveral chantries founded in Hartlepool church. Biſhop Skirlaw+, 
the zd of April, in the eighth year of his pontificate, granted licence to the 
mayor and commonalty of the town of Hartlepool, to found anew to the honour 
of St Helen, a chantry of one chaplain, to pray for the good eſtate of the biſhop 
whilſt alive, of Maud, wife of 1 5 de Clifford, and their heirs, and of the 
mayor and commonalty and their ſucceſſors, &c. the chaplain and his ſucceſſors 
to be ſubje& to the rules and orders of the mayors, &. He alſo permitted the 
mayor and commonalty to grant three meſſuages, with their appurtenances in 
Hartlepool, which Geffrey de Eltham and Iſabel his wife then had for life, to

The remains of the village of SEA Tow, which have hitherto eſcaped the incroach- 
ments of the ocean, conſiſt of a green, incloſed on three fides with cottages in the 
form of a ſquare, and a row of houſes ſtretching to the ſouthward along the yery 
brink of the ſea banks. There are no traces of the chapel, which was dedicated 
to Saint 'Thomas Beckett, and given with the mother church to Giſburn priory. 
Seaton paid to Sadberg for caſtleward 138. 4d. Styr, ſon of Ulphus, gave lands 
in Seaton to the See of Durham in the time of Aldune the firſt biſhop of Durham. 
By the records it appears, that the manor and vill of Seaton were the eſtate of 
the family of Carrowe, ſo early as the time of Richard I. Peter Carrowe, in 
the king's charter made to Hugh biſhop of Durham, of the manor of Sadberg, 
is therein ſaid to hold his lordſhip of Seaton of the crown by the ſervice of one 
knight's fee, which ſervice he and his heirs are awarded from thenceforth to ren- 
der to the See of Durham, as others the biſhops tenants between Tyne and Teeſe.

and cheap; the ſands are level for ſeven mules in length; the proſpects are ſingu- 
larly beautiful to the northward, commanding Hartlepool at the diſtance of about 
three miles, with the adjacent country; to the ſouthward the Cleveland coaſt, 
ſcattered over with villages, with the high lands and cliffs rifing ſublimely on the 


horizon f. There are ſeveral moles and breaſtworks of earth on Seaton moor to- 


wards the ſnook; but we find no notice taken thereof either in our records or 
otherwiſe, and preſume they were merely temporary works to defend the entrance 
of the river Teeſe. Nothing can be deduced from their'preſent form. 


Of OwrTon, or OverToN, we find nothing more in the Durham records than 
what is already mentioned. The charter of the fifth of king John confirms the 
grant to Alan de Wilton, who founded here a ſmall priory of Gilbertine canons, 
ſubordinate to the monaſtery of Sempringham, (co. Linc.) of his town of Overton, 
twelve plow lands at Hoiton, one carucate at Huplin, two plow lands at Weſt. 
cote, and half a carucate at Middleton, in Cleveland. This priory was valued

The manor of BRRARTON anciently belonged to the noble family of Grayſtock, 
barons of Grayſtock. We find Brearton named in the pardon of alienation by 
fine granted to lord Lumley before referred to, William lord Grayſtock, who 
lived in the time of Edward III. made a ſettlement of the manor of Brearton, two 
parts of the manor of Neſeham, Over Conſcliff, and Nether Conſcliff: Aliſia, the 
wite of Ralph de Nevill, and allo Elizabeth, William's mother, the widow of 


Ralph lord Grayſtock, had dower in Neſcham and the two Conſcliffs; by which

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The Pariſh of ELwWIok. 


The pariſh of Elwick, or, as it is frequently called, Elwick Hall, lies to the weſt. 
The church ſtands on a remarkable elevation; the aſcent from the dell or gully, 
which divides this pariſh from the town of Elwick, is very ſteep. The approach to 
the church is by a multitude of ſteps. The chancel is about ſeven paces long and 
five wide; is ceiled above with wood, and lighted to the eaſt by a window of three 
diviſions under a pointed arch: It is divided from the nave by a low circular 
arch. The nave hath fide alles; is in length about thirteen paces, and in width, 
with the ailes, twelve. paces. The ailes are formed by rows of three round 
columns, bearing pointed arches, with this variety, that the capitals of the north 

row of columns are oQagonal, and thoſe of the ſouth row round. The pulpit is 
placed againſt the ſecond ſouth column, and the reading deſk oppoſite. The tower 
is low, and heavy, is a ſeparate building, and ſtands to the corner of the ſouth aile. * 
The proſpect from the church-yard is extenſive; the country is beautiful, though 
thin of wood; the farms fertile, and in a ſuperior ſtate of cultivation. To the 
north-weſt is a large mount, called the Beacon Hill, well ſituated for that pur- 
poſe. This pariſh conſiſts of about eighteen farm-houſes, and the reQors have 
frequently entertained the heads of all the families at once at their table. It is 
ſaid, that in this pariſh there is neither town or village, cottage houſe for the poor, 
| ſurgeon or apothecary, midwife, blackſmith, joiner, houſe-carpenter, maſon, brick- 
layer, cart or wheel-wright, weaver, butcher, ſhoemaker, taylor, or barber, ſchool- 
maſter or ſcheol-miſtreſs, alehouſe, public bakehouſe, grocer or chandler's ſhop, or 
a corn mill. The glebe lands are in two farms, one of 212 acres, to which is 
uſually annexed the coru and ſmall tithes of five farms within the pariſh ; the 
other of 133 acres, to which in like manner is annexed the corn and ſmall tith

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ef eight other farms in the pariſh *, Biſhop Beaumont, at the latter end of his 
life, had obtained a bull from the pope. to appropriate this church to the priory 
of Durham, but was prevented accompliſhing his deſign by death, 


The manor of SToTFOLD was anciently the eſtate of the family of Kilkennys, 
Will. de Kilkenny dying. ſeiſed thereof in the time of biſhop Bury +. In the 29th 
of biſhop Hatfield, John de Kilkenny died ſeiſed of the manors of Stanley and 
Stotfold, which he limited (by virtue of. a fine levied) to various branches of his 
family; and by means thereof the eſtates became veſted in Richard de Kilkenny, 
the ſon of William, by Catharine his wife, in the 29th year of biſhop Hatfield}, 
then eighteen years of age. 'The manor of Stanley was held of the biſhop in ca- 
pite, by homage and fealty, and the fifth part of a knight's fee, rendering a 
pound of cumin, and doing ſuit at the county; and the manor of Stotfold was 
alſo held of the biſhop in capite, rendering ſix-pence, called wodeſilver. The 
manor of Stotfold afterwards became the eſtate of the earls of Weſtmoreland{!..

Towards the weſt lies the pariſh of SzpczrieLD. The town of SgDoRTIELD is 
one of the fineſt ſituations in the county, ſtanding proudly upon a ſwell of gra- 
velly ground, open to every aſpect, and CONES for the health and longevity 
of its inhabitants. The celebrated Dr Aſkew called this place the Montpelier of 
the north, and frequently recommended his convaleſcent patients to it for the be- 
nefit of the air. All the country round is in a high ſtate of cultivation; the lands 
are fertile, well and beautifully incloſed, and many of them near the town bearing 
a rent of above forty ſhillings an acre. The center of the town forms a large 
ſquare, in which is erected a handſome croſs, and where a market is held every 
Friday. To the ſouth and ſouth-eaſt you command a delightful view of Cleve- 
land, Roſeberry-topping, and a long range of lofty hills, with the borders of the 
river Tees down to the German Ocean: To the ſouth-weſt, a beautiful country, 
where Heighington crowns the diſtant eminence; the tower of that church is a 
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fine object: The pleaſure houſe of Croſier Surtees, eſq; on Shakerton-hill, to- 


pore with Bruſsleton-hill and tower, are ſeen to the weſt. On the nearer land- 
cape are the elegant works of Mr Burdon at Hardwick ; and Sands, the houſe of 
Ralph Ord, eſq; with the grounds neatly cultivated, and,many thriving planta- 
bee ty, To the ſouth-weſt, the plantations and eminences above Raby, Cockfield- 


fell, and the heights of Excawood, are ſeen; and further northward, but nearer

treſſes. It ſtands on the eaſt ſide of the ſquare, in an open and elevated ſituation ; 
the deſcent into it is by ſeveral ſteps ; the length, from the tower to the ſcreen 
of the chancel, is about ſeventy- two feet, neatly ſtalled, and divided by two regular 
fide ailes; the length of the tranſept is nearly equal to that of the nave. The ailes 
are formed by rows of three pillars, light and elegantly formed, each pillar being 
. compoſed of four perfect cylinders, not placed in a ſquare, but in a lozenge, 
eaſt and weſt, ſo as to preſent a broad front towards the center of the nave : the 
columns are belted in the middle, which greatly hurts their beauty ; the baſes 
have few members, and thoſe of the old Saxon order ; but the capitals are vari- 
ouſly ornamented with fillets of palm branches, vine leaves, wreaths of flowers 
mingled with birds, and other figures, in many parts delicately pierced. The 


arches are pointed, and ornamented with mouldings, the outward one zigzag; 


they ſpring from pilaſters on the ſide walls, and riſe from groteſque heads on 
the capitals of the pillars. The pulpit is fixed to the firſt ſouth pillar, and the 
reading-deſk oppoſite. The nave is lighted hy two modern windows in each ſide 


aile, and three on each fide of the ſuperſtructure of the center. There is a good 


organ at the weſt end, with a clock in front, which conceals the organiſt's ſeat; all 
neatly ornamented. The font is a large black marble baſon, of an octagonal 


form; each front richly ſculptured with arms *, and fluted. The roof of the :

The learned have been much at a loſs to know the meaning of ſo ſtrange a repreſentation. Perhaps this 
was the tomb ef one of the knights of Jeruſalem, as Foxton, in this pariſh, belonged to that order: In 
their initiation Were uſed many emblematical inſignia and religious types, one of which was expreſſive of a 
certain faith of future life and a reſurrection from the dead; part of the oath was, that he ſhould not 
fear to die for the cauſe of religion : In other religious orders, and eſpecially that much ridiculed ſociety 
—the free-maſens, the candidate is conceived to be under the dominion of death and the corruptions of 


nature, from whence he is ſaved by the powers of revelation and chriſtian faith; nothing can be more 


awful than the ceremony: The ſimilarity is ſo very ftriking, that we are bold to deliver this conjecture 3 
but that the reader may determine for himſelf on the ſubje&, we have tranſcribed at large what is ſaid on

“ ſhall only mention one monument, which is ſomewhat peculiar ; I mean the repreſentation of a ſke- 
leton in à ſhroud, lying either under or on a table tomb.

The rectory-houſe is ſpacious, and pleaſantly ſituated, having excellent gar:

To the weſt of Sedgefield, about half a mile, lies HARDwiek, the ſeat of 
John Burdon, Eſq; one of the moſt beautiful places in the county; where, as 
Pope ſays, © Gods | might wander with delight.” The pleaſure-grounds are laid 
out with exquiſite taſte, and the ornaments are ſupremely elegant. The walks 
and plantations are formed on an eaſy inclination, facing to the weſt ; and a fine 
baſon of water covers the hollow between the riſing grounds. Mr Burdon ſhows 
a diſtinguiſhed liberality to the public by the free admiſſion of all viſiters. On 
entering the gardener's gate, you pals the wood by a ſerpentine walk which 

leads to the grand terrace, a gravel walk about 24 feet in width, and upwards of 

560 paces in length: At this point of view (looking over a circular baſon of water) 
the bath-houſe terminates the proſpect at one end, and the tower of Sedgefield 
church at the other: Advancing a little further, you paſs ghe wood, and come in- 
ſtantly to a view of the ſineſt ſheet of water in the north England, conſiſting of 
36 acres, margined with graſs ſlopes, plantations g Por rcring ſhrubs and ever- 
greens, thickened with foreſt trees behind ; all key Eil e greateſt order and ex- 
actneſs. A ſerpentine canal runs through the gi into the lake, under a 
rock bridge. From this ſtation you have the d of the temple to the right; 
and to the left, the mock ruins of a monaſtic e, well deviſed, built of a 
bright free · ſtone, and fituated- at the extremity Mfhe lake: An elegant Gothic 
| ſeat, ſhaded by thick groves, and open to this ſcene; invites the viſiter to its cool 

receſs. Below the bath there are ſome artificial caſcades, an hermitage, confined 

and winding walks, and works, in the ſtile of the laſt age, placed here to give 
the contraſt between the poliſned taſte of the preſent times and the rural orna- 
ments which delighted our anceſtors. From thence you paſs to the temple, a 
building in the Ionic order, erected on a round eminence at a little diſtance from 
the ſkirts of the plantations; the colonade is ſquare, and the dome octagonal; in 
the outſide niches are placed buſts ef Homer, Virgil, Cicero, Sappho, Theocritus, 
Pindar, &c.; the floor is 18 feet ſquare within, inlaid with marble in Moſaic 
work; there are alſo eight buſts of the philoſophers, and above the door, a Pal- 
las: The ſtucco work was done by Cartiſi; and the dome painted by the Bor- 
neſe, father and ſon: The cardinal virtues and the arts painted in the ſquares;

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and Pallas, ſurrounded by Genii, in the center: Medallions of the four ſeaſons, in 
ſtucco work, are in the receſſes between the windows. As you walk the colo- 
nade, you have a view of Heighington, Shackerton, and Bruſleton towers, Win- 
dleſton-houſe, Merrington town and church, Ferryhill, Mensforth, Biſhop-Mid- 
dleham, and the heights of Garmondſway; much of the pleaſure-grounds, the 
Gothic ſeat, banqueting-houſe, ruin, and Sedgefield church, Returning by tire 
bath-houſe, after paſſing the Gothic ſeat, you proceed by the margin of the ſer- 
pentine river, opened by a ſpacious and inclining lawn on one fide, and cloſed on 
the oppoſite by a ſhrubbery and plantations, which run cloſe upon its brink. 
- You now advance to the banqueting-houlſe, built in a moſt ſuperb ſtile, in the 
Corinthian order; the entrance is at the back part; the chief apartment is 50 
feet in length, 25 feet and a half in width, and of an equal height; the ends 
have bow windows, but the front windows are plain; the ceiling is elegantly 
painted; in an oval in the center, the aſſembly and banquet of the gods, by Hay- 
man; to the right, in a ſquare, Thetis's petition to Jupiter; and to the left, the 
ceſtus preſented to Juno, both by Wale; above the ſide doors, two pieces by 
Hayman, the one of Cupid and Pſyche, the other a proceſſion of Bacchanals;; - 
over the fire-place is a full-length of Mr Burdon, a ſtriking likeneſs ; eight 
brackets are furniſhed with buſts of Palladio, Vitruvius, Inigo Jones, and others; 
the ſtucco work is fine, and the mouldings richly gilt; the mantle-piece and grate 
are equal in ornament and beauty to the reſt of the finiſhing : There is a ſmall 
room at the fide, in which is a painting of Venus on the ceiling, and Diana and 
Endymion over the fire-place: The deſigns of the ſeveral buildings were made by 


Payne, and executed by the late Mr Bell, of Durham. As you approach the ruin, 


you come to a very fine point of view, where the ſerpentine. river makes a ſwift 
turn, takes a deep channel, covered thick with wood on each fide, and forming a 
long canal, is croſſed at the extremity by a beautiful bridge, which intercepts the 
further view of its courſe; and indeed it is fo contrived, that there the water 
ſhould die away from the ſight. The tower of the ruin commands an extenſive 
proſpect, not only having the ſcene deſcribed at the colonade, to the weſt and 
north, but alſo a prodigious tract of country eaſtward :. This building is orna- 
mented with ſculptures brought from the ruins of Guiſburn priory ;: among them 
is a delicate piece of many figures, which, it is to be lamented, is expoſed to the 
weather. In theſe pleaſure- grounds there are 44 acres covered with water; and 
the whole works contain 150 acres. Mr Burdon has not yet thought proper to 
huild a manſion-houſe. We cannot quit theſe delightful ſcenes without referring 
the reader to what Mr Walpole ſays in his fourth volume of * Anecdotes; the 
Works here bearing every expreſſion: of that taſte and art, which he ſpeaks of with 
ſo much ſpirit and delight. 3 FFF 
In HFatfield's Survey, we find that Roger Fulthorp and John Herdwick held the 
manor of Hardwick, by homage, fealty, ſuit of court, and 108. rent. In the 
fourth year of biſhop Skirlaw, (1391) one Thomas Watkinſon, of Elſtob, was 
feiſed of a moiety of the manor* ; John de Herdwick dying, ſeiſed of his propor-

patent, dated the 26th of May, in the 32d year of queen Elizabeth, (1590) was

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By female iſſue theſe poſſeſſions paſſed to the family of Hoton, in marriage with 
Agnes the heireſs*. We find the Uſhers had lands here in biſhop Langley's time ; 
which family fell into female iſſue, Frevills, who came in by purchaſe, 43 Eliza- 
beth, granted a rent-charge of rol. a year out of lands here to Elizabeth Jeniſon, 
of Walworth, who endowed the ſchool at Heighington therewithf. “LC. 
Nothing remains of the biſhop's caſtle here but foundations of walls, particu - 
larly of a BE deer on a mount to the ſouth of the town. © - 
In the Boldon Buke, Middleham and Cornforth are together; in which places 
were twenty-ſix villains, whoſe rents and ſervices were ſimilar to thoſe of Boldon.

I muſt beg leave to obſerve, that it appears to me very probable, that king Athelſtan fixed his camp 
near Bradbury in this county, when he went againft and gained that decifive victory over the Danes in 

« the year 937, viz. from Nun Stainton, about half à mile northwards, where we meet with ſome tumuli 
by the fides of the road,” and about two miles diſtant from the camp at Mainsforth, from which it is 


ec ſeparated by a yefy extenſive moraly. This Etnation agrece very well with the accounts that Ralingicgd, 
Speed, arid others, give us of this battle; and if we ſubſtitute what is now called Bradbury for Brimeſ- 
«-bury, T'btlieve we ſhall not be guilty'of any capital error. The reaſons that induced me to embrace. this 
opinion ate, firſt, we have an account of a combined army of Scots and Danes beſieging the city of Du- 
« refme'about ten years prior to this, the inhabitants being ready to revolt, only dreading the puiffance of 
% king Athelſtan. Secondly, there is a large cavity on the ſummit of the camp at Mainsforth, which is at

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MriCade. The horn meaſures from the root B to the top A three feet eight inches 
thecircumference above the root D is ten inches. Large portions have been broken 
off the branches; particularly at one part, C, where the fracture is ſix inches long, 
and three inches wide. The remains of elephants have been diſcovered in ſeveral 
parts of this iſland: we may ſuppoſe. the animal to which this horn belonged, or 

perhaps the horn only, was brought hither for ſhow or curioſity. Our view, as 
well as enquiry, have equally been fruitleſs towards a diſcovery of the Roman 
way Mr Cade attempts to draw from Sockburn, by Mainsforth, to Gateſhead ; 


and indeed the Stainton-le:/treet: is not well aſcertained, as is noted hereafter : 
neither have we been more fortunate in our attempts to-eftabliſh the camp which 
that gentleman is pleaſed to fix at Mainsforth; the ground has been particularly 


attended to, but no certain lines, or diſtin& characters, to ſupport the idea of a 
camp here, have been made out. The name of Mount Narbon is difficult to define, 
and carries with it no evidence of Daniſh extraction. The etymology given to 
Mainsforth by Mr Cade, depends on the circumſtance of this mount having been 
a fort or camp. There is adjoining to Mainsforth, towards the north-weſt, a 
very large moraſs, over which a road is forced, leading to the great northern 


turnpike road: the north- country word Forth, the Saxon popd; the Mainford, 
meaning the chief paſſage over the moraſs, may be applied to the preſent name of

Near to the moraſs,. on the adjacent hill, is an old houſe called the W 
where certain dues to the convent, and afterwards the chapter of Durham, called 
fwan oats have been anciently received. —Had theſe ſwan oats been due to the 


- biſhop, the keeping of ſwans being a royal privilege, we might have determined, 
that in the moraſs there had been a keep for ſwans; but the prelates had no 
lands at Mainsforth of any great antiquity, the poſſeſſions of the See there having 
come by eſcheats and purchaſe, as noted in the Boldon Buke, and we do not hear 


of any grant to the convent of that privilege. The ſwan oats paid to the church 


were part of the ſeck rents for lands there, held under the convent, and now 
under the chapter; and in this inftance we are again to lament the loſs of the 
Melſanby book, the doomſday of the convent, wherein-this ſpecies of rent would 
have been explained. There are the remains of a large dyke or mound, which 
formerly had confined the water in the moraſs, and cauſed a large reach or canal 


there; perhaps water. fowl were here kept for the uſe of the convent, and the 
ſwan oats were applied for their maintenance.  - 
The word Swain occurs in the ancient law books under ſeveral appellations, 


as Swain-mote, or Foreſt- court, &c. the word yang, Country Swain, or 


Botlandman, holding by entry or court roll. 


| TRHLLESDEN, or T HRISLINDON, retains no marks 7 a village, one houſe only 


remaining, ſituated on the brink of the hill above the marſhes, and oppoſite do 
Ferryhill ; the mode of building, that of a fuperior ſtyle in the beginning of the 
laſt century.

The Pariſh ff Gurinpomn. 
Having been led by connection of ſubje& thus far weſtward in our route, we muſt 


return to the pariſh of Gzinvon, which lies to the ſouth-eaſt of Sedgefield. 


The church of Grindon, a ſmall edifice, ſtands in an open field, and requires 
no particular deſcription, further, than that there is a porch therein called Fir 
porch, but contains nothing remarkable or curious: The Fulthorps of Fulthorp 
were an ancient and honourable family in this pariſh; Roger de Fulthorp was 


chief juſtice of the palatinate, under the appointment of biſhop Hatfield, 28 Dec. 


1380. His tomb-ſtone has probably been removed aut of this porch into the 
churchyard, where we find a ſtone inſcribed Rag. de Fultborp. In the 4th year 


of biſhop Bury, Roger de Fulthorp died, ſeiſed of a third part of the vill of 


Grindon, held in capite of the biſhop, and left Alan his fon and heir“. Grindon 
appears all along to have been jointly poſſeſſed by the _ with Fulthorp manor: 
Chriſtopher Fulthorpe, about the ſeventh year of biſhop ' 

Fulthorp, on James his ſon and heir, and Elizabeth the daughter of Catharine 
Place 4; ſo that, notwithſtanding the ſettlement made by Thomas Fulthorp, eſq; in

Advancing a little towards the eaſt, you approach WI xx ARD, the elegant villa 
of John Tempeſt, elq; one of the preſent worthy members for the city of Durham. 
The walks and pleaſure grounds are new, and in the modern ſtyle; not garniſhed 
with ſuperb ornaments, but retaining the ſofteſt. features of nature, dreſſed with 
ſuch embelliſhments. as add to her native beauties: A fine canal ſtretches alo 
the valley with an eaſy curvature; the borders are kept in neat order, and fring 
with wood; and the whole tract oppolite the houſe is ſcattered over with foreſt 
| trees. Walks are judiciouſiy laid out by the fide of the canal, and in the adjacent

Of WrarTToN we find nothing remarkable. 8th March, 1 307, - -John, ſon of - -

The family of Hotons held lands there of Robert 
Coniers, knight, in the ſecond year of biſhop Bury, rendering yearly a pair of 
gilt fpurs *; and ſundry other ſmall parcels, ' at various eras, were held by 
different proprietors. In the 6th year of biſhop Pilkington, we find a licence for 
Francis Conſtable, efq; to alien to John Swinburne the manor of Thorpthewles f. 

This place ſeems to have been ſingularly devoted to religious appropriations, 
io many. donations were of ancienr times made thereout to the church. The 


deeds are many of them without date, ſo that the whole arrangement, as it

Matilda de Thorpe, daughter of Godefrid de Thorpe, and Roger de Stotfaldia, 
whom ſhe married, had conſiderable poſſeſſions in this manor, in various plots in 
open town fields, parcel of which was granted to Stephen de Elwick about the 
year 1200.

The vicar of Gretham reads prayers in the chapel 
twice a day to the brethren, for which he receives from the maſter, annually, 121.

would not have granted, or our biſhop accepted, the grant of market and fair at 
Gretham, in diſparagement of his palatine rights. Further repetition would be 
uſeleſs, than merely to remind the reader, that this hoſpital was dedicated to God, 
the bleſſed Mary, and Saint Cuthbert, wherein the founder placed a maſter, five 
_ prieſts, and forty indigent people; the number to be ſupplied from the epiſcopal 
manors; and gave for their maintenance all the manor of Gretham, with the advow- 
ſon of the church there, free from all charges whatſoever : And by the * ſtatutes 
they were all to live in one houſe, and meſs at one table; and according to the ſuffi- 
ciency of the income, the number of poor were to be augmented, or on the other 
hand decreaſed, if the revenue was not capable of maintaining the ſtipulated 
number: He alſo granted forty days indulgence to all perſons who ſhould contri-

If any of the women marry, or refuſe to comply with the rules pre- 


ſeribed, or otherwiſe miſbehave themſelves, to be ſuſpended, and removed from the hauſe, and deprived 


of their proviſion. On every vacancy, another fit perſon to be appointed within one month. The truſ-

the number to ſeven, If the maſter for the time being refuſe or decline to execute the faid truſts, the truſ- 


tees are to execute the fame until the maſter ſhall reaſſume the execution thereof. The ſaid Dormer Park- 
hurſt during his life, and the biſhop of Durham for the time being for ever, to be the vifitor of the ſaid 
alms-houſe, and of the charity hereby eſtabliſhed. Truſtees to be only anſwerable for their own acts, and

To the eaſt lies the pariſh of BILLIxOHAM.— The village of Billing, fl. 
tuated on a fine eminence, commands an extenſive proſpect to the ſouthward. It 
is a place of antiquity, and memorable for a great battle“ fought there by Ardulf, 
* King of Northumberland. Egfrid, biſhop of Lindisfarne, gave Billingham, with 
divers large territories, to the church; and it is noted to be one of thoſe towns 
ſeized by Alla during the conflicts for the crown of Northumberland l. Fan- 
red, the father of Ethelred, builded, and gave this towne, amongeſt ſundrye 
1 others, to the biſhopricke of Durham; or rather, to ſpeake in the phraſe of 
„ that age, to St- Cuthbert, about the year 860 l.“ King William the Firſt re- 
ſtored Billingham to the church, and gave it to the prior and monks of Dur- 
ham §: Biſhop Robert de Inſula granted them warren and woods in Billingham- 
thire ; and we find, in the records of the church, many licences to the convent to 
acquire lands bere. 

. The church of Billingham, it is faid, was firſt built by Fanred ; but there is 
no appearance of that diſtant antiquity in any part of the preſent ſtructure. The 
chancel is five paces wide, and thirteen long: The eaſt window conſiſts of four 
lights, under a pointed arch; and there are four ſmall windows to the ſouth, and 
two to the north. The whole chancel is neatly wainſcoted with oak; and en- 

cloſed, from the nave, by a ſcreen, with ſtalls ornamented with pierced work, 
under a pointed arch. The nave has two fide ailes, formed by rows of four co- 

lumns: Thoſe to the ſouth are ſquare, with a round pilaſter PR from each 
angle; and ſupport pointed arches, moulded with the zig-zag figure: The pillars 

to the north are heavy, and in no order of building, being of a lozenge figure, 
with blunted points. The arches are pointed, and without ornament : The lights 
are irregular: The length of the nave is twenty-two paces; and the width, in- 
cluding the fide ailes, thirteen paces: There 1s a. lofty tower. The patched 
work in this building induces us to believe, the ſacred edifice had not only ſuffer- 
ed many and great alterations: at various periods ; but alſo, that the whole of the 

old church had been taken down or deſtroyed, not the leaſt memorial of ſuch an- 
tiquity nn T- |

Norton church, in its preſent ſtate, appears to be much inferior to what it has 
been. The tower ſtands in the center, ſupported on four circular arches, form- 
ing a ſquare of about twelve feet. The chancel is ſix paces in length, and five in 

width. The eaſt window conſiſts of three lights; and there are two windows to 
the ſouth, under flat or low elliptic arches. The length of the croſs, from north 
to ſouth, is ſeventeen paces; the north limb of which is called Blakiſton porch, 
being the burial-place of the owners of Blakiſton ; where there is a recumbent fi- 
gure in armour, cut in ſtone, with a rich canopy of tabernacle work over the 
head; the hands elevated; the legs croſſed, reſting on a lion; the right leg up- 
wards; the ſword ſheathed; a ſhield with arms; by which we conceive it be- 
longed to Thomas Blakiſton, who died in the year 1484. The nave hath fide 
alles, formed by two round columns, not ill proportioned, with light mouldings 
for capitals: They ſupport pointed arches. © The nave is twenty-one paces in 
length, from the opening of the chancel; and in width, with the ſide ailes, thir- 
teen paces. All the windows are flat-topped.— From this deſcription, the reader 
will obſerve, that little of the old edifice remains, except the tower. The point- 
ed arches, and flat-topped windows, were introduced in times much poſterior to 
the heavy circular arch.—Mr Johnſon, the late vicar, preſented the above plate.

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tion confirms a curious particular, as it diſtinguiſnes, that the horn, ſounding an 
alarm on the approach of an enemy, was not of a military nature, to call the vaſſals 
and tenants to arms, but to warn the huſbandmen to drive their flocks and herds 
from the paſtures into the ſtrong-holds, where they had caſtle guard *. There 
were twenty farmers, who held forty oxgangs of land, rendering, for every two 
"Oxgangs, half a mark: They each plowed and harrowed half an acre in the lord's 
demeſne, provided two men two days in mowing and reaping, and the like at 
hay-making ; alſo, four carts one day, or one cart four days, for leading hay and 
corn; and dreſſed four portions of land in autumn, with all their houſehold, ex- 
- cept the houſewife. Alan de Normanton held one carucate of land; and pro- 
_ vided thirty-two men to work one day, and four carts one day, or two two 
days, to lead corn: And his men were to work, by dreſſing four portions of 
land in autumn. Adam, the ſon of Gilbert de Herdwick, held thirty. ſix acres 
of land in Herdwick, near Norton, then called ſixty acres; and rendered two 
marks at the biſhop's pleaſure. The punder had four acres, and the thraves of 
Norton; and rendered fourſcore hens, and five hundred eggs. Twelve cottagers 
held tofts and crofts, and thirteen acres in the town-fields; rendering ſix ſhillings, 
working fourteen days, and drefling four portions of land in autumn. North- 
meadows were in the biſhop's hands. The whole vill provided two milch cows. 
By Hatfield's Survey, it appears, that Roger de Fulthorp then held Alan de 
Normanton's lands, as alfo the lands of John de Norton, called Trumperland, in 
dringage. In the rents and ſervices of the bond tenants, we ſee ſcatpennys, ſcat 
or exchequer oats, and averpennys; and that they wrought three days in every. 
week, except a week at Eaſter and Pentecoſt, and thirteen days at Chriſtmas : 
They were to fallow one day in the demeſnes of Stockton, and thereby were en- 
| titled to a corrody. Every two villains were privileged to erect a booth at St 
Cuthbert's fair; and when required, the villains were, in every year, to build a 
| Houſe, forty feet long, and fifteen wide. Every ſervant to a bond tenant, of the 
age of ſixteen years, paid yearly to the lord, towards the portions or dreſſing of 
land in autumn, twelve-pence. Selfodes, or thoſe who ſubſiſted independent of 
the lands, as ſelf-holds, of whatever degree, dwellers in the vill, paid to the lord 
' three-pence yearly, Thoſe who held exchequer lands, formerly the lands of 
bond tenants, among other ſervices, maintained the mill-dam and works, carried 
timber for the erection or repairs of the mill, found mill-ſtones for Norton and 
Stockton mills, and maintained the water-mill at Norton: They ground their

Whenever the biſtiop repaired or rebuilt his ma- 
nor-houſe at Stockton, they were to carry his timber for that purpoſe: They alſo 
carried a dole or pipe of wine from the river Tees to the biſhop's cellars, in his 
manor-houſe of Stockton. k Ha 


Whilſt the wapentake of Sadberge was in the crown, king Henry IL granted 
a weekly market to Norton on the Lord's day, with the like privileges as other 
markets held under royal authority in Englangdg. 


BLAKI1STON, the ſeat of Thomas Daviſon, eſq; in this pariſh, was a ſpacious 
old edifice, but lately pulled down.—Willam de Carilepho, biſhop of Durham, 


in 1093, granted the manor of Blakiſton to the prior and monks of Durham: 


Biſhop Flambard diſſeiſing them of this poſſeſſion, granted it to his nephew +; of 
which offence the convent complaining, as alſo that the prelate had wreſted from 
them Staindrop, Staindropſhire, Heworth wood, Burdon, lands in Wolveſton, 
poſſeſſions of their church of Elvet, and the church of Siggeſton, about the time 
of his death they brought him to contrition and public penance; and he made ſo- 
lemn reſtitution thereof, in two charters, which he cauſed to be atteſted by ſuch 


of his nephews as were living or preſent; and did not only annex his ſeal to the 


firſt, but alſo his gold ring, and ſigned the inſtrument as-a further confirmation 
of the reſtitution. It appears, that Henry I. notwithſtanding his former pretend- 
ed confirmation to Richard, the nephew or grandſon of the biſhop, did, by his 


charter, confirm the grant of reſtitution to the convent. Blakeſton, ſoon after 
this tranſaction, was granted away by the prior and convent, to hold of them in 
fee, by certain ſervices and a reſerved rent. Under that grant the manor and 
town were anciently enjoyed by the family of Park. Geoffrey Park, knight, was 
living at Blakeſton in the year 1264. Richard de Parco, with the affent of the 


prior and convent, endowed a chapel at Blakeſton, granting the ſame to John de 


| Blakeſton, the then chaplain thereof; after which, the eſtate deſcended to Rich- 


ard, the ſon of Richard de Parco f. In 1341, the 8th of biſhop Bury ||, on 
Thurſday next after the feaſt of St Ambroſe, Richard, ſon of Richard de Park, 
releaſed, to Roger de Blakeſton and his heirs, all his right and claim in and to 
one meſſuage and five oxgangs of land, with their appurtenances, in Blakeſton, 


together with a meadow adjacent, all which his father Richard had formerly de- 


miſed to Roger for life, to hold of the chief lord of the fee, by the accuſtomed 
ſervices: He allo granted paſture for ſix cows, in his encloſure there, for ever. 


On the ſame day and year, he releaſed, to Hugh de Blakeſton and his heirs, all

ſtretch down to the quay. The town-houſe, or corporation-hall, ſtands acroſs the 
center of the main ſtreet, and obſtructs the view: Had it been a terminating ob- 
joct at either extremity, (as it is a handſome edifice) it would have greatly im- 
proved the beauty of the place: Before it, was lately erected a pillar of the Do- 
ric order, 33 feet high. There are alſo ſhambles in this ſtreet, which might 
well have been ſpared : Yet, even with theſe defects, Stockton is the handſomeſt 


town in the north of England. - TR 007, „„ 
It is a place of antiquity; and although a member of the wapentake of Sad- 
berge, was part of the poſſeſſions of the biſhops of Durham before the grant of 
that earldom, and claimed the attention of our prelates. There appertained to it 
a caſtle, built, as ſome ſuppoſe *, by one of the kings of England. Biſhop Pud- 
ſey, who was a near relation of king Stephen, was poſſeſſed of Stockton, as we 
find by the Boldon Buke; and probably it was held by ſome of the Normans, 
with Norton, originally the chief place of the pariſh ; and that thoſe manors were 
given ſoon after the conqueſt to the church of Durham. We find in the Boldon 
Buke the deſcriptions of © Toftum Aulæ and © contra Aulam,” which imply that 
the chief place of the manor had only the name of Hall at that time. Tradi- 
tion ſays, king John was entertained here by biſhop Philip, and then ſigned the 
charter of Newcaſtle. Biſhop Farnham died here in 1257 : Biſhop Kellow rebuilt 
the palace on an improved plan, ** Pulchram illam Cameram de Stockton edificavit.” 
Biſhop Bury frequently reſided here, as appears from various inſtruments iflued 
from hence: Biſhop Matthew lodged at Stockton in 1597, when part of the edifice 
was burnt ; and here biſhop Morton took refuge when he fled for fear of the Scots. 
The caſtle and demeſnes were ſold in the great rebellion of 1647 for 61651. ; ſoon 
after that it was diſmantled, and the materials diſpoſed of: The ſmall remains 
are now converted into a barn, lying at the ſouth end of the town; and the ad- 
jacent grounds ſtill bear the names of the Park, the Caſtle-yard, &c. The manor 
belongs to the biſhop, and the demeſne lands bring him in about 6001. a year. 
Stockton is a town corporate by preſcription ; governed by a mayor, recorder, 
and fix aldermen; it is alſo one of the four ward-towns of the county. This place 
1s divided into two diſtin& conſtableries ; one of which conſiſts of the borough of 
Stockton, governed by the mayor and burgeſſes, who hold their borough-court 
with a court-leet: Within the limits, the proper officers of the borough collect the 
rates and duties. The manor hath a copyhold-court, a greve or bailiff, a con- 
ſtable, and other officers, who collect diſtin& rates and duties within their diſtrict *

Biſhop Beke granted to the town of Stockton a weekly market-on Wedneſday, and 
a fair once a year on the feaſt of the Tranſlation of Saint Thomas the Martyr, to 
continue eight whole days; © faving to himſelf, and his ſucceſſors biſhops of 
Durham, tolls and other rights and cuſtoms of the ſame, as of other markets 
L and fairs within the liberty of Durham: Dated at Stockton the eleventh day of 
«© May, n 3 ro, of his patriarchſhip the fifth, and in the twenty-ſeventh year of 
e his conſecration.” It is obſervable we hear nothing of a body corporate or bur. 
gon in this record. Biſhop Matthew, by his confirmation charter, dated the 
fourth of June, 1602, ſets forth, that the market and fair ſo granted to the town 
of Stockton had for ſeveral years been diſcontinued, ſo that Stockton was de- 
_ creaſing in conſequence before the demolition of the caſtle. In this charter the 
town and borough of Stockton are ſpecified, and Nicholas Fletham is named 
as being mayor petitioning for the ſame : The like reſervation of tolls and duties 
is contained therein as in the original charter. The 24th of al. 1666, bithop 
Coſin confirmed the preceding charters. 
In the Boldon Buke* it is ſtated, that there were eleven villains and a half in 
Stockton, each holding two oxgangs of land; their rents and ſervices being the 
fame as the villains of Boldon, except cornage. There were alſo fix who held 
nine oxgangs of land in farm, performed their ſervices, and paid as thoſe of 
Norton.

dered iiijs. In biſhop Hatfield's time, we hear of a mayor and bailiff of the 
borough of Stockton, and in his Survey the borough is ſpecified ; where we find 
it conſiſted of thirty burgages and halt a burgage, and no more; and that they 
were occupied by forty burgage-holders.

Still proceeding by the river Tees, we enter the pariſh of Dis DAL, paſſing 
the houſe of Reed Ward, eſq; on an elevated and beautiful ſituation on the banks 
of the river, commanding a fine rural proſpect. 
Dinſdale lies in a deep retirement, within a little diſtance of the river. The 
church is a mean edifice; the chancel, ten paces in length and five in width, is 
lighted by a window of three diviſions, under a pointed arch to the eaſt: The nave 
meaſures ten paces from the chancel to the weſt end, and is in width twelve

[C Mr Francis Place, of Dinſdale, a younger ſon of Mr Rowland Place of the ſame place, was put 


clerk to an attorney in London, where he continued till 1665; in which year, going accidentally into a ſhop, 


the officers came to ſhut up the houſe, on its having the plague in it. This occaſioned his leaving London, 
and gave him an opportunity of quitting N that was contrary to his inclination, and of following 

ich he bad talents; He painted, deſigned, and etched. Ver- 
tue had beard that he had learned the latter of Hollar, and has preſerved a letter that he received from 
Mr Place in anſwer to his enquiries into that fact, and about Hollar himſelf, of whom he relates to his own 
knowledge many particulars which Vertue had inſerted in his life of that artiſt, but denies his having been 


inſtructed by him. Ra. Thoreſby, in his Ducatus Leodienſis, often mentions Mr Place with great encomi- 


ums, and ſpecifies various prefents that he made to his muſeum. He tells us too, that Mr Place diſcovered 
an earth for, and a method of making porcelain, which he put in practice at the manſion-houſe of York, _ 
of which manufacture he gave Thoreſby a fine mug. (This pottery coſt him much money: He attempted 
it ſolely from a turn to experiment, but one Clifton, of Pontefract, took the hint from him, and made a 
fortune by it.) From the fame account we learn, that Mr Place diſcovered porphyry at Mount Sorril, in 
Leiceſterſhire, of which he had a piece to grind colours on. This author ſpecifies views of Tinmouth 


caſtle and light-houſe, the cathedral of York, churches and proſpects of Leeds, drawn and etched; and a 
mezzotinto of Henry Gyles the glaſs painter, 'executed by Mr Place. He alſo ſcraped three plates of John 
| Moyſer, eſq; of Beverley, his particular friend; of Thomas Comber, dean of Durham; and of. biſhop

« mortes of deathe againſt ſuche as reſiſted him, as ſcarſely is the like to be found 
* eyther in the Scottes or Danes themſelves, which have after a moſt barbarous 
* ſort often tymes heryed that quarter, howbeit, in th* end, he bothe loſt his de- 
„ fſyre & was compelled by the nobilitie of the country (armed for that purpoſe) 
to ſubmitte himſelfe to the lawfully elect, whoſe name was William alſo; what- 
ſoever the cauſe was it is named of the byſhop.”* The reader will revert to the 
firſt vol, p. 161, for a full account of Cumyn's procedure. The ſeat of Roger 
Coniers {a perſon of great power in the twelfth century), was at Biſhopton, a fine 
elevated ſituation, and in a plentiful corn country; but what is moſt remarkable 
is, that though the village ſtands on high ground inclining to the fouth-eaſt, and 
the church is built on an eminence in the center, where. the ground, ſtrong by 

nature, was eaſily fortified; yet the place choſen for the ſtrong-hold where Coniers 
defended himſelf againſt the troops of the uſurper of the See, is a flat a little diſtance 
eaſt of the village, and overlooked by the whole adjacent eminence: This ſituation 
could be choſen for no other apparent natural cauſe, than that water could be 
obtained there to fill the trenches. The plain is very narrow, but the whole 
ground marſhy. To give the reader ſome idea of the mode of fortification in thoſe 
days, the following ſketch exhibits a deſign or ground plot of this impregnable 
fortreſs, and we have alſo given a view of the elevation. The crown of the mount 
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is almoſt level; from north to ſouth ten paces wide, and ſixteen paces from eaſt 
to weſt; the circumference of the mount at the foot, as proved in the firſt ditch, 
is two hundred paces : To the north the ground is marſhy, and capable of ſupply- 
ing the trenches with water, they being nearly level with each other; to the ſouth 
the ground riſes gently : The village of Biſhopton is to the weſt. The elevation of

the mount is about ſixty perpendicular feet; the proſpe& from the ſummit is con- 
fined, fave only to the north-eaſt: The crown of the hill hath no marks of build- 
ings, ſo that the few people that could be placed thereon, notwithſtanding ſuch.

The village of Sadberge is now an inſignificant place, compared to its ancient 
conſequence ; it ſtands on the crown of a fine eminence, which riſes with an eaſy 
aſcent from every ſide to ſuch an elevation, that it commands an extenſive proſpect 

over the ſouth-eaſt part of the county of Durham, and up Teeſdale as far as the 
high grounds above Barnardcaſtle, but of no great diſtance northward ; and is a 

dülkinet object from the environs of Raby, Kirkmerrington, Quarrington, and 

Hartlepool. The ground on which the preſent chapel ſtands is moſt elevated, and 

appears to have been forced, and is trenched round; from whence it may be

preſumed that there ſtood the caſtle, gaol, and court-houſe in ancient times. 


The ſtones of which the chapel is built appear to have been taken from ancient 
ſtructures; for ſuch materials are very ſcarce in that part of the country, the com- 
mon edifices being chiefly of brick. In biſhop Hatfield's Survey, we find that all 
the lands were held by military. ſervice; ſo noble a poſſeſſion was Sadberge 
anciently! Will. Fawcon held four burgages and thirty acres and a half of land 
in the fields there by fealty and ſuit of court, from three weeks to three weeks, 
and paying a double relief; and he, with others, holding lands within the wapen- 
take, (to wit) the baron of Grayſtock, the prioreſs of Neſeham, Robert de 
Ogles, Walter Taylboys, Iſabell the wife of John Percy de Kildale, John de Af-_ 
layby, the heirs of Alex. Surteys, and others, had the keeping of the gaol and 
priſon, and were anſwerable for the eſcape of priſoners. There were forty-one, 
together with Fawcon, who held eighty-four burgages and lands under the ſame 
tenure, Beſides the ancient burgagers there were new ones ſpecified in the 
Survey. The demeſne lands are flated to conſiſt of twenty-three oxgangs, each 
containing ſixteen acres. 8 3 „ 

After what has been ſtated from Hatfield's Survey, we muſt note, that many 
ſmall proprietors of lands are found in the inquiſitions poſt mortem, and other 
records in the biſhop's offices; to go through which in a courſe of deſcents would 
be at once laborious and unprofitable. Among thoſe are named, in biſhop 
Beaumont's time, Kays and Mortons ; in biſhop Bury's time, Marſhalls, Chib- 
burns, and Lucas of Norton; in biſhop Hatfield's time, Le Wrays, Waryns, 

Sherwynds, Hackſmall, Bedales, Huwetſons, Ings, and ſundry others; the Wrays 

and Marſhalls held their lands for many generations. From all theſe records it 
appears, that the burgages were held in free borough tenure, by ſervice at the bo- 
rough court; and the lands by military ſervice, and in ſoccage “. 5

Corom MunpeviiLs derived its name from the family who poſſeſſed the 
manor ; and we find the Amundevills named there in the beginning of the 13th 
century. It became the eſtate of Galfrid Ruſſel by the g ant of Tho. de Amun- 
deville, who is tiled in that inſtrument of Woctona or Witton, to find and ſup- 
port a chaplain to,celebrate divine ſervice daily in the chapel of Mary Magdalen 


of Cotom, for the ſouls of the faid Thomas, Ralph his father, and Clarice his 


mother, and Ralph Tingrie, under certain penalties in the inſtrument ſpecified ; 
and on default, he grants, that he will convey over to the biſhop of Durham the 
ſaid manor in free alms, &c.

There is much confuſion in the records touching the Mortons, and it is apprehended this is Weſt Mor- 
ton, to which appertain the ſucceſſion of proprietors found in the inquiſitions. > 
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in the year 1278. 9 Galfrid aftewards quitted claim in the manor, and all his 


lands there, to the church of St. Cuthbert, at Durham, and to the biſhop of the 


ſee and his ſucceſſors, for the like purpoſes.F Thomas de Amundeville granted 


certain lands, for the uſe of Richard, the ſon of Walter the Prieſt of Halghton, 
together with the guardianſhip of Richard, during his minority, with remainders 
to others the children of: Walter, in caſe Richard ſhould die without iſſue; to be 


held clear of aids and ſervices, except foreign ſervice. due to-the king for one 
 oxgang of land, in proportion to nine carucates for- one whole knight's fee, held 
by the grantee of the crown, on rendering a pound of cumin at the feaſt of St. 
Cuthbert, in autumn. John Amundeville, who was the firſt ſubſcribing wWitneſs 
to the laſt ſtated grant, and therein is ſtiled “ ſon of Thomas,” granted certain

at the ſame feſtival a pound of cumin. This grant bears no date.] We find 
ſeveral others named in the ancient records, who held lands in Coatham; Robert, 


the ſon of Robert de Levingthorpe, releaſed to Ralph de Rickenhall, and Agnes 
his wife, A. D. 1331, his lands there.

for the ſouls of the prelate, and of Thomas Surtees Mil, his anceſtors and their 


heirs. It appears that the family of Amundeville was fallen into female iſſue, or 


had aliened their eſtates in Coatham ; for, by an inquiſition taken on the death of 
Robert Conyers Chiv, it is ſtated, that he held the manor and lands there Jointly 
with Alicia his wife, to them and the heirs of the body of the ſaid Alicia, of 


Thomas, ſon and heir of Alexander Surtees, by military ſervice; and that Robert 


Conyers was their ſon and heir N How long they poſſeſſed theſe eſtates, 
the 8 do not ſnew. 


A fine was levied in the court of 9 27th King Henry VI. bifore the 


biſhop's juſtices there, wherein Thomas Norman and Margaret his wie: were 
deforceants of lands in Coatham.

in width, and the altar is elevated, with three ſteps to the railing; the whole is 
wainſcotted with oak in pannels.

| The rector of this church has a cuſtomary 1 manor. in right of his rectory, i in the 
townſhip of Haughton ; the lands and tenements held under him are eſtates of 
inheritance, and paſs by deed. of alienation and admittance on the roll or entry in 
the court book; or otherwiſe by ſurrender before the lord, with entry in the court 
book; which operates as admittance to the roll in other cuſtomary manors. 
From neglect, the cuſtomary ſervices are not retained, or are little known. By 
the interfering of this.cuſtomary manor, we gain little information touching the 
ancient mes of eſtates. bolding under the lee, from the records in the biſhop? 9: 
repoſitofies. 
Thoſe who held lands under the Biſhop of Darkam here, were ſubject to ſeveral 
ſervices and money payments, particularly the bond tenants,. as in other parts of 
the demeſne; of thoſe at Haughton, we find they were charged for wodlades- 
tolnet. cervis Þ harveſt work, &c. The Lords de Neville, who held the manor of 
Oxhenhall, at the time of making the Bolden Buke, paid yearly for the ſame to: 
the biſhop 6s.. 8d. in Iieu of ſervices. Wheſoe paid for pannage, wodlades, wood-- 
fines, ſmith's fee, and punder, certain money pay ments. 
In ſuppliment to what has been ſaid of Haughton in the annals of the biſhops,, 
we obſcrve in Biſhop Hatfield's time, Richard de Brunton held lands of the fee:

at Haughton, which had deſcended to him, and were held of the. Biſhop of 
Durham in capite, and he alſo died ſeized: of a meſſuage, two cottages and three 
oxgangs of land in Great Burden, held of the prior of Durham, by fealty, twelve- 
| pence rent, and a pound of cumin; leaving Thomas his ſon and heir. | An 
Inquiſition was afterwards. taken, touching the ſame eſtates, on the death of the 
 above-named Thomas, who then left William his ſon and heir, } William 
 Wakerfield held lands at Haughton of John de Ingleby, by the ſervice of render- 
ing a roſe; he alſo held lands in Wheſoe of the biſhop in capite, by homage, 


fealty, military ſervice, and ſix ſhillings rent; & which deſcended to Thomas his 


ſon, and from him to John his brother: and we trace the property in that family 
no further. After this period of time, we find that the Earls of Weſtmorland 


poſſeſſed ſeveral. ſmall eſtates: here, together with certain rent charges. out of 


Tirwhit's lands, and others, formerly the eſtate of the Earl of Warwick. 


On the gth of April, 1666, a decree was obtained in the biſhop's court, for a 


diviſion and incloſure in Haughton; there was aſſigned to the biſhop, in lieu of 


his waſte in the townſhip, a parcel of ground called Dickins's Parrock, containing 


one acre; one rood, and ſeventeen: perches of land; the rector had aſſigned to him 


Eaſt and Weſt Holmes, Houndwell's, Wetings, and Burdon Briggs, together with. 


twenty-eight acres, in lieu of thirty-ſix cattlegates.. 


In Wussos, four tenants held four meſſuages and eleven oxgangs of land by 


foreign ſervice. Among the bond tenants, we find John Shepherd named; the 
family of Shepherds are ſtill poſſeſſed of Wheſoe, two maiden ladies being now the 
preſent repreſentatives of that houſe. The fervices of the bond tenants, who were 
then ſix in number, differs no further from thoſe in Bolden Buke, than that they 
wrought at the mill as the tenants of Haughton. The malt paid 12d. the forge 


4d. woodlades 3s. 6d. woodfilver 12d. and ten hens. The punder paid ſeven hens. 


The ſervice of the cottagers was commuted for xvj d. rent, and when they wrought 


they only paid vj d. For the paſture called the Flaſke, the tenants paid 88. The

BexMrToN gave name to a refident family before the time of Biſhop Hatfield, in 
the fifth year of whoſe pontificate, John de Bermton died ſeized of a meſſuage and 
three oxgangs of land there, held of the lady of Skyrmingham, by fealty and half a 
mark rent, which came to him on the death of his nephew, Thomas de Bermton, 
who held one of the before-mentioned oxgangs of Robert de Skyrmingham, ren- 
dering three grains of pepper. It appears that theſe lands ſoon after paſſed to 
the Surteeſe's, for in the 22d year of the ſame prelate, Gocelinus Surtees died ſeized 
of the like quantity of land, which in the inquiſition is ſaid to be held of the prior 
of Durham, at 7s. 8d. rent. } In the 24th of that prelate, Robert de Ever died 
ſeized of the manor of Bermton Hall, held of the Biſhop by miktary ſervice. 
Robert, ſon of Marmaduke de Lumley, held of Walter Tailbois, two meſſuages 
and five oxgangs of land in Bermton.**. Iſabell, the lady of Skyrmingham died, 
ſeized of four meſſuages and 17 ox-gangs of land in Bermton, in the 3d year of 
Biſhop Skirlaw. f In the ʒth year of the ſame prelate, Roger Gelett died ſeized of 
a tenement and four oxgangs of land, each oxgang containing 15 acres in Bermi-

mingham and Bermton, held of the prior of Durham in capite. By this inquiſi= 
tion, John Percy of Kildale, was found to be their heir. The family of Coniers, 
held lands here of the prior of Durham, in the time of Biſhop Langley. In the 
4th of Biſhop Nevill,$$ the prior and convent of Durham obtained licence to 
purchaſe lands in Bermton, and other places therein named. | © 
In reſpect to the lands which were held of the priory of Durham, we have very 
inſufficient evidence in the Biſhop's records, as the priory had its own proper 
_ officers, who held their courts within their manors ; ſo that when ſuch are ſpecified 
in the inquiſitions, taken by ſheriffs and eſcheators, they are noted very imperfect- 
ly. It is not till Biſhop Skirlaw's time, we find Skyrmingham named, when on 
the death of Iſabel, called the lady of that manor, in the third year of the prelate, 
the inquiſition ſtates, that ſne held in her own right, from the death of William her 
father, a moiety of the manor of Skyrmingham; and the other moiety by the 
grant of Thomas de Eſh, which were. held of the priory of Durham, at fix marks 
rent, and John, the ſon of Thomas de Eſh, was found to be her heir. This Thomas

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of Efh, it is refuted, was the Thomas Colvil before-mentioned,* who then held 
the manor of Eſh; and afterwards became poſſeſſed of this manor; which paſſed, 


as we are informed, together to the tamily of Smythe, of whom Sir Edward Smythe 
is the preſent repreſentative. 


The king reſtored to the church of Durham, in Biſhop Flambard's time, Bu rdon, 
Carleton, and Accliff, which the people of Northumberland had injuriouſly with- 


held; and the prelate gave up the ſame to the convent, after having retained them 
without any juſt cauſe, for ſome time. - Several ſucceeding prelates granted their 


licences for the convent's obtaining lands here. In Biſhop Hatfield's time, Olivia 
de Walworth, held a meſſuage and four oxgangs of land in Great Burdon of the 


prior of Durham; and in the ſame prelate's time, Goceline Surtees held a meſſuage 
and two oxgangs there.

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the lewer woollen ſtuffs, called tammeys, moreens, harateens, chineas, and other 
articles, in which the long wool is uſed, this being an abundant market for that 
{ſpecies of wool. Alſo a great manufactory, of damaſks, diapers, huckabacks, checks, 
and ſheet cloth, with other linens : it is computed, that no leſs than 1000 looms 
are conſtantly employed here, which, with the attendant articles of the trade, 
occaſions daily work for multitudes of dyers, ſpinners, combers, and children, 
who wind-the thread and yarn. The happineſs of this ſituation for a manufac- 
9 tory is, that the inhabitants are abundantly ſupplied with all the neceſſaries of life

Darlington -is a place of antiquity, and a borough by preſcription des the 
| Biſhop of Durham: ſoon after the epiſcopal ſeat was ſettled at Durham, we 
are told, that Styr, ſon of Ulphus, gave this place, with its appendages, to Saint 
5 Cuthbert, a donation made with ſuch ſolemnity, that the King and Archbiſhop 
Wulſton were preſent when Aldune received the gift.“ A conjecture may be 
hazarded on the etymology of the name, veop. or veopling, ſignifying dilectus, and 
run or von, villa, hence a choſen town, built.on holy land, and the favourite place = 
of the prelates.

church, Propoſing to make the ſame collegiate, -and had other great undertakings 
in hand. The expence' of the fabric before us was immenſe ; for the ſtone of 


which it is built, according to the opinion of judicious workmen, was brought 


above twelve miles, from the quarries of Cockfield-fell. This prelate alſo, about 
the year 1164, erected a manſion houſe near the church, and inſtituted a deanery, 
with three ſecular canons or prebendaries.F Some have aſſerted, there were fix 
prebendaries here; an error which might ariſe from the chauntry prieſts and the 
chaplain of Badilfield free chapel not being diſtinguiſhed from them. In Biſhop 
Tunſtall's time, there were certainly four prebends in this church, as appears by 


his regiſter.| We muſt lament the loſs of the foundation charter, which leaves 


the hiſtory of this church in ſuch darkneſs. The college underwent the hand of 
ſuppreſſion, with others of- the like the order, in the reign of King Edward VI.

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This church is in the form of a croſs, with the tower and fpire riſing in the 
centre. The · elegant ſpire being ſtruck by lightning, Tueſday the 17th of July, 
1750, was fo ſhattered, as to render it neceffary to have the upper part of it taken 
don; in rebuilding it, the maſon omitted the old ornaments, the rolls at the 
angles, which deprive-it of much beauty. The chancel is eleven paces in length, 
and ſeven in width; the aſcent to the altar is by three ſteps: three ſtalls in the 
ſouth wall for the officiating miniſters, riſe above each other in gradation towards 
the eaſt: in the north wall is a ſpacious receſs, a place aſſigned for the monument 
of ſome diſtinguiſhed perſonage. The chancel, below the rails, is neatly ſtalled 
with oak, having nine ſeats on each ſide. It was originally lighted on each fide 
by two tiers of windows, three above and three below, at equal diſtances, orna- 
mented with round pilaſters and arches of various members, ſome. of the + LA 
foliated : the eaſt end is modern; has four lights, which, being very different 
from the old windows, injures the beauty of the building. The chancel is 
ſeparated from the nave by a low pointed arch, with three ribs, like bridge-work, 
two paces deep ; the roof is ſupported by a blunt pointed arch, ſet with diamond- 
cut ſtuds. The old rood-loft is converted into a gallery. The nave is in length 
thirty paces, and fifteen in width, with à tranſept, or croſs aile, twenty-ſix paces 
in length, and five in width, both limbs of which are exactly ſimilar: the tower 
Fiſes in the centre, from four cluſtered pillars, ſupporting uniform arches, and 

forming a ſquare of ſix paces : the ſide alles have each three pillars, excluſive of

There were twelve 
tenants who each held an oxgang of land, and paid rent as the villains, but did 
not perform the like ſervices: yet ſerved on the biſhop's ambaſſies. Oſbertus Bate, 
and Wybert's ſons, held lands under the laſt-mentioned duties, &c. The ſmith: 
held vii} acres, for iron-work about the carts of Little Walton, and for fmall iron- 
works within Darlington court. The cottage-men ſerved to make the ricks of 
hay, bear in the corn, and repair the mills. The pinder held nine acres of land, 
and had his thraves like others in that office, and provided fiveſcore hens and five 
hundred eggs for the houſehold.

Lord Lyttleton obſerves, that the account is of 
one pit only, whereas there are four, and a long canal which unites two of them, 
and a third is joined by a ſhort cut, The complete Hiſtory of Durham ſays— 
« Such as have more lately conſidered them, think them like ſome old wrought 
te coalpits, that are downed, but cannot find that ever any coal or other mineral has 
« been dug thereabouts.”—It is not probable they were ancient coal-works, for 
the diameter of one of the largeſt is not leſs than 114 feet, and the leaſt 75 feet. 
The ſame authority proceeds“ II. That they are full of water, and that not hot, 


« as Mr. Camden was informed, but cold up to the very brim, and keeping much 
ec the ſame level with the Tees, which runs near them.

Moſt of our lime-works, marle-pits, 


and allum-pits are wrought much deeper than fix yards; water ſtanding in hollows, 


from whence marle has been gotten, will taſte pungent on the tongue, curdle milk 


and ſoap: we know of no allum being wrought here, though it abounds in 
Cleveland, not many miles diſtant, but the uſe of marle was very early, and it is 


probable theſe were marle-pits ; they reſemble the workings in other counties, 
where marling is ſtill practiſed. Marle was known to the Romans, and by them 
exported hence to foreign countries; we have ſtatues mentioned by our antiquaries, 
dedicated to Nehallennia, or the new moon, particularly fome inſcribed by Negociator 


Cretarius Britannicianus, a dealer in marle, chalk, or fuller's earth, to the Britiſh 
territories: and theſe being called Nehallennia's Kettles, or of NIE- HEL, in 
the old German tongue, from the trader's dedication, might be corrupted to or 
called Hell's Kettles,* and the monaſtic writers, to efface the memory of the old 
ſuperſtition, might deviſe the foregoing miraculous account. In order to cluci- 
date the preceding remarks, is ſubjoined a cut of the kettles, as meaſured by the

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It was remarked before, that Darlington was ſituated in an excellent part of the 
county for a market; every fortnight there is a ſhew of cattle, and, at the proper 
ſeaſon, a ſhew of ſheep and wool, the moſt abundant of any in the county. Annexed 
s a fable of the average price of_long wool for twenty years, the cuſtomary ſtone 
weight of wool being eighteen pounds, of ſixteen ounces to the pound.f The 
Horned cattle bred on the banks of the Tees, are remarkably beautiful, being of 
the ſhort-horned kind, and are fed at four and five years old, in a general way, 
from eighty to ninety ſtone weight; ſome are much larger; in 1779, a fat ox, bred 

by Mr. Thomas Hill, of Blackwell, was killed at Darlington, and ſold by a butcher 
there for 109]. 11s. 6d. The beaſt weighed one hundred and fixty ſtone ten 
Pounds, at 14 lb. to the ſtone, of which eleven ſtone was tallow ; he was riſing ſix 
years old, and meaſured ſix feet in ſtature; was in length nine feet five inches and 
a half, and over the ſhoulders two feet ten inches broad ; he was in girt before the 

ſhoulders nine feet ſeven inches and a half, behind the ſhoulders ten feet ſix inches, 
and over the loins nine feet fix inches and three quarters. Wedder ſheep at two 
years old, bred and fed in this neighbourhood, on an average, weigh from 24 pounds 
to 30 pounds a quarter, and ſome advance to the prodigious ſize of 54 pounds a 
quarter. The ſaddle and coach horſes bred here are not excelled by thoſe of any 
other part of the kingdom, and ſome of the moſt capital race horſes have been pro- 
_ duced in this part of the country. The meadow lands are luxuriant, and excellent 
corn grows in thus and the adjacent pariſhes; no part of this iſland poſſeſſing a 
more ſkilful race of huſbandmen, than are ſettled hereabout. Eo.

The author was indebted for the above account, and much information touching the produce of the 
country, to that excellent farmer, the late Mr. William Charge, of Cleaſby, who received the golden 
medal and other premiums from the agricultural ſocieties. 2 
Mr. Charge, of Cleaſby, and Mr. Culley, of Denton, firſt introduced, about 12 or 15 years ago, to 
this part, the Lincolnſhire breed of ſheep.

THE PARISH OF AYCLIFFE: 


O the north of Darlington, lies the pariſh of Aycliffe. There are two villages: 

of the name of Aycliffe, viz Great Aycliffe, and School Aycliffe, the latter 
of which is.in the pariſh of Heighington ; they were part of the ancient poſſeſſi- 
ons of the ſee of Lindistarn, which Simeon ſays, were aſſigned by Biſhop Aldune 
to the Earls of Northumberland, towards ſupporting the wars of thoſe times, and: 
were not, for ſeveral ages, reſtored to the church. Canute, when he perform-

ed; 
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ed his pilgrimage from Garmundſway to St. Cuthbert's ſhrine; by ſome writers 
it is ſaid, granted Aycliffes to the church, with divers other poſſeſſions. Other 
authorities attribute the gift to Scot, he on of Elſtane.* William de Karilepho, 
granted the church of Aycliffe to the convent of Durham, with the tithes belong- 
ing thereto: and Biſhop Flambard received a confirmatory grant of Aycliffe from 
the crown, ſpecifying that it was one-of the places the people of Northumberland 
had injuriouſly claimed againſt St. Cuthbert and the ſee. Biſhop Nicholas de 
Farnham, granted Freewarren to the convent, in their lands of Aycliffe. Biſhop 
Hatfield in 1379,f Fordham in 1388, and Dudley i in 1484, granted licences for 
the convent to acquire lands in this pariſh. On account of the convent's poſſeſſi- 
ons in Great Aycliffe, few matters worth noting appear in the Biſhop's records. 
The family of Claxtons had ſome ſmall property here, and alſo the Bulmers ; Sir 
Bertram Bulmer of Thriſdale, and William Bulmer his ſon, i in the year 1622, en- 
feoffed John Atkinſon in their ſeveral lands and poſſeſſions in Aycliffe.

| AYCLIFFE VICARAGE. 


The 3 of Aclif; Aicliffe, Accliffe, or Aykley, for it is variouſly written in old records, is in the

and Woodham. The church is dedicatcd to St. Andrew, and a peculiar belonging to the Dean and.

In the 34th year of the 
Tame prelate, an inquiſition taken on the death of William, the heir of the laſt 
mentioned Brus, ftates, that 18 years before, by licence, he had enfeoffed John 
Lankryft and others, and after re-entered and enfeoffed Thomas Wright, of a 
meſſuage and four oxgangs of land for life; that Lankryff took nothing by the 
feoffment, but William died ſeized of the manor, leaving William, his ſon and 
heir, of the age of fix years; this family continued long in poſſeſſion. In the 23d 
of Biſhop Langley, by an inquiſition then taken, it appears that William Brus 
had conveyed part of the manor to William Smythe of Heworth, by way of term.

How much do we owe to the 
illuſtrious perſonages, who procured that exalted felicity in the laſt century, amidſt 
the corruptions of a licentious reign, and the vices of a diſſipated age.

of Thomas Jennifon, Efq. founded a ſchool here; to the advancement of which, 
Edward Kirkley, vicar, afterwards gave ol.

Hon Warworrn, a beautiful ſeat, the property of John Harriſon, Eſq. 


ſituated about a mile diſtant from Heighington, of a ſouthern aſpect, and com- 


manding an extenſive proſpect on the banks of the Tees; having ſeven hundred 
and two acres of excellent land annexed to it. This was anciently a ſeat of the 


Nevills; and whilſt they poſſeſſed ſuch an extenſive territory as the honours of 
Barnard Caftle and Raby, where they exerciſed a ſpecial juriſdiction and 
franchiſe, it can be no matter of ſurpriſe, that we ſo ſeldom find their eſtates in 

this part of the country, noted in the records of our prelates. Walworth paſſed 


to Gilbert Hanſard, Knight, and his heirs, by marriage of one of the daughters of 
Ralph Lord Nevill. It continued in that family for ſeveral generations; and at 


length became the poſſeſſion of the Ayſcoughs, of theegounty of Lincoln, by 


marriage of the only daughter and heireſs of Sir William Hanſard, Knight, and 


from them it came to the Jenniſons, by purchaſe ; by the branching out of the 


family of Jenniſons, the original eſtate of Walworth was divided, the one part 
taking the name of High Walworth ; the other of Low Walworth ; which latter, 


it is to be obſerved, is one of the regiſtered eſtates before noted, then the property 
of John Jenniſon, Eſq. and valued at 2621. a-year. Of this branch, there are 
deſcendants, Auguſtine, a monk; Francis, heretofore in the Engliſh army an officer 
of dragoons, now a Count of the holy Roman empire, and chamberlain to his 

ſerene highnefs the Elector Palatine and Bavaria, and reſides at Heidelberg; and 


another brother an eccleſiaſtic. High Walworth, whilſt rhe eſtate of Thomas 


Jenniſon, Eſq. who was auditor general to Queen Elizabeth, and was the firſt of 
that name who reſided there, received great improvements; he erected the 
manſion houſe from out of a heap of ruins ; the ſouth front is in the high ſtile of 
that era, flanked with circular turrets : the windows decorated with fine painted 


aſs, exhibiting the arms of many great perſonages, his cotemporaries. Ralph 
Jenniſon, who was maſter of the ſtag-hounds to the late king, yas the laſt of that

Jenniſon, who lived m the reign of Queen Elizabeth, was alſo lord of the manor of Carlbury and 


Woodham This gentleman inherited from his anceſtor Thomas Jenniſon, who lived in the time of King 
Henry VI Yokeflet, Guen:ke, and Bennetland, in the county of York, Winterton, in Lincolnſhire, 


Burnham Weſtgate, Burnham Norton, Burnham Ulp, Burnham St. Andrew, Burnham St Edmund, 
and Depedale, in the county of Norfolk, as appears from the records of the Herald's Office, and the 


family deeds. "Thomas ſettled at Walworth, and by his wife, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Edward Birch, 
of Sandon, in the county of Bedford, left many children, from whom deſcended ſeveral of that name; 


viz Sir Matthew Jenniſon, of Newark upon Trent; Sir Ralph, of Elſwick, in Northumberland; but 
none of thoſe branches left iſſue.

Jenniſon, Eſq. who died 2d March, 1680.%He married to his firit wife, Catharine, daughter of William

are now in my poſſeſſion) an aqueduct, if I am not miſtaken, has gone juſt thro the 


* preſent town, and the foundations of houſes every where appear, eſpecially when 
es the earth is any where opened, or even well watered with rain, and after a 


« ſhower, the coins are alſo diſcovered, and gathered up in abundance. A large

This ſtone was found near Pierſbridge, not far from Wathing-ſtreet ; it has been publifhed by Mr. 


Thoreſby; as alſo in the laſt editions of Camden, and is inſerted by Dr. Gale in his Antonin Itinerarium. 
It is a funeral monument erected to one Condatus, in the uſual tenor of ſuch inſcriptions z I wonder, 


therefore, that not only Mr. 'Thoreſby, but alſo the learned and judicious Dr. Gale, ſhould take it for 


the name of a place, which does not uſe to be inferted in this kind of inſcriptions, and that they ſhould 


| ſuſpe& it to be the Condate in the Itinerary, which by all circumſtances, appears to be in Cheſhire. As 


Ccndatus is the name of the deceaſed, ſo Antonius Quintianus are two names of the perſon who erected 


dhe altar, and I ſuppoſe MEN to be a third name of the ſame perſon. The line in the baſe, I have 
ventured to read ex 7ufſu ſuſceptum ſolvit libenti animo, becauſe it was common for them to pretend, that 


they took a vow upon them by the command or order of ſome deity. Parallel inſtances of this kind may 
be ſeen in many collections. Mr. Ward reads the letters, Ex. cc. imp. Ex chariſſima conjugis impenſa, 
and ſo refers ex jufſu ſuſceptum on the baſe, to the order of the widow, who not being preſent, deſired 
this Quintianus, a friend or relation of her deceaſed huſband, to erc& this monument at her expence. 


In Manutius C C. ſtands for chari/ima conjux, but if any think them put for contubernalium here, the | 


ſenſe will not be incongruous. Kennet has contubernales imperatoris, but he produces vo authority for 
it, and J think it is without probability. It was not uncommon for them to ere& ſepulchral monuments 
and altars, near a river, and a military way, though it might not be very near to a ſtation; ſo that it is 
not neceſſary, barely upon this account, to ſuppoſe there has been a ſtation, either at or near the place 
where this altar was found, for other evidences put it out of doubt that there was, as is ſhewn above.

Tze foregoing conjectures, as to the cy mclogy of the name of this place, are 
left to the reader; to which we may add, that it might derive its name from a 


bridge erected on Piers, or that it was called Prieſt- bridge, at once, from its being 


the approach to this eccleſiaſtical territory, and the place eſtabliſhed by ancient. 
cuſtom for the holders of Sockburn manor to deliver a faulchion to the Biſhop of 


. Durham, on his firſt coming into his Palatinate. Mr. Horfley confounds the 


names of Carlebury and Pierſpridge, as if appertaining to the ſame ground; 
whereas Carlebury lies on the other fide of the brook: Carle is a word of northern 
acceptation, and probably the tumulus mentioned above gave name to the ground, 
as being the place of interment of ſome carle or chieftan. Beſides the remains noted 


by Mr. Horſley, a multitude of coins of the Lower Empire have been found here, 
of which many are in Mr. Allan's collection, together with a ſmall and elegant 


braſs buſto.F In the year 1749, a fragment of a Roman inſcription was dug up at 
Carlebury, tranſcribed by Dr. Hunter, but ſo mutilated as to afford no reading.

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I the ſculptures, and the character uſed in the inſcriptions, are much more ancient 
than any refident family of whom we have account. ' - 
I be vale in which Pierſbridge ſtands; produces the fineſt barley. There are giert 
lime-works at Carlebury, which ſupply a large tract of country. The proſpects 
on the road as the traveller advances: to Gainford, are narrow, but various and 
beautiful; the Yorkſhire banks of the river rife more lofty than thoſe on the 
Durham fide, but both conſiſt of grounds highly cultivated. Oppoſite to Pierſ- 
bridge, on the Yorkſhire fide, covered with a thick grove, ſtands Cliff, the ſeat of 
the Withama, taking its name from the ſituation. On the Durham fide, a little 
further weſt, on a fine declivity, and within an agreeable diſtance of the river, is 
Snow hall, formerly the eſtate of the Rains, now of Doctor Sherwood. To the 
north of the turnpike road, ſtands Gray ſton-hall, detached of late years from the 
Snow. hall eſtate, and now the property of the Elliots. Advancing a little further, 
a view opens upon the village of Gainford, ſeated in a moſt delightful valley, 5 
through which the river winds beautifully. There are ſteep and broken cliffs on 
the Yorkſhire fide, ſkirted and crowned with ſcattered groves. The oppoſite 
lands conſiſt of fine meadows, hanging with an eaſy declivity towards the river. 
The village, which contains many handſome houſes, forms a ſquare, with a green 
in the centre :* the vicarage houſe ſtands on the ſouth ſide, with excellent gardens 
hanging on the brink of the river. Compariſon is frequently made between 
Gainford and Hurworth, as to the beauty of their ſituations; but they are wholly 
diſſimilar, the one being on an elevated brow, and the other in a ſequeſtered vale.

NA TINSTON is a manor belonging to the Duke of Bridgewater. The village is 


/ meanly built, on the ridge of a hill, cloſe upon the river Tees. This was for- 
merly the eſtate of the Scroops of Maſham, and being forfeited by Henry Scroop, 
for treaſon againſt King Henry V. came to the ſee of Durham. By the inquiſition, 
it is found that Henry was ſeized in fee, which would have grounded a forfeiture 
to the biſhop ; but by indenture, dated f at Raby, in feſto ſc'i Hill. anno regni R 
 Edw. filij regis Edw. Jo. it appeared that he had only an eſtate tail, under the grant 
of Ralph de Nevill to Galfrid le Scroop, being the iſſue under that intail; and 
John being brother and heir, was intitled in remaindef; till the 26th King Henry 
VIII. there was not any forfeiture of an eſtate tail, ſo that the biſhop had not, in 
fact, any right to the forfeiture, further, than of the life eſtate of the party. This 


coming to be inquired of, in the time of Biſhop Nevill, he reſtored the manor by | 


his charter, dated 1 ;th April, in the 14th year of his epiſcopacy, to John the bro- 
ther and heir of Henry, Hen d. de dono nro, with a ſaving of the profits which had 
been anſwered by the eſcheator, in his account to the exchequer : the intail was 
never pleaded, or any judgment obtained for an amoveas manus, or any account 
demanded of the profits.

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- - . THE CHAPELRY OF BARNARD CASTLE. 
HE town of Cas TIR BARNARD is ſituated on the ſouthern inclination of a hill, 
1 deſcending ſwiftly to the river Tees. It conſiſts of the ſeveral ſtreets called 
Gallowgate, the Horſe-market, the Great-market, Newgate, Thorngate, and 
Briggate, beſides ſeveral lanes or alleys. 'The town is a mile in length: the 
markets occupy a flat, where the buildings are modern and handſome, and the 
| ſtreet is upwards of forty yards in width; the Horſe-market, the Great-market, 
and Thorngate, run, nearly in a parallel line. On the ſummit of a high rock 
to the weſtward of the town, ſtand the remains of the ancient caſtle, which gave 
name to the place. The air of this part of the county is remarkably ſalubrious, 
the market is cheap and abundant, coals are plentiful within the diſtance of eight 
miles: the town ſtands in a fine ſporting country, and the ſituation poſſeſſes every 
advantage, to render a rural and retired life pleaſant. The woollen manufactory, 
for which the place was happily ſituated, was ſome years ago in a very flouriſhing 
ſtate, though now declining, from the great riſe of cotton goods ; much buſineſs 
1s done by the tanners, and the ſtocking trade is particularly flouriſhing.*

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together with the lordſhips of Middleton, in Teeſdale, and Gainford, with all their 
royal franchiſes, liberties, and immunities. It is obſervable, that, at this period, 
mention is made of no other places, than Middleton, Mar wood, and Gainford; and 
Marwood is named among the vills conſigned to the Earls of Northumberland; 

the caſtle of Barnard, with the park and demeſne lands, remain members of the 
_ townſhip of Marwood fo this time. In the old maps, a town of Marwood is 
| delineated, where the preſent ſtreet of Gallowgate begins. On an eminence at 


the head of the ſtreet, where the roads divide, ſome few years ago, were dug up 


ſtepping ſtones and a broad pavement, by many apprehended to be the remains 
of the market croſs of Marwood ; but we rather concelve, from the name of 
Gallowgate, and the old name of Hang-ſlave, in the ancient records, that this was 
the place of execution, and theſe the remains of the engine uſed for decapitation 


in this great barony. Adjoining, is an old chapel, called Bedekirk, long diſuſed, 


but not mentioned in any of the eccleſiaſtical regiſters, or records : all which 

contribute to ſtrengthen the idea, that the original town was Marwood ; and that, 
upon the erection of a fortreſs, the inhabitants being encouraged by the grant of 
privileges, were induced to build habitations under the protection of the caſtle, 
dy which the ancient town of Marwood became deſerted, and was ſuffered to go 
down. Barnard Baliol was thg eldeſt ſon of Guy,“ and to him the caſtle owes its 
foundation: about the year 1198, Barnard his ſon, made a grant of privileges to 

the inhabitants of Caſtle Barnard, to whom a burgage tenure had been ane.

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From what has been ſet forth, it is to be obſerved, that in the ſpace of ſeventy 
years, this territory was granted out from the crown, the borough was conſtituted, 


and the caſtle erected, and had deſcended to the grandſon of Gui. Barnard's 


charter ſhews he was not the original patron of this place, for though his deed has 
the language of a primary grant; yet, by reference to his father's act, it has only 


the operation of a confirmatory one; and we are-ſo unfortunate as not to poſſeſs 


the original charter, or any minutes of it, further than the above evidence, and 
what is mentioned in the ſequel. The inſtrument before us, is a grant and confir- 
mation of privileges to the burgagers of Caſtle Barnard, and their heirs; which 
language of inheritance, is ſtrictly applicable to a burgage tenure, and not ap- 

plicable, in any manner, to a mere perſonal right: they are therein called liberties 
and free cuſtoms, and were to be holden of the grantor and his heirs in chief, in 
fee, and inheritance, ſimilar to the liberties of Richmond. This reference leaves 


us in the dark, to what particulars the grant extended. The words quas dedit eis 
pater meus et conceſſit, though occurring in the habendum, carry no implication, 


that he granted any thing to Richmond. The words eis, grammatically referring to 


the burgagers of Caſtle Barnard; nor do we know that the Baliols had any intereſt 
in Richmond. The next record in point of time is a grant, made by Hugh Baliol,

Waterſhaw-beck, where it runs into Beckdam, 
and the road leading from Barnard Caſtle to Stanhope, are the diſtinguiſhing 
boundary marks of the common then granted, lying to the north and eaſt of the 
town, and ſoon after taken up into huſbandry, a deſcription that includes the 
town- fields, which have lately been divided and incloſed by virtue of an act of 
parliament ; and this deſcription in no wiſe applies to the moor or common lands 
which lye to the north and weſt, for the name of Stanhope here ſignifies Stone- 
hope or Stone-hill, a ꝓlace now called Stane-ton-hill. 24 


Hugh Baliol* married Agnes de Valencia, neice to King Henry III. and ſhe had 
in jointure, Middleton and Gainford. F Barnard, his father or grandfather, was, 


or both of them, (as Mickleton's MSS. note) were reckoned among the barons 


of Galfrid, Biſhop of Durham, but there 1s great reaſon to doubt this fact ;Þ it is 
probable they were merely adherents, or friendly allies, for Cumin the uſurper, 
ſent a detachment into this territory, and ravaged it with much cruelty, putting 
ſome to the torture, and carrying others away priſoners. Spearman, in his in- 
- quiry, p. 48. ſays, The coroners of Barnard Caſtle, anciently delivered up their 
rolls to the king's juſtices of Sadberg, before the 1oth of Richard I. but they 
never appeared at Durham; theſe were juſtices itinerant ad placita coron. rege. vide 
inter placita de aſſiae ſub Cuſtodia Tho. Agar, dep. Camerar. Scacc. 5 
In his time, Alexander of Scotland, made an irruption, and having ſubdued all 
the fortreſſes in Northumberland for Lewis of France, in his route came before 
the caſtle of Barnard ; where Euſtace de Veſey, on a reconnoitring party, was ſlain 
by a ſhot from a croſs bow: we are not told whether the fortreſs was attacked or 
In Lambardes Dictionary, p. 44. from Math. Paris, we have the following ac- 
count of this tragical event: Toward the end of Kinge Jhons reigne, what tyme 
« Lewes of Fraunce moleſted this realme, Alexander King of Scotland, came to 
e Dover, and did to Lewes, the homage, that of right he ought to Jhon: and as 
« he paſſed by Caſtle Barnard, with bis companie (which caſtle then ſtode in the 
« precinct of Halywerkfolk in the cuſtodic of Hugh Baliol) he ſurveid it about, to

During the time of John Baliol, (ſon of John) who was adjudged to be King of 

Scotland by Edward J. we have the moſt perfect account of the franchiſes and 

privileges of this liberty; not only under the pleas of quo warranto, in the 21ſt 


year of King Edward I: but by other records and authorities: From ſome, it ap- 


peareth, that there was anciently an itinerant cke {ent to diſpenſe juſtice: there 


vas alſo a chief bailiff of the liberty or franchiſe; a conſtable of the caſtle, a foreſter, 
and a porter of the caſtle, with ſeparate fees; and a coroner for that liberty was 
appointed by the lord thereof. Spearman obſerves,* „That the Bifhop of Dur- 
« ham had his proper eſcheator, and three coroners allowed by quo warranto ; 


« his three coroners are in his own three wards, Eaſington, Darlington, and Cheſter, 
«« whereof Barnard Caſtle was not parcell, till of late, ſince the reign of Philip and 
« Mary, he hath now his other coroner. for Stockton ward.“ The office of eſcheat- 


or hath been uſed within Barnard Caſtle, as appears by many writs awarded out 
of the chancery at Weſtminſter, and inquiſitions returned there. Spearman} 
ſays, -« Robert de Clitherhoe, and John de Sapy, ſucceſſively exerciſed the eſ- 
* cheatorſhip at Barnard Caſtle, I by grant from the crown; and afterwards, viz. 
« {[nquifit. capt. apud Caſtrum Bernard. coram Robert d' Chitherhoe eſcatore Dom. 


* Regis ultra Trent, Sc. returned into the exchequer, remaining of record in the 


tower.” It is to be obſerved, that the nomination of this officer, by tke crown, 


was after Baliol's forfeiture, mentioned in the ſequel. The lords of the liberty, 


had anciently divers knights fees, wardſhips, marriages, and reliefs there; and had 
the goods of the neif or native, which they frequently took into their hands. They 

had free warren and chace, with extent of large moors and waftes, in which they 
had the ſoil; mines, quarries, and other perquiſites, from whence they made the 
grants before ſpecified. They had the return of writs and warrants awarded 
thither, ſo that no officer or miniſter ſhould enter there, but by writ de non omittas:

bread, weights and meaſures, clerks of the markets, and all things, and privileges 
belonging to fairs and markets; and that none ſhould keep ale-houſes within that 
liberty, without licence of the ſteward in open court, for, which there was a yearly 


rent of Brew-farm, anciently paid to the lord. On the forfeiture of John Baliol, 


Biſhop, Beck claimed his eſtates, as of the jura regalia of his palatinate, which is par- 


ticularly mentioned in the annals of that prelate : the king, ſtudious of humbling 


the proud Beck, and willing to abridge the over-grown power of. a ſubject, in 
whoſe province was ſuch a diſtinguiſhed franchiſe, ſeized the palatinate ; the re- 


ſtitution thereof was not long of being obtained, but it came back to the prelate 
mutilated and abridged of thoſe noble acquiſitions it had ſo lately gained, by the 
forfeitures of Baliol and Brus. Goodwin tells us, whilſt Beck poſſeſſed Barnard 


Caſtle, he made conſiderable reparations there, but what they were we are at a loſs 
to judge. Edward, in contempt of the biſhop's power, and palatinate: juriſdiction, 
gave Barnard Caſtle, f with its members, to Guy Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, 


in whoſe family it continued for five deſcents. It doth not appear, that Beck made 


any ſtruggle to regain the valuable appendages which had fallen to the ſee, and 


by violence were wreſted from him; yet the matter did not fleep with his ſuc- | 
ceſſor; for, on his reconciliation with Edward II. he had the royal promiſe, that 


Barnard Caſtle and Hartlepoole ſhould be reſtord : but the matter remained un- 


ſettled, till Lewis Beaumont ſucceeding to the ſee, brought the ſame before par- 


liament, and obtained a clear deciſion in his favour ; on which a writ, de amoveas 


manus iſſued; directed to Roger Mortimer, then governor of Barnard Caſtle. There 

muſt have been ſame compromiſe with the Warwicks after this determination, for 
they. were not deprived of the poſſeſſion, neither do we find, on the part of the 

| ſee, any act of right or juriſdiction exerciſed by Beaumont, remaining on record: 
on the contrary, the Warwicks acknowledged ſeveral fines, in which they did not 


even admit, that Barnard Caſtile was within the palatine juriſdiction, but paſſed 
the ſame before jaſticiar Domini Regis apud Weſim. Octav. Flillar. Anno 18th Edw. 


III. &c. when the other parts of the county levied fines at Durham; in the fine, 
it is ſaid, that it was per licentiam ipſius regis coram Johanne Stoner et ſociis ſuis 
juſticiar. Domini regis apud Weſtm.; and another fine the ſame year, before John 


Sapy, and his fellows, of the ſame lands, found in an inquiſition, taken 25th

In the time of Biſhop Langley, either from ſome jealouſy of the burgigets © or 
burgage holders, touching an infringement of their privileges, or ſome diſpute rela- 
tive to the rights of the lord ofthis franchiſe, or perhaps to perpetuate the teſtimony 
of a grant then loſt ; Nicholas del Spence and John de Yrland, bailiffs of Caſtle 
Barnard, and the burgagers « or burgage holders entered into an inſtrument for the 
purpoſe of handing down to poſterity the beſt evidence they could of ſuch rights 
and privileges, ſetting forth, © That the liberties of Caſtle Barnard were as follow, 
« to wit, that Hugh de Baliol had granted to all his burgagers of Caſtle Barnard, 
© and. all their tenants therein dwelling, common of paſture in his wood cf Marwood, 
for all their cattle, without paying any agiſtment or pannage rent: alſo, that 
they might drive their cattle in Hermyre at their pleaſure : that each burgager | 
might have and make his furnace, without paying any conſideration; alſo might 
e have room for building, and to gather his dung in the way before his door to 
« the middle way. That the burgagers ſhould have the like free cuſtoms as 
« Richmond. In caſe the grantor thought fit to erect a furnace, the burgagers and 
g their tenants ſhould have none without licence. To hold to the grantees in fee 

« and-inberitance. Alſo they ought to grind their corn, grown in their lands in the 
ce fields of Caſtle Barnard, at the Jord's mill, at a ſixteenth mulcture, and the baker 
« ſhould bake their meal for a hal fpenny, and find fuel for the furnace. We have 
no evidence of this charter, but what is contained in this inſpeximus or rehearſal: 
the paſturage in the wood of Marwood was the eatage and herbage of the preſent 
common land, by the grants before ſet forth, ſpecified to be a common paſture in 
 Marwood; and the reſtriction in the laſt grant, touching the cutting of wood, 
implies that the ſame was foreſt ground, where there was maſt and pannage. We 
refer the reader to the record, which is in the following words:

the cognizance or inſignia of Richard was a boar paſſant, and we find the ſame 
remaining in the walls of the caſtle, and ſcattered all over the town, in houſes built 
of the ſtones obtained from the ruins. The chief parts of the preſent remains ap- 


pear to have been the work of this munificent prince. In the words of Tanner in 


his Notitia, p. 117, © Richard Duke of Glouceſter, obtained a licence from King 
« Edward IV. an. regni 17, (1477) to found a college in the caſtle here, for a 
dean and twelve ſecular prieſts, ten clerks, and fix choiriſters, to the honour of 
« Chriſt Jeſus, the Virgin Mary, St. Margaret and St. Ninian, and to purchaſe 
« lands, &c. not exceeding the yearly value of 400 marks. But I meet with no 
« further account of it. f In the Engliſh Monaſticon, p. 369, it is added from 
the words of the licence, © They to be a body corporate, with all rights, powers, 
« and privileges, as ſuch; and the faid Duke and his heirs to be perpetual patrons 
« of the ſaid college, to be called the college of Richard Duke of Gloucefter, at 
ce Barnard Caſtle, in the dioceſe of Durham.“ It is preſumed this was not carried 
into full effect, for no traces thereof are further to be found, either in books printed, 
or in manuſcripts;* probably ſome buildings were erected for the purpoſe, but 
Richard's ambitious views and ſpeedy death, within eight years from that period, 
put a ſtop thereto. In the wall of one of the houſes, on the weſt ſide of Thorngate, 
18 a ſtone, with the name Richardus, cut in a moſt beautiful raiſed letter. And at 
the corner of Newgate-ſtreet is a ſculpture of an eccleſiaſtie in a canopied nich, 
boldly relieved, graſping a crofier in the right hand, and a book in the left, with 
a boar on each hand, which looks like an ornament for the gateway of ſome religi- 
ous houſe, as is repreſented in the annexed plate, fig. IIII. What is particularly 
to be obſerved in the before noted licence of foundation, is, that thereby great 
_ contempt is thrown upon the palatine juriſdiction of the biſhop, in whom was 
veſted all legal authority for that purpoſe; and the king's exerciſe of that right, 
appears to be an arbitrary infringement of the franchiſes of the prelate. T

the full blood: after the death of Earl Richard, his lady's poſſeſſions, amongſt 
which Barnard Caſtle was a part, were, by authority of parliament, taken from 


her, and fettled on Iſabel and Ann, her two daughters and heirs, the wives of the 
Dukes of Clarence and Glouceſter, as if ſhe had been naturally dead; and the ſame _ 


were with-held from her, till the third year of Henry VII. 1488, when the king, 
having a mind for Barnard Caſtle, the daughters being then dead, by a new act; 
annulled the former ſettlement, and reſtored her to the poſſeſſion of the caſtle 
and manor, with power to alienate them; and the ſame year, on the 13th 
of December, by a ſpecial. feofment and fine, ſhe conveyd them wholly to the king.

William III. created it a barony, and conferred the honourable title on Sir 
Chriſtopher Vane: it now gives title to the preſent earl's ſon. 1250 
The remains of the caſtle cover about ſix acres and three quarters of ground; 
the parts of chief ſtrength ſtand on the brink of a ſteep rock, about eighty perpen- 
dicular feet above the river, on the north-weſt corner of the principal area, 
commanding a moſt beautiful proſpect up the river. It is not poſſible to form 
any competent idea, by the preſent ruins, what this fortreſs was, in its original 
ſtate, or greateſt ſtrength: it was incloſed from the town by a ſtrong and high 
wall, with one gateway from the preſent market-place, and another to the north 
from the Flatts. The area entered by the market-place gate doth not appear to . 
have had any communication witi the chief ſtrongholds and bulwarks of the 
place, but probably contained the chapel after mentioned: it is ſeparated from the 
interior buildings by a deep foſſe, which ſurrounds the reſt of the fortreſs. This 
area is fenced with a high wall along the edge of the rocks behind Briggate, or 
Bridgegate ſtreet. In all this length of wall, there appears no cantonment, 
baſtion, or turret: if ever it had embrazures, they are now totally gone. To the 
north, the wall has a more ancient and fortified appearance. The gateway to the 
Flats opens from a large area to the Roman road, which, on the one hand, com- 
municated with the ford, that gave name to the village on the Yorkfhire banks 
of the river, called Street-ford, now corrupted to Stratford; and on the other 
hand led towards Streer-le-ham and Staindrop.

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teways through the croſs or interſecting walls; this ditch is terminated on one - 
hand by a fally-port that commanded the bridge to the weſt, and perhaps was 
anciently of uſe to ſcour the paſe under the wall, now Briggate ſtreet; and the 
other ſally-port to the north: the covered way almoſt ſurrounding the inner fortreſs. 
The area, in which the chief erections were arranged, is almoſt circular, and the 
buildings are of different æras. Towards the orchard, the walls are of modern and 
ſuperior architecture, ſupported by ſtrong buttreſſes, and defended by a ſquare 
turret towards the eaſt : to the ſouth, the wall appears very ancient and thick, and 
has been ſtrengthened, by trains or lines of large oak beams, diſpoſed in tiers in 
the centre of the wall, at equal diſtances, ſo as to render it firm againſt battering 
engines: on each ſide of the ſally- port to the bridge, within the gate, was a ſemi- 
circular demi-baſtion, loaded with earth to the top, very ſtrong, and of rough maſon 
work, built chiefly af blue flints; the greateſt part of one of the baſtions ſtill ſtands; 
the other, whoſe foundation only appears, has long been gone to Gecay. Here are 
ſome of the moſt ancient parts of the caftle, and probably part of the works of the 
| Baliols. The welt fide of the area has contained the principal lodgings, in ſome 
parts fix ſtories in height : the ſtate rooms have ſtood on this quarter; two large 
pointed windows, looking upon the river, ſeem to be the moſt modern; together 
with a bow-window hung on corbles in the upper ceiling, of which is the figure 
of a boar paſſant, relieved, and in good preſervation : adjoining to theſe apart- 
ments, and on the north-weſt corner of the fortreſs, is a circular tower, of excel- 
_ lent maſonry, in aſhler work, having a vault, the roof of which is plain, without 
ribs or central pillar. This vault is 30 feet in diameter; the ſtairs, by which you 
aſcend to the upper apartments are channeled in the wall. In the adjoining grounds, 
called the Flatts, in a large reſervoir cut in ſwampy ground, called the Ever, water 
was collected and conveyed thence in pipes, to ſupply the garriſon and cattle in- 
cloſed within the walls of the outer areas, in times of public ; for which 
protection the adjacent lands paid a rent, called Caſtle-guard rent, for the caſtle- 
ward. By the cognizance of the boar, and the apparent age of the buildings laſt

In a letter in Gale's MSS. from Mr. Warburton to Mr. Gale, in which he is tracing ſome of the Ro- 
man roads, he ſays, © It ſeemed to point at Barnard Caftle, and if fo, probably Stratford, near that place 
6 was where it croſſed the river Tees, both on account of its name, and being in a direct line to Old Town 
in Allendale, where I have choſen to place Alone.” — This learned writer's viſiting the country, would 
have fared him from the miſtake he falls into, from purſuing a favourite prejudice: —for the Roman road 
which led to Barnard Caſtle, was a way of communication or croſs way, which proceeding from the 
High Street, or great read from Catterick to Bowes, led over the river at Stratford, and is viſible in its 
full dimenſion and figure, along part of Lord Dartngton's paſture grounds, called the Flatts, and then 
diſappears where the hill has been ploughed ; it is diſcovered again by Streatlam, and between Staindrop 
and Weſt Aukland, a little to the ſouthward of the preſent turnpike rcad, and ſo to the foot of Bilder- 
thaw hill, where it joined to the great Roman road, from Piercebridge to Binchefter. 

La. in his Itin. which was made in the reign of King Henry VIII. ſays, the bridge of Barnard Caſtle

We candiſcover the traces of no more than one clatinery' in this chapel, which a was dedicated to the 
twelve apoſtles. In the King's books 51. Oos. 5d. yearly, tenths 108. and a halfpenny. By whom this chauntry 
was founded is not known; but it certainly was ancient, for Robert Proctour, chaplain, in Auguſt 1362,

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detached tower, formerly ſupporting a leaded ſpire ; but that becoming ruinous, it 
was removed ſome few years ago, and the tower was raiſed ſixty additional feet in 
height. The inſide of the church is wretchedly ſtalled, the pavement broken and 


_ uneven, and the whole appearance ſlovenly and offenſive. The chancel is in 
length fourteen paces, and fix paces in width, with oak ſtalls : lighted by a large 
window to the eaſt, of five diviſions, under a pointed arch, and by four narrow 
windows to the ſouth. It is divided from the nave by a pointed arch, riſing from 
pilaſters, with embattled capitals, incloſed with gates and ſtalls. You deſcend by 
three deep ſteps. The nave hath fide ailes, the ſouth aile being formed by three 
octagonal pillars, ſupporting pointed arches; the north aile, by one octagonal 
pillar to the eaſt, ſupporting a pointed arch; and two round pillars, ſupporting 
circular arches : the length of the nave is nineteen paces, and the width, with the 


ailes, eighteen paces. The windows are irregular. The croſs is formed by two 


additional porches, where chauntries have been founded: the whole length is 
_ twenty-eight paces. f The north porch hath two arches in the wall for monu- 
ments, but no effigies remain. The ſouth porch hath, for ſeveral years, been the 
burying place of the family of Bowes, but now cloſely ſtalled: it is not at preſent 
in its original form, as is evident by the remains of a pillar and broken arch in 
the ſouth-weſt corner. In this porch was the chauntry of the Virgin Mary, 
founded by Robert Morthin, or Mortham, Vicar of Gainford, in the beginning of 


the fourteenth century, who was interred therein, and his monument and effigies 
are ſtill preſerved there.] It ſeems the chaplain was preſented by the Vicar of 


 Gainford, as patron, at the nomination of the burgage-holders, or community of 
Barnard Caſtle. There is a remarkable baſon, of large dimenſions, for a font, in 
this church, of an octagonal figure, cut in black marble, or porphyry, which 
is found in the bed of the river Tees, near this place: four of the faces have each 
a ſhield raiſed thereon, bearing Saxon characters; the intermediate facings are 

inſcribed with a figure, much like ſome of the tradeſmen's marks or devices, but, 
doubtleſs, here of religious implication, and perhaps ſymbolical of the Trinity:

Ihe environs of this place are remarkably beautiful, and the vale of Tees every 
where abounds with the nobleſt and moſt romantic landſcapes: from Gainford to 
the head of the river, a courſe of near 30 miles, there is the greateſt variety of pic- 
tureſque, paſtoral, and auguſt ſcenery, that any vale in the north of England affords: 
From the caſtle cliffs, northward, you view the river, forming a fine canal above 
a a mile in length; on the one hand, bordered by a hanging foreſt of oaks, which 
_ climbs a regular aſcent of a conſiderable height; on the other hand fine meadow 
lands, inclining gently to the river; the-view is terminated by bold cliffs crowned 
with ſtately trees, and a farmhold of the Duke of Devonſhire's, called Toller-hill- 
houſe. The walk to Toller-hill is much eſteemed; it leads through level paſture 
grounds, by the brink of the river, whoſe banks are beautifully cloathed with 
wood. The view from Toller-hill-houſe, is at once elegant and auguſt; you 
command the fine canal, the vale, hanging woods, and, at an agreeable diſtance, 
the ruins of Barnard Caſtle-riſe nobly on the landſcape, in the centre, towering 
from lofty and broken cliffs; and on each flank, ſkirting the mount with long ex-

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| tended battle ments: the chief parts of the caſtle are ſeen in this view; the circular 
tower, and the moſt ſtately parts of the edifice, mantled with ivy; mixing a high 
colouring, for the painter's imitation; the brown rocks, fringed with bruſhwood, 
the brighter yellow towers, the dark and ſhaded battlements, and deep coloured 
ivy, are contraſted by the azure lake, on whoſe face they are reflected.

Maire, Eſq. At the extremity of the Flatts, is a walk on the ſummit of a deep and 
wooded dell, for a mile in length: a path is cut through the hanging woods, by the 
margin of the river, for two miles in length. South-eaſtward, lie the demeſne 
lands, let out in paſturage, conſtantly open to the inhabitants for exerciſe and 
pleaſure. By the path which lies on the margin of the river, through level meads, 
you are led to a new bridge, of one arch, over the river Tees, built by John 
Sawrey Morrit, Eſq. of Rokeby Park: from this bridge, two excellent fine land- 
ſcapes preſent themſelves. To the north-weſt, you look up the river, which falls 
in innumerable caſcades, foaming over rocks of porphyry ; on the right, a hang- 
ing foreſt crowns the cliffs: the extreme objects are the church, and part of the 
town of Barnard Caſtle; to the left, and in front, the beautiful ruins of Egleſton 
Abbey, cover the ſummit of a bold eminence ; a thick and ſolemn foreſt ſpreads a 
deep ſhade behind the ruins, and adds greatly to their awful magnificence. To 
the ſouth-caſt, you command a long tract of the river's courſe, through a ſuc- 
ceſſion of rocks, whoſe ſummits are fringed with ſtately trees; to terminate this 
auguſt avenue, at the diſtance of a mile, ſtands the delightful and elegant villa of 
| Rokeby, with the park, one of the ſweeteſt retirements on the banks of Tees. 
'  WesTWICck is a ſmall village, half a mile diſtant from Barnard Caſtle, towards 
the eaſt. This is a manor of Sir John Webb's, within the honour of Caſtle 
Barnard, and was parcel of the forfeited poſſeſſions of the Earl of Weſtmorland.“ 
The village of Stainton, called in ſome of the records, Stainton Law and 
Stainton en les Craygs, lies to the north, diſtant from Caſtle Barnard about two 
miles, is ſituated on a very-expoſed ſituation, and on the brink of large free-ſtone 

_ quarries, from whence the materials for the principal edifices in the neighbour- 
hood have, for many years, been obtained : great part of the caſtle of Barnard is 
built of ſtone, got from thence. Stainton, though now a mean and inconſiderable 
village, was of ſome note in earlier times: it was one of the villages reſigned to 
the Earls of Northumberland, and never reſtored to the ſee. Streatlam was ano-

ther village, under the ſame reſignation. The ſame perſons poſſeſſing Streatlam 
and Stainton for ſeveral ages, obliges us to carry on an account of the two places 
together: great part of Stainton is. ſtill united with Streatlam ; a fmall - eſtate 
therein belongs to the family of Hutton, of Maſk, in Richmondſhire. Streat- 
lam and Stajnton were part of the poſſeſſions of the Baliols, and came to the 
family of Bowes, in the beginning of the 14th century. Bernard Baliol, Baron 
of Bywell, and grandfather to the King of Scots, gave Streatlam and Stainton, 
Broomlaw, Barforth, Cleatlam, Oſmond Croft, and Huller Buſh, in dowry with 
Agnes his neice, on her marriage with Sir John Trayne. This Agnes was- the 
daughter and ſole heir of Ralph de le Hay, Lord Percy; and Sir Adam Bowes 
married Alice, the daughter and ſole heir of the before named Sir John Trayne, 
and Agnes his wife, and by that marriage, the large poſſeſſions of thoſe families 
centered in Bowes. Amongſt the records of St. Mary's, it is faid, there was 
an entry in a book, relative to-the foundation of the monaſtery, to the following 
effect: Alanus Niger Comes Richmondiæ unus fundatorum hujus monaſterij.

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Barnard Caſtle. Was in many commiſſions for treaties with Scotland, and had 
other diſtinguiſhed marks of confidence and truſt. » His eldeſt ſon, Sir William 
Bowes, was frequently employed in embaſſies to Scotland, and was treaſurer of 
Berwick upon Tweed, to the time of James I. when the garriſon was diſcharged ; u 
he died without iſſue male, and his brother George Bowes of Biddick, dying in his 
hfe-time, he was ſucceeded by his nephew, Sir George Bowes of Bradlev-hall, in 
Weardale : but the Streatlam eſtate did not deſcend to him; for by virtue of a 
ſettlement, made on tae {ſecond marriage of Sir George, the knight marſhal, with 
Jane, the daughter of Sir John Talbot, it came to the iſſue of that marriage, Sir 
Talbot Bowes, who failing in iſſue, his ſecond brother, Thomas Bowes, Eſq. who 
was born at Barnard Caſtle, ſucceeded him ; from w hom, i in a hneal deſcent, the 
Streatlam eſtates came to the preſent Lady Strathmore, as only child of George 
Bowes, Eſq. the laſt male heir of this houſe. 
We cannot give greater antiquity to the caſtle of Streatlam, than the time of Sir 
John Trayne, and that too, by applying the title of Newcaſtle (which appears in 
ſome of the records) to this place; and 2 will bring it nearly to the age of 500 
years. Sir William Bowes, in the beginning of the fifteenth century, rebuilt the 
cCaſtle after a Norman model, but what was its figure, magnificence, or ſtrength, 
we cannot even form a conjecture, for the preſent caſtle was built on the old 


foundations, in the beginning of this century, on an elegant plan, as to its 


front; but by retaining many of the old apartments, it is not conveniently laid 
out. Nothing but a venecration for the ancient ſeat of the family, could induce 
Sir William Bowes to erect fuch a manfion, in ſo incligible a fituation. It ſtands | 

in a deep vale, 2 ſmall brook runs cloſe to its front; high and ir hills ariſe 
on ever; fide, in ſome parts covered with a foreft ; the whole aſpect is gloomy and 
_ confined. The oppoſite grounds are uſed as a park for deer, and afford 2 narrow | 
proſpect; there is ſomething romantic in ſuch ſecluded ſcenes, but they; art better 
ſuited to the vicinity of a cottage than a palace.

HE PARISH OF STAINDROP. 


ROM Streatlam, paſſing towards Staindrop, you enter into one of the moſt 
1 beautiful vales in the county of Durham. On the high grounds above Streat- 
lam Caſtle, you look down upon the town of Staindrop, ſeated in the boſom of 
the valley, having the Caſtle of Raby, with its extended parks and plantations, on 
the left, and on the other hand, a fine ſweep of country, highly cultivated, incli- |

| Staindropf has one wide and extended ſtreet, lying eaſt and weſt, in length about 
half a mile, with the church at the eaſtern extremity. .- It is well built, and is 
ſurrounded with excellent lands. This is a place of antiquity, being of con- 
ſiderable importance in the time of Canute, who, in veneration of Saint Cuthbert, 
during the epiſcopacy of Eadmund Biſhop of Durham, gave his manſion houſe 
of - Staindrop, with its appendages, as an offering at the holy ſhrine: Symeon, 
and the other authors, who ſpeak of this tranſaction, ſay the appendages 


conſiſted of Cnapton, ſuppoſed to be Snotterton, Shotton, Raby, Walkerfield,

Evenwood, Aycliff, Lutrington, Eldon, Ingleton, Thickley, Middletun, or 


Midleſton : thoſe places might be of Canute's gift, but there 1s no cauſe to credit 
they were otherwiſe appendages to Staindrop ; ſeveral of them lying at a conſider- 


able diſtance. Biſhop Flambard looked upon the territory, which the monaſtery 


held by the royal gift, with eyes of jealouſy, and ſeized the dominion of Staindrop- 
ſhire into his hands ; -but in the hour of contrition, on the approaches of death, 


he made reſtitution to the church, and yielded up thoſe poſſeſſions. The convent, 


ſoon after the biſhop's death, in the year 1131, whilſt Algar was prior, granted 


Staindrop and Staindropſhire to Dolphin, deſcended ot Uchtred, to be holden of 


him in capite, reſerving the yearly rent of four pounds. F We frequently find in 
records vf this antiquity, the word i. for filius, uſed when the perſon ſpoken of 


was a grandſon or great grandſon of the anceſtor referred to: ſo in the Stainton 


records, we ſee Robert fl. Maldred, when he was great grandſon, and in the 


' preſent caſe, Dolphin, in the record ſtiled ius, was great grandſon of Uchtred; 


as is fully illuſtrated by the pedigree ;F u hich ſhews that the iſſue of Iſabella, heireſs 


of the Nevills, by Maldred, aſſumed the name of her mother's family, and was 


the firſt Nevill of Raby, in the beginning of the 13th century. In the year 1343, 
Ralph de Nevill obtained licence from prior John Foſſour and the convent, to 


found three chauntries in the'church of Staindrop : how the convent became en- 
titled to exerciſe this juriſdiction, is not eaſy to prove; the records remain ſilent, 
ſave as to the fact: Biſhop Bury then held the ſee, and the rolls of his time ſhew 


no confirmatory. inſtrument. It ſhould ſeem, that the convent had reſerved the 


church, in their grant to Dolphin. From the authority of Dugdale's Baronage, 


it appears, that under ſome exchange, by grant, dated the 25th June, 1372, John

poor perſons, in the town of Staindrop ; the ſame to be perpetual ; and when the 
college ſhould be ſo erected, that the Earl might give and aſſign thereto, two 
meſſuages and twelve acres of land, with their appurtenances at Staindrop, for 
the habitation of the maſter, clerks, and poor perſons, together with the advowſon 
of the church of Staindrop, towards their maintenance, and in ſupport of divine 
ſervice: the maſter, clerks, and poor perfons, to be a body corporate.* How 
unhappy was it, that the indiſcriminate hand of diffolution ſhould overturn this 
excellent inſtitution. The college is deſtroyed to its very foundations. Lel. in

By the entry in the biſhop's regiſter, it appears, 


that the foundation was much more liberal than is ſtated in Tanner, for we ſee - 


from thence, that the original inſtitution was for one cuſtos, eight chaplains, four 
ſecular clerks, ſix eſquires, ſix gentlemen, and ſix other poor perſons; the licence 


doth not reſtrain the founder to nunibers or their quality, the expreſſion therein 


being nec non certis pauperibus generofis et aliis pauperibus, and it is moſt probable, 

the Earl intended this houſe for the reception of his military retainers, or thoſe 
ſervants moſt immediately about his perſon, ſex valeforum, who ſhould be reduced 
by misfortunes, or otherwiſe diſabled; and in that ſenſe, the appellations of ar- 
migerorum and valecborum will have the moſt proper application. T.

In the deſcription of this church, occaſions 
will offer to make remarks upon what is quoted from-Leland ; the chancel is in 
length 16 paces, and in width fix paces ; within the altar rails in the ſouth wall, 
are three niches or ſtalls for the officiating prieſts. It is lighted to the eaſt, with 
a large window, under a circular arch; two windows to the north, and three to the 
ſouth, under pointed arches; the arms of Nevills, with quarterings, and the arms 

of England, in ſtained glaſs, in the eaſt window. The chancel is ſtalled with oak, 

twelve ſtalls on each ſide; and, ſome few years ago, was greatly crowded with 
two large table monuments, one of alabaſter, the other of wood, highly decorated, 
having recumbent 1 of excellent workmanſhip. The alabaſter tomb ſtands 
neareſt to the altar. Leland was not informed where Margaret, the firſt wife of 

| Ralph, Earl of Weſtmorland, was interred ; ſhe was the daughter of Hugh, Earl 
of Stafford, died the gth-of June, 1370, and was buried at Brancepeth : his ſecond 
-wife, Johan, daughter of the Duke of Lancafter, died the 13th November, 1440, 
and was buried at Lincoln. On this tomb lie three effigies in alabaſter ; the effigy 
of the Earl, repreſents him in complete armour, except the helmet, on which the 
head is reſted, bearing the creſt, a bull's head; the ſculcap, which is much broken, 
has on the front, I. H. S. in the old character; the hands are elevated, in gauntlets, 
on the breaſt the croſs; the legs are extended, ſpurs on the heels, and the feet 
reſting on a lion. The ladies heads are reſted on cuſhions, ſupported by cherubs, 
and at the feet of each figure, is a deſk with two kneeling clerks. Around the 
tomb are niches, ornamented with tabernacle work; but no inſcription. The 
ſecond tomb is of wood, and has three recumbent figures, alſo cut in wood. A 
late of it is given in the Antiquarian Repertory, from a drawing of Mr. Bailey's. 
This is the monument of Henry, the fifth Earl of Weſtmorland ; he married, to 
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his firſt wife, Anne, daughter of Thomas Manners, Earl of Rutland, by whom he 
had iſſue, an only ſon, Charles: Jane, his ſecond wife, was daughter of Sir Richard 
Chomley, Knight; his third wife was called Margaret, but her faraily, we believe, 
is not noted. He died gth Feb. 1 564, and by his will, dated 18th of Aug. 1563, 

directed his body to be buried in the pariſh church of Staindrop, under the tomb 
that was laſt made, near to the lady Jane his wife. An inſcription is raiſed round 
the edge of the table, in theſe words: © This tomb made in the yere of wr Lord 
© God, 1560, and in the ſecond yere of Elezabeth bi the grace of God Quene of 
« England, Franc and Ierland, defendor of the faith bi the commandament of the 
« right Honorable Hen. Erle of Weſtmerland for himſelf and his thre wives, that 
«« 1s to ſay, Anne, doughter to therl of Rutland, Jane, Margaret, doughters.** No 
more remaining. Round the ſides of the monument, within a kind of colonade, 
formed by ſmall carved pillars, are awkward figures of the children, and above 
them, 1n the like character, the names of Elenor, Kathrin, Ralfe, Charls, Edward, 
Shon, Adeli, with a ſeventh, whoſe name is defaced. On the ends, are carved, the 
arms of the family, with a multitude of quarterings. His effigy is cut with a curled 
head, and pointed beard, a ſuit of armour, the hands elevated, without gauntlets; 
the legs extended, and the feet reſted on a greyhound. The hands of the ladies 
are elevated, and the dreſſes remarkably awkward, and without ornament. The 
_ chancel is divided from the nave by a pointed arch; an elegant ſeat is formed 
where the roodloft was for the reception of Lord Darlington's family. The nave is 
regular, having two fide ailes; each formed by five pillars; two to the eaſt in each 
row, are round, with capitals garniſhed: with roſes; the two next are cluſtered 
paillars; the laſt, to the weſt, is cluſtered, but remarkably heavy, compoſed of va- 
rious irregular parts. The arches are circular, except the laft to the weſt, which 
is pointed, and ſupports the tower: the arches in the ſouth row, are ornamented 
with the zizag figure, thoſe on the north row have not that ornament, which gives 
much colour to what Leland ſays, that originally there. was only an aile to the 
ſouth, which was appropriated for the interment of the ancient family of the houſe 
of Raby, as appears by the.tombs in the wall; where our author ſays, they made 
a cantuary or chauntry. It is before obſerved, that in 1343, Ralph de Nevill ob- 
tained licence for founding three chauntries in this church, and it is probable the 
ſouth aile. was originally a porch for this pious purpoſe, There are two arches 
in the ſouth wall, one of which appears to have been conſtructed for a ſuperior 
perſonage, for the arch is ornamented with tabernacle work, at the ſummit of 
which is a bracket, as if deſigned to ſupport a ſmall crucifix or image, with a lamp 
or light; under this arch, is a recumbent effigy, but it is impoſſible to diſtinguiſh 
whether it is deſigned for an. eccleſiaſtic or a. female; it has a hood over the head, 
and the garments go down to the feet; the hands are elevated; near it lies another 
effigy inthe ſame habit, that doth not ſeem to have originally belonged to that place; 
but when the aile was ſtalled, to have been put there merely to preſerve it. To 
the eaſt of this tomb, are three niches or ſtalls in the wall for the officiating clerks, 
who performed the ceremonies and maſſes for the dead. In. the ſame wall is a 
ſimilar circular arch, but without ornament above it: in this place is another re- 
cumbent effigy, dreſſed like the former, with hands elevated, and the effigy - 3

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child ſet by it, not ſeeming to belong to the place. The figure, with a coronet, 
deſcribed by Leland; doth not lie in either of theſe receſſes, nor is to be found in 
the church at this time. If there are any inſcriptions on theſe monuments, they 
are ſo covered with the ſtalls, as not to be feen at this time. Moſt of the braſs 
work is gone from the tomb-ſtone, which, Leland ſays, covered the remains 
of Richard, ſon of Edward, Lord Abergaveny: two of the eſcucheons of arms re-

After the diſſolution, this church remained in the crown, until King Charles I. 
created it a vicarage, at the petition of Sir Henry Vane, and thereby authoriſed 
Biſhop Morton to inſtitute a proper clerk, who ſhould have capacity of taking 
lands and tenements; and Sir Henry was impowered to grant lands, tenements, 
rents, ſervices, and other profits, beſides what King James had granted thereto ; 
and he alſo thereby granted to Sir Henry and his heirs, the perpetual advowſon, 
preſentation, and right of patronage of the church for ever. „% af a1, hb 
About a mile to the north of Staindrop, is RaBVY CasTLE, the ſeat of the Earl 
of Darlington : a noble pile of ſtately towers, retaining all the appearance of its 
_ antiquity, and giving the moſt perfect idea of a great baron's palace in the feudal 
ages. It ſtands on an eminence, is founded on a rock, and is Turrounded with a 
parapet and embrazured wall, together with a deep foſſe. It is probable, from the 
excellent ſituation, that on this plot of ground ſtood Canute's manſion, which he 
gave to the church with Staindrop, indiſcriminately mentioned by ancient authors 
with Staindrop, and covered by that appellation. One of the towers, is of ſo 
ſingular a figure, that it prompts a conjecture of its. being of great antiquity; we 
have no examples, that we recollect, of Daniſh architecture in the north, to afford 
a compariſon; we can only make a ſuppoſition, that this bulwark was of that 
ra, and from its deſcription, leave the reader to determine the probability of the 
idea. Leland viſited this caſtle long before the forfeiture, and whilſt the family

I + By letters under his privy ſeal, by the hands of Will. de Elmeden, chancellor, 10th May, 33d year 
of his pontificacy, 2d Richard II. A. D. 1379.,—After the acceſſion of King Henry II- no one was 
allowed to fortify his manſion without licence, & „ 
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the poſſeſſion of that family till the forfeiture by Charles the fixth Earl of Weſtmor- 
land, in 1570, when it came to the crown, together with his other poſſeſſions, at 
mentioned under Barnard Caſtle. No man ever ſuffered a greater reverſe of fortune, 
or brought it upon himfelf in a more fimple or ridiculous manner ; he fled into 
the Netherlands, where he was received by the Spaniards, and amongſt them ſpent 
the remainder of his days, living upon a ſlender penfion allowed him by the King 
of Spain. He was convicted of high treaſon, and outlawed, and the fentence was 
confirmed by. the next parliament, r3th Elizabeth, 1571. He died in 1584, and 1 
the title became extinct. The forfeited eſtates continued in the crown, during | 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and defcending to King James I. he caufed an in- 
quiſition to be taken of the manor and caſtle of Raby, with their appendages ; to- 
gether with the other manors, as before mentioned ; and they paſſed, by grant, to 
the citizens of London, in truſt to be fold, under which the anceſtor of the pre- 
ſent Earl of Darlington purchaſed them. T Eg eee v7 
We will take a curſory view of what modern viſitors have faid of this place, 1 
previous to a more minute deſcription. The ingenious Mr. Groſe, in his W

© in rural fpeculations. On the other hand, the nearer parts of the horizon are 
* charmingly verged by plantations raiſed by the preſent noble owner, who, in 
e every part of a very extended property, gives the higheſt proof of his attention 
« and tafte. Although the ſurrounding country boafts not much of the marvellous 
and ſublime in nature, yet the deficiency of ſuch objects ſeems amply fupplied, 
© in another ſtile, by the growing ctegance of every reform, where convenience, 
profit, and order, are happily blended. The caſtle, with its nearly circular 
« terrace, inclofed within a military wall, is ſaid to meaſure two acres, and the 
« demeſnes annexed, to exceed thirty miles in length. As it is not the plan of 
e this work, to delineate the face of a country, and ſtill leſs to enter into'agricul- * 
© tural projects, we ſhall only obſerve, that the family has, for ſeveral years, carried :

In the year 1714, Lord B. having taken ſome 
diſpleaſure againſt his ſon, on-whom the caſtle was ſettled, got 200 workmen together of a ſudden, and 
in a few days ſtripped it of its covering of lead, iron, glaſs, doors, and boards, &c. to the value of 3000l. 
The ſon filed his bill, praying an injunction to ſtay committing waſte in-pulling down the caſtle : on a 
hearing, the court not only continued the injunction, but decreed: that the caſtle ſhould be repaired; and 
put in the ſame condition it was, Auguſt 1714; for which purpoſe a commiſſion iſſued, to aſcertain 
what ought to be done, and a maſter n fee it done, at the expence of Lord B. pm 
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« the windows. The rooms are very numerous, and more modern in their pro- 


ee cloſets, many of which have been ſcooped out of the walls, and back-ſtairs, the 


perfectly diſtin : ſeveral improvements have been lately made, which add

In his ſecond deſcription, he repeats what is before given from Leland's Itinerary; 
and proceeds with deſcriptive notes, communicated by Mr. Pennant, many of 
which are judicious and highly pertinent, and will ornament the following deſcrip- 
tion: in the book entitled a New Diſplay of the Beauties of England, Raby is 
thus ſpoken of—< It is a noble maſly building of its kind, uninjured by any 
modern ſtrokes, inconſiſtent with the general taſte of the edifice; but ſimply 
r magnificent, it ſtrikes by its magnitude, and that idea of ſtrength and command 
« naturally annexed to the view of vaſt walls, lofty towers, battlements, and the 
*« ſurrounding out-works of an old baron's reſidence. The building itſelf, beſides 
te the courts, covers an acre of land; the ſize may from thence be concluded. The 
e ſouth front of it is very beautiful, the centre is from a deſign of Inigo Jones; 
nothing in the Gothic taſte can be more elegant than the ſtile and proportion of 


e portion and diſtribution, than one would eaſily conceive to be poſſible within 
the walls of ſo ancient a building; but, by means of numerous paſſages and 


« apartments are extremely convenient, well connected, and at the ſame time 


« greatly to the ſpaciouſneſs and convenience of the apartments in general. The 
« bedchambers and dreſſing- rooms are of a good ſize and proportion, and ſome of 
« the lower apartments large and elegantly fitted up. One of the drawing- 
* rooms is thirty feet by twenty; and the adjoining dining- room is fifty-one by 
« twenty-one ; the windows of both of plate glaſs, and in the ſmalleſt and ligheſt 


ce eye at the very entrance; an addition of thirty feet in length is now making, 
« terminated by a circular tower, in the ſame ſtile as the reſt of the caſtle ; by 


e an additional ſpace, but the light of a circular window. The park and orna- 
« mented grounds around the caſtle are diſpoſed with very great taſte. The 
« lawns, woods, and plantations, are objects remarkably beautiful. Entering the 
« lawn from the plantations near the houſe, the whole ſweep has a very fine 
« effect. The dog-kennel, a Gothic ornamented building, is ſeen on one fide 
« riſing out of a fine wood, and beautifying the ſcene much: upon the hill, to the 


« ſituation ; in front, along the valley, ſeveral clumps of trees are ſcattered, and 
e between them a farm-houſe belonging his lordſhip, on a diſtant riſing hill; a 
e building which greatly ornaments the grounds. This part of the lawn is finely 
« incloſed on three ſides with thriving plantations. This leads into the extended 


« ſeen: the inequality of the ground is remarkably favourable to its beauty; it 
% conſiſts of fine ſweeps of graſs, ſtretching away to the right and left over hills 
«« moſt elegantly ſpread with plantations on each ſide, and preſenting to the eye 
« a fine waving uninterrupted ſurface through a valley, till it loſes itſelf in 
* ſuch a manner among the woods, as to give room to the imagination te Play 
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« and picture an extent ſuperior to the reality. In front, upon a fine riſing 
« hill, is ſituated the farm-yard, with a moſt elegant Gothic ſcreen in it. From 
« this hill, you look back on a very fine ſcene. To the left, the whole is bounded 
« by a moſt noble range of planted hanging hills, which extend to the woods in 
« front, ſurrounding the caſtle in a. moſt pictureſque, manner: the hollow ſcoops 
« of lawn are peculiarly beautiful. To the right it has a noble ſweep through the 
valley, with a prodigious extenſive proſpect over it to Roſbury-topping, (in 
_« Cleveland:) nothing can be more beautiful than this whole view, which is 
e compoſed of the moſt elegant diſpoſition of the ground imaginable; the hanging 
« hills ſpread with wood, the hollow ſcoops of graſs, ſpacious lawns, and diſtant 
« proſpect upon the whole, fill the eye and pleaſe the imagination. Winding up 
«to the right, and moving along the terrace, which is a natural one, but leads 
« through an extenſive: plantation, the views it commands are fine. You look 
« down upon the farm, and the hills upon which it ſtands, which waves through the 
« valley in a moſt pleaſing manner: throwing your eye more in front, you catch 
« a lake breaking upon the view in irregular ſheets of the water, juſt over the tops 
« of the lower woods; the effect moſt truly pictureſque. Upon the right, the 
« whole valley is commanded, and the village. of Staindrop, well ſituated among 
« incloſures and ſtraggling trees. Advancing, the proſpect varies ;'a fine ſweep 
« of cultivated hill is ſeen upon the left, and the Gothic farm-houſe, ornamenting 
* all the ſurrounding grounds; deſcending into the vale, you catch the village 
« and church of Staindrop moſt pictureſquely among the trees. Further down, 
« from among the ſloping woods, through which the riding leads, the caſtle is 
« ſeen riſing moſt nobly, from a foreground of wood, in a ſtile truly magnificent. 
Croſſing this part of the lawn to the lower terrace, you meet with grounds be- 
« fore unſeen, which are excellently diſpoſed; the plantations judiciouſly ſketched, 
« and the views pleaſing. The whole range of ground is ſeen to very great 
advantage, by riding along the ſouthern plantation: you there command the 
« whole, from the caſtle on one fide, to the hills beyond the farm houſe on the 
« other; and the ſweep of plantations here appears very noble. Upon the whole, 
_ « plantations diſpoſed with more taſte are no where to be ſeen; none which are 
( ſketched with more judgment, for ſetting off the natural inequalities of the 
* ground, and managed more artfully for preſenting, on a ſmall ſpace of land, a large 
extent of ſurface to the eye: nor can any thing of the kind be more beautiful 
e than the lawn, which ſpreads among the woods, ſo as to appear in different 
« ſweeps, indenting the groves in ſome places, and breaking through them in 


others. No object in the ſtile of ornament, can be more agreeable to itſelf, or 


more ſtriking from its ſituation, than the farm-houſe, which is ſeen from moſt 
« parts of the ground, and always to advantage.“ This deſcription would not 
have been wholly repeated, but, as the greateſt part of it came from the pen of a 
Popular writer, from whoſe Tour it was extracted, and given a place in the periodical 
work from whence it is now copied, it may be excuſed with all its repetitions.— 
There are ſeveral approaches to the caſtle, one for domeſtics, another leading to 
the Darlington road, a third from Staindrop bridge, and a fourth is projected, 
to lead from the Durham road, near Keverſton houſe ; by the road leading from 
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Staindrop bridge, the approach is remarkable; the viſitor aſcends gradually 
through the park, towards the fouth front of the caftle, which preſents itſelf in the 
nobleſt point of view, ſurrounded with an embrazured wall, and a foffe cut in the 
| ſolid rock, and flanked with extenſive plantations ; the profpects on each fide 

n the view, as the traveller advances. The back-ground, though near 
to the chief objects, riſes boldly, covered with a foreft. The new projected road, 
already cut through the wood, as it deſcends from hills much higher than the 
_ caſtle, will ſurpriſe the traveller by opening abruptly upon the caftle, and the 
beautiful vale beneath it; commanding at once the park, and all the walks which 
ſurround this noble place, the town of Staindrop, and that long reach of landſcape 


which is terminated by Cleveland hills; and on which the ſpires of Darlington 


and Conſcliff churches, with a multitude of villages, are ſtriking objects. — 
There is but one entrance into the outward area of the caftle, by a gate on the 


north fide, guarded with two fquare towers, and flanked with a parapet, gar. 
niſhed with turrets. There are two entrances from thence into the inner area, 


one opended by the late Lord Darlington, the other an ancient one: the ancient 
entrance is from the weft, by a double gate and covered way, ſtrengthened by 
two ſquare towers, which flange, as the builder's term is, or expand from the gate, 
and prefent an angle in front: an outfide paſſage, from one tower to the other, is 
formed by a hanging gallery over the gate. Here are three ſhields of arms of the 
Nevill family, gartered; which matter determines the antiquity of this gate. The 


covered way is fourteen paces in length, with a groined roof, and has an inner 


gate, the arches are circular, and both gates have the portcullis. This gateway, 
at irregular diftances, is flanked with ſquare towers: there appears to have been 
ſome modern additions to the fouth, which clofe the paſs, and cur off all com- 
munication with the ſouthern part of the area or platform, that otherwiſe would 
completely ſurround the caſtle; and in ancient times, when it was aplace of defence, 
it is reafonable to believe, would be laid open. In Mr. Groſe's work, it is called a 
© parade, garniſhed with battlements.“ From the ſquare tower, which flanks the 
gate to the north, a hanging gallery forms a communication with a large ſquare 
bulwark oppoſite the outward gate, now called Clifford's Tower. The names of 
ſeveral of the towers have given occaſion for a conjecture, that whilſt the caſtle 
was in the hands of perſons, whoſe names the towers ſtill retain, they added thoſe 
works thereto : but this idea has no foundation in hiſtorical facts; and it is to be 
apprehended the names were given in- compliment to diſtinguiſhed perſons, to 
whom they were conſigned to be defended or garriſoned. From Clifford's Tower, 
caſtward, is a hanging gallery which communicates with a ſmaller ſquare tower, 
ſtrengthened with turrets. From thence, eaſtward, is a modern curtain wall, 
which conceals a. receſs, and adjoins to a gateway, lately formed between two 
ſmall ſquare towers, from whence a paſſage is made under the ancient chapel. This 
entrance is the moſt judicious and elegant improvement the caſtle has received in 
any age: by this entrance carriages paſs into the large Gothic ſaloon, the roof of 
which. is arched and © ſupported by ſix pillars, the capitals diverging and running 
« in ribs along the roof. A flight of ſteps leads to the preſence chamber, 4

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ſemi- circular room, where the company ſet down in the ſaloon are introduced: 
from thence paſſages lead to the chief apartments; the carriages paſs through the 
inner area and covered way, ſo that a long train of carriages may ſet down their 
company without the leaſt interference. Above this ſaloon is a hall & of the firſt 
magnitude, which forms one {ide of the ſquare of the inner area, is ninety 
« feet in length, thirty-ſix in breadth, and thirty-four in height ; the roof is flat, 
te and made of wood, the joints ornamented with ſmelds of arms of the family of 
the Nevills. Here aſſembled, in the time of the Nevills, ſeven hundred knights, 
« who held of that family.”* A gallery of ſtone croſſes the weſt end of this 
room, uſed in ancient times for muſic, and that mimicry, with which our anceſtors 
were ſo much pleaſed. From the gateway, a modern curtain wall runs to a lofty 
tower, which appears to be of the higheſt antiquity of any part of this caſtle ; its 
figure is that of an ancient arrow-head, with the ſharp edge or point to the ſouth ; 
it has four tiers of apartments or floors, and the battlements are garniſhed with 
turrets on the three angles to the ſouth, to which you aſcend by eighty- nine ſteps: 
the maſonry is excellent, the front is chiſſelled, the joints are compact, and the 
interior parts of the walls are run with hot lime: from the top is a moſt extenſi ve 
view ſouth-eaſtward, in which are comprehended, and diſtinctly ſcen, Conſcliff, 
Darlington, Sadberg, Long-Newton, Stockton, with Cleveland and Hamilton hills, 
at the greateſt diſtance. The eminence where Heighington ſtands, cuts off the 
view further to the left hand. Near the ſummit of this tower, are raiſed in the 
ſtone work two letters in the old character, b, from whence, and the name this 
tower now bears, it has been inferred, that it was built by Bertram Bulmer, a con- 
jecture refuted by the circumſtance before mentioned, as to Clifford's Tower: 
perhaps it was repaired under the directions of Bulmer, and was then named in 
compliment, on account of the intermarriage of the families; it now ſtands de- 
tached from the reſt of the caſtle, and it is ſaid, was ſeparated by a fire, which 
conſumed the intermediate erections. This is the part of the caſtle, on which we 
preſumed to raiſe a conjecture, that it owed its origin to Canute, if any part of the 
edifice can be attributed to that age. The ſingularity of the figure leads to the 
ſuppoſition: neither the towers attributed to the Anglo-Saxons, nor the Norman 
caſtles, in any inſtance that we have obſerved, ſhew a geometrical figure any thin 
like this: Bertram Bulmer's heireſs married Galfrid de Nevill, and he died in the 
fifth year of Richard I. 1194, and their daughter and heireſs married Robert, the 
ſon of Maldred, Lord of Raby; from whence the idea of this being Bulmer's Tower 
gathers little ſupport; the ſecond Bertram was deſcended of a younger branch, and 
was Lord of Bulmer : it is moſt probable the letters are denominative of the year in 
Which the repairs were made, and that b was then dominical; of which application 
we have an inſtance in an inſcription in Conſcliff church, before noted. From this 
tower you advance to the ſouth front. After the deſcriptions before quoted, little 
more need to be added, in order to impreſs on the reader's mind an idea of the 
magnificence of this ancient ſtucture. Speaking of ſome of the apartments, Mr. 
Groſe, from Mr. Pennant's Notes, ſays, “ In the breakfaſt room, the receſſes are 
in the form of ſemi-circles, ſcooped out, I may ſay, of the walls, which are nine 
feet one inch thick; a window is in each of theſe, I ſaw alſo a receſs for a bed,

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e gained out of the wall, and ſeveral other conveniences and communications 
. « quarried out of it; and in ſome places pillars are left, as in collieries, to ſun. 
« port the roof. The oven was of dimenſions ſuited to the hoſpitality of thoſe 
« times, higher than a tall perſon, for the talleſt may ſtand- upright in it; and 
« think its diameter muſt be fifteen feet. At preſent it is converted into a wins 
« cellar ; the ſides are divided into ten parts, and each holds a hogſhead of wine in 
.* bottles. The kitchen is a magnificent and lofty ſquare, has three chimneys, one 
« for the grate, a ſecond for ſtoves, the third for the great chaldrons. The top is 
ee arched, and a fmall cupolo lights it in the centre; but on the ſides are five 
« windows, with a gallery paſling all round before them, and four ſteps from each, 
« pointing down into the kitchen, but ending a great height above the floor : their 
« uſe is not known. From the floor, is another ſtaircaſe that conducts to the 
« great hall, but the paſſage is now ſtopped. — What hecatombs muſt have been 
« carried that way. To this account muſt be added, that the kitchen is a ſquare 
of thirty feet; the ſide where no chimney is, opens into the larders: oppoſite to 
the grate, the ſteps deſcend to the floor, and are wide enough for three perſons 
abreaſt: on each of the other ſides, to the right and left of the grate, are two 
windows, with five ſteps deſcending, but not low enough to enable the perſons 
who ſhould ftand thereon, to receive any thing from thoſe in the kitchen: there 
are narrow paſſes channelled in the walls, but not capacious enough, we conceive, 
to allow a perſon to bear a diſh of proviſions for the 7500 knights and retainers of 
the Nevills. Did not this place bear ſo great a reſemblance to many of the old 
monaſtic kitchens, one would be apt to conjecture it was uſed formerly as an armory, 
from whence the inſtruments of war, bows, arrows, ſpears, javelins, &c. could 
be diſtributed quickly to all parts of the caſtle. There are ſeveral good paintings 
in the chief apartments; in the dining-room in Clifford's Tower, is a large muſic 
piece, containing the group of figures Rubens placed in the centre of the marriage 
feaſt of Canaan, in which he diſpoſed his own portrait as a chief muſic ian, with 
his cotemporaries as performers : this painting is in good character, but no author 
named. In the ſame room 1s an excellent portrait of Lord Mansfield, and there 
are many others of perſonages connected with the preſent family, in that room, 
and diſtributed in other apartments. It muſt be added to the former deſcription of 
the park and pleaſure grounds, that the terrace where it lies open, beyond the paſs 
through the plantations, is ſeven hundred and fixty paces in length, and commands 
a noble proſpect. In the front ground, the canal is a beautiful object, lying in 
the boſom of a park, ornamented with thoſe improvements which art can only 
give, when applied to ſoften and not diſtort the face of nature; over the planta- 
tions, which ſkirt the park, Staindrop church, with parts of the town, are ſeen; 
from thence to the caſt, Sellaby-houſe and wood; further advanced, are the villages 
= of Hilton, Ingleton, and Langton; and a diſtant ſweep of cultivated country, which,

From the terrace, the grounds of 
the park lie in an eaſy ſlope to the bath houſe, covered with fine plantations. 
The late Lord Darlington's farm and farm-yard, were objects deſerving the beſt 
attention; the farm included lands of the annual value of 12001. wherein every 
noble erection, for uſeful knowledge in huſbandry and beneficial improvement in 
modern agriculture were practiſed; his lordſhip retained one ancient uſage, which 
gave pleaſure to every eye; in his farm, you might ſee the tillage land ploughed. 
by between twenty and thirty teems of four oxen each; the cuſtom of tilling with 
horſes not prevailing with his better judgment. In the farm-yard were cloſe 
ſtands for upwards of forty oxen, beſides an open ſpacious fold, with a ciſtern of 
water cenſtantly running: there were covered racks and pens for eight hundred 


ſheep, with other conveniences, of barn room, ſheds, ſtables and offices, ſuitable to | 


the magnitude of the farm : the common paſture exceeds three hundred acres: this 
was a treaſure of enjoyment and health to his lordſhip; and an example worthy 
the emulation of every lover of his country. The preſent earl is attentively

KEvERSTON, called in the old records e GA is about half ; a 
mile to the north of Raby, on a fine elevated ſituation, commanding an-extenſive 
proſpect over a delightful valley to the eaſt; it anciently belonged to the Setons, 
Was held of the prior of Durham, and was forfeited by Chriſtopher Seton, nearly 

allied by marriage to Brus, in the time of Biſhop Beck; during this prelate s diſ- 
grace at court, Keverſton was given by King Edward I. to Geoffrey de Hethpole; 
it was part of the poſſeſſions of the Nevills, as a member of Raby, and in later times 
was the ſeat of the family of Burtons, from whom it was PUrchalen by Lord 
Darlington' s anceſtor. 

WALKERFIELD, a ſmall village to the north-eaſt of Raby ; one of the places 
ſaid to be given to the church of Durham by.

THE PARISH OF MIDDLETON. 


ETURNING towards the river Tees, we enter upon the large common 
called Barnard Caſtle moor, before mentioned, and paſs along the {ide of the 
vale of Langley dale, in our approach to Egleſton, a chapelry in the pariſh of 
Middleton, for the ſake- of diſtinction called Middleton in Teeſedal. Near the 
head of the moor is Bail-Hill, defended to the ſouth by a breaſt-work and deep 
trench, terminating in a moraſs. This is a well choſen ſpot for an army of obſer- 
vation, or detachment of ſcouts, as it commands an extenſive proſpect down. 
Langley dale, and along the whole range of hills above Raby ; you view 
| Merrington and Weſterton, the latter of which places lies two miles eaſt of Biſhop 
Auckland ; Brufleton Tower above Weſt Auckland, Hilton Town, Heighington, 
and all the vale to the ſouthward, with Cleveland hills, ſtretching away to the 
Teeſmouth; and to the ſouth-weſt the Yorkthire hills, with the vale of Tees, and 
various villages and hamlets, fcattered along the river's banks: the ſtation has only 
been temporary, perhaps made on ſome incurſion of the Scots, as a ſafeguard from 
attack by troops lying ſouthward, or the garriſons of Caſtle Barnard and Raby. 
Many coins of Edward I. and ſome of Alexander of Scotland were found near this 
place. Paſs Shipley Houſe, called in the old records Marwood Hag, on the left, -

called Foxgyll, from whence the proſpect is highly romantic and pictureſque; the 
hills, more lofty and rugged, now form a grand amphitheatre, in circuit about 
fifteen miles, emboſoming a beautiful valley: in front, the town of E gleſton, 
ſcattered over an irregular foreground, and Egleſton Houſe, embowered with lofty

from this lofty ſtation, which gives a ſingular beauty to the landſcape; further 
northward the town of.

is happily imitated by ſome of the great painters, and contributes to give to the

Egleſton Houſe, lately the ſeat of Timothy Ferdi Eſq: but now of TH eldeſt 3 


ſon, William Hutchinſon, Eſq. lies to the weſt of the village, on a lofty ſituation, 


cloſe upon the banks of the river; it is ſhrouded with fine groves of fycamores, and 


extended plantations, hanging on the ſwift deſcents of the hills. The vale is 
pictureſque, and the ſeveral landſcapes in view, to the eaſt and weſt, romantic and 


wild; conſiſting of part of the ſcene before deſcribed; reduced to a narrower ſcale, 
by the houſe lying deeper in the valley. 'The:manor of Egleſton f was part of the 
ſſeſſions of the Earl of Weſtmorland, and was purchaſed from the citizens of 
don by indenture, dated the gth. of January, 1631, by John Child, of the Inner- 
Temple, London, Eſq. and Daniel Britain, citizen and vintner. In 16 32, Child and 
Britain conveyed the manor to Tobias Ewbank, of Staindrop; from whom it came 


by purchaſe to the family of Sanderſons, and in the beginning of this century was 


ſold to Mr. Hutchinſon's anceſtor. There are lead-mines in this diſtrict, which 
have been wrought ſince the time of Edward VI. as appears * authentic records: E:

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it is probable the Romans wrought the mines here, for various ancient workings 
have been diſcovered; and tools and implements found therein, the uſe of which 
was not known to the moſt experienced miners of this age: they knew, or at 
leaſt practiſed in Britain few mechanical powers; and when they met with foul 
air or water in the mines, they were obliged to deſiſt - ſo that in both lead and 
coal-mines, their workings could never be deep, or indeed very material. There 
are ſeveral ancient baſons, formed of ſtone-work, ſcattered over the moor, wherein 
lead-ore was ſmelted, or run by force of fuel heaped upon it, aſſiſted by the wind,

The adjacent 
ground, forming an inclining plain, was probably the field of battle, and the 
monuments mark the place of interment of ſome diſtinguiſhed chieftains. There 
is no circumſtance in hiſtory, which we can, with any certainty, fix here. The 
monuments are of diſtant antiquity. . 


Proceeding by the foot of Foggerthwaite incloſures, the road hangs on the river's 
banks; and the view into the vale, though narrowed, comparing it with the 

proſpect from Foxgyll, comprehends a landſcape much more elegant, as many 
objects are opened to the eye, which were from the other ſtation concealed by the 

interpoſition of high lands. The foreground here is rocky, rugged, and extremely 
wild ; from whence you look into the valley, which forms a creſcent : to the eaſt, 
the river, in its various windings, exhibits fix diſtinct canals, having Egleſton 
levels on one fide, wooded banks and riſing incloſures on the other; the town of 
| Romaldkirk, with the tower of the church, finely emerging from a thick grove, in 

the centre; Shipley-houſe, and ſteep hanging incloſures, to the north; the York-

ſhire hills, above Ravenſworth, with the white tower of Kirby church, a terminatin 
obeliſk, at the diſtance of ten miles, fill the back-ground. Turning to the ſouth- 
ward, you look down upon Mickleton, which winds its buildings round an extenſive 
green, in an oval figure; below the town, is a plot of rich meadows; and the inter- 
common, or town-field, ſtriped by the variety of culture, ſpreading forth a 
beautiful inclining plain to the margin of the river, variegated with ribs of corn, 
graſs, and fallow land, and rows of buſhes, intermingled in different directionz; 
the river Lune winds down a narrow valley, pent in by hanging mountains, and 
empries itſelf into the Tees, through broken banks, fringed with bruſnwood; the 
nearer eminence is crowned with the Laithkirk and a few trees, the more diſtarit 
hills are lofty, grey, rocky, and wild. To the north, the windings of the river 
through a fine plain are beautiful; on the right is a conical eminence, crowned 
with fir trees, and ſkirted with bruſhwood, round which the river winds ; above 
that object, ſtands the little village of Lonton, ſurmounted with columnarious and 
rugged rocks, and pent in by barren and ſhaken mountains: part of the town of 
Middleton is ſeen over the verdant vale, and all above are mountains crowding 
behind mountains.

feet fix inches ; by the uncouth architecture, one may conjecture this fabric was 
built before the time of Barnard Baliol, who, it is ſaid, gave the church to St. 
Mary's of York, with Gainford : but it appears that an agreement was made in 
the time of John Baliol, wherein the right of preſentation was reſerved to the 
Baliols, and thence it comes, that ſuch right of preſentation deſcended with the

The Baliols had an ancient foreſt here, which, ſince the forfeitures, hath been“ 


disforeſted, and the ſoil thereof, with the other eſtates of the Earls of Weſtmorland, 
in Teeſedale, (Egleſton excepted) are now the property of the Earl of Darlington; 


whoſe poſſeſſions extend from the extremity of the county of Durham, where it 


adjoins upon the counties of Cumberland and Northumberland, to Piercebridge, 
in one uninterrupted line; a ſtretch of country between thirty and forty miles, 
The environs of the river abound with the moſt pictureſque and romantic 


ſcenes ; beautiful falls of water, rocks, and groteſque caverns. About two miles 
above Middleton, where the river falls in repeated caſcades, a bridge, ſuſpended 


on iron chains, is ſtretched from rock to rock, over a chaſm near ſixty feet deep, 
for the paſſage of travellers, but particularly for miners: the bridge is ſeventy feet 
in length, and little more than two feet broad, with a hand rail on one ſide, and 
planked in ſuch a manner, that the traveller experiences all the tremulous motion

THE FORCE. 


The ſpectacle i is angle noble, and the ſcene auguſt ; when the river is reel by 
heavy rains, it breaks down two channels, that to the north being ſhelvy, throws 
the water into ſheets of foam; the other being perpendicular, it falls there in one 
vaſt ſpout, from the precipice, eighty-two perpendicular feet, into a deep baſon, 
at once caſting forth a prodigious ſpray, that receives the colours of the rainbow, 
and ſtunning the ear with the hollow noiſe: the rocks form a wide amphitheatre, x 
and being almoſt perpendicular, ſhut up the ſcene with a ſolemnity and majeſty, 
not to be expreſſed: the ſlopes are decorated with hanging woods, the fiſſures and 
openings of the cliffs, with creeping ſhrubs ; and ancient yew trees, here and there 
ſcatter their ſolemn green over the grey rocks, or ſuſpend their ruſty branches 
from the precipices. Various openings and grottoes are formed by the fantaſtic 
hand of Nature along the northern ſhore, over which the hanging trees form a 
verdant canopy ; in thoſe receſſes, parties of pleaſure often dine, and mix their 
wine with the living fountain, that trills down the rock ;—a WN ſeene for 
beauty, ſong, and wine! | 
Whoever would ſeck for wild and beautiful landicape; ſhould trace this river to 
its ſource; it muſt ſuffice in this work, to point out to the reader one more ſcene 
on its channel. About four miles above the Force or waterfall laſt deſcribed, f is 
a place called the Caldron Snout; from its being the mouth ot a long canal, where 
the river fleeps profoundly, and on a ſudden pours itſelf out, over a ſucceſſion of 
ſhelves and falls, for the ſpace of ſeveral hundred yards, through a deep opening 
or gully in the rocks. The grandeur of this ſcene baffles deſcription ; it is not to 
be expreſſed in any miniature drawing; the auguſt beauties muſt be imagined by 
the reader, accompaniod with the idea, that here a large and powerful river is 
hurried dow n from ſteep to ſteep, for more than two hundred yards, daſhed and 
diſtracted by oppoſing rocks, in various directions, and reſounding from the lofty 
ſhores, that tremble on their thouſand columns. Over the deepeſt and moſt awful 
part of the gu] ph, but where the rocks approach neareſt to each other, a bridge is 
laid, formed of one piece of timber, without any rail; where only paſſengers, Who 
have a brain beliteed to aerial flight, may go without horror : the length of the

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beam appears to be upwards of forty feet from buttreſs to buttreſs. It would be 


tedious to deſcribe every beautiful ſcene that is found on the banks of this river from 
hence to its ſource; rocks, caſcades, and wild ſhores, follow its courſe, to the foot 
of the mountain of 'Croſs-fell, where the firſt apparent ſpring flows; in whoſe 
environs, in the deep gullies, ſnow has lain undifſolved for many years; as we proved 


by many ſtrata of herbs and ſoil, which appeared in ſucceſſion as deep as we could 


penetrate. | Is 


The country immediately above Middleton riſes gradually; on the ſkirts of the 
hills, for four miles, there are ſcattered incloſures, and pretty good lands, of a 


ſouthern aſpect. Newbiggin is the laſt village 'northward—beyond the Tees 

force, the hills riſe very ſwiftly, and there is not a tree to be ſeen ; Nature here is 
not barren, but neglected ; by planting and incloſing, great improvements might 
be made in the lands; whenever the noble proprietor ſhall turn his mind to this 
diſtrict, by planting only, immenſe advantage would accrue to future ages. The 


barreneſt heights pour forth hidden treaſures, being rich in mines. In 1781, from 


the various mines inthis diſtrict, there was brought to the mills to be ſmelted, 5617 
bings of ore; four bings and a half, upon an average, will produce a fother of 
lead, weighing 22 cwt.—Each fother yields ten ounces of filver ; and about three 
pounds' per fother will win and manufacture the ore, and carry the lead to 

market; it fold that year for 14]. a fother. Egleſton lordſhip that year produced 


about ſixty bings of ore. The richeſt product of ſilver is from Claregill-head mine, 


in Cumberland, the lead of which yields 42 ounces to the fother.“ 


The cattle and ſheep of this part of the country are ſmall, the cattle are fed to 
little more than ten ſtone per quarter; ewes bred in the dale, when fat, weigh 


from ſeven to ten pounds per quarter; and wedders from ten to ſixteen pounds a 
quarter: ſome in the lower grounds are heavier. This country abounds in ſheep; 
no leſs than 20,000 are ſaid to be depaſtured on the common lands yearly. Six 
fleeces of wool generally go to the ſtone. The vale is well peopled, on account of 


the great number of men employed in the mines, who, notwithſtanding their 


labour, are ſtrong limbed and ſtately, approaching to ſix feet in height. 
On each fide of the river, the moors abound with game, and the ſtreams are every 

where filled with trout : ſuch are the compenſations bountiful Nature has yielded

was educated in mathematics by Mr. John Kipling of Barnard Caſtle, and figured in a public character, 
being ſent by the Royal Society to the iſland of St. Helena, to obſerve the tranſit of Venus. He was 
employed to ſet the limits and bounds of the provinces of Maryland and Pennſylvania, and meaſured a 
degree of longitude. He was alſo the inventor of ſeveral uſcful machines uſed about the coalworks. 
Mr. George Dixon, his brother, was educated under the ſame maſter; and though of a genius that 
rivalled Jeremiah, yet he confined himſelf to a more retired line of life, being employed in the north, in 
various coalworks, and other mine adventures, in which he diſplayed an extenſive knowledge, and com- 
petent judgment. The death of thoſe two valuable men, is a great national misfortune, and to individu- 
als who were acquainted with them, an ineſtimable loſs. They were the ſons of an old and faithful ſer- 


vant, under the Raby family, whoſe e is preſerved at the caltle, pe, An Haelite indeed, in

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E paſſage from Teeſdale into Weardale is difficult, even in the height of 
4 ſummer; the hills are ſteep, the ſettles or ſlacks are moſſy and full of dan- 
gerous bogs; and the road is pointed out to travellers, by pillars and heaps of 
ſtones, placed on eminences.

10 l. a-year, with extenſive common right; the lower commons bear a fine ſhort 
herbage ; the higher hills are not ſo heathy and barren as in the head of Teeſdale;

At the weſt end of Itanhope town, lying between it and the river Wear, is an 
eminence, called the Ca/tle Hill or Caftle Heugb, the ſouthern foot of which is 
waſhed by the riyer ; the crown of the hill forms a plain of an oblong gure, and 
is thirty paces in width; to the north and eaſt, where the aſcent is eaſieſt, it is 

defended by a deep ditch; a ditch croſſes the crown of the eminence, and divides 
it into two irregufai 5 55 ; the aſcent from the river we meaſured 108 perpendi-

cular feet: on an ati and ſearch, by the late Mr. Ward of Newlandfide, a wall 
was diſcovered, which appeared to defend the whole ſummit of the hill, built of 
aſhler work, ſtrongly cemented. Tradition reports, this was a fortreſs of great 
antiquity, and was demoliſhed by the Scots in one of their incurſions; our records, 
or provincial hiſtary, afford us no greater lights. It is probable this caſtle gave 
name to the place. © Stone-hope, or the fortified hill; or Hand- hope, the hill where 
the inhabitants made their chief reſiſtance againſt an enemy: certain it is, that a 
_ caſtle ſtood here in the days of Biſhop Beck; for he granted lands to Walter de

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| Roman altar is preſerved, found about 50 years ago, on Bollihope common in this 
pariſh; the inſcription runs thus: Silvano invicto facrum C. Tetius Veturius 
Micianus præf. Alæ Seboſiene, ob aprum eximiz forme captum, quem multi an- 
teceſſores ejus prædari non potuerunt. Votum ſolvens, lubenter poſuit. Is it 
poſſible a boar was ſuch excellent game, that an altar ſhould be raiſed in comme- 
moration of the conqueſt; it is more probable, and more juſt to the character of 
a leader of Roman cavalry, to preſume, ſome enemy of greater conſequence was 
typified by the figure of the boar. In all the Scotch excurſions, we find that 

figure cut on the monuments, to diſtinguiſh the northern people; and the ſitua. 
tion of the altar encourages the idea.* . LR OE DO FOOT TOE OR EI . 
We have already ſeen what was the cuſtomary tenure of lands, in the year 1595, 

but muſt have reference to the more antient records, to diſcover the ſervility of 
the original tenures. By the Bolden Buke, it appears there were xx villains. in 
Stanhope, who, each held one oxgang of land, rendering 2s. with 16 days works 
of one man, between Pentecoſt and Martinmas; each villain led the Lord's corn 
four days, with one carriage, and made four portions of ſeed land; mowed two 
days, when he received a corrody, and made and led the hay, having a loaf on 
leading days, as well for corn as hay; carried and re-carried, between Stanhope 

and Wolſingham; and carried the game killed in the foreft to Durham and Auck. 
land. Moreover, at the great hunt, they erected for the entertainment of the 
prelate and his ſuit, a kitchen, larder, and other offices (Canillum, perhaps a dog 
Enel and prepared beds or couches for the hall, chapel and chamber; and 
brought all the proviſions for the lodge. Various perſons held portions of land 
on leſs ſervile tenure, and ſome for an annual out-rent. The ſons of Gamellus de 
| Rogerley, and others, held lands by the ſervice of providing a man forty days, in 
the foreſt at fawning time, and the like at rutting time; and going on meſlages : 
others prepared the ſeed land in autumn. Aldredus the Smith had 12 acres at 
3s. rent, and others on various duties. Lambertus the Marble Cutter had thirty 

acres of land for his ſtipend, whilſt he wrought in the biſhop's ſervice, William 

Wilde, as headborough man, held a toft, a croft, and ſeven acres of land for his 
ſervice. All the tenants and villains repaired the mill-dam, and brought the mill- 
ſtones. The Punder had fix acres of land, and the cuſtomary ſheafs of corn, and 
rendered 40 hens and 400 eggs. In Biſhop Hatfield's Survey, we find ſundry 
lands ſpecified by name, with the owners, under the title of free tenants. The 
Biſhop's Almoner held 100 acres of land in Rookup at 2s. rent. Newlandfide 
was held by Will. Merley, at 6s. 9d. rent, and Huckleyfield at 2s. rent.—Roger 
de Dirlton, Bolyopeſhele, at 6s. 8d. rent.—Robert Todd, Horſeleyburn- field, at 
12d rent, —Richard Dowy, Moreland, at 3s. rent.— Thomas Marſhall, Harlaugh, 
at 12d, rent.— Thomas Rogerley, Newfield, at 6s. Sd. rent.—John de Merley, 
Joſyanbanks at 28. 3d. rent.—John Blackhead, Wodcroft, at 138. 4d. rent.— Will. 
Featherſtonhalgh, three acres on Callandland, eight acres on Stanforland, and three 
acres in Feryfeld.—The maſter of Gretham hoſpital, held a paſture for cattle on 
Swynhoplaw. The parſon of Stanhope held a cloſe of land, called Migge Cloſe, 
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of five acres, at 20d. rent, Le Frith, at 2s. and parcel of the Ele, containing one 
| acre, at 4d. And there were fourſcore acres of land, called Steward Hall, former- 
ly of Gerard Sharrom, and afterwards of Bertram Monboucher, Knt. which uſed 
to render 208. but were then waſte; as were alfo the lands of John Ykeland of 
Bedyk, which formerly yielded 13s. 5d. In Biſhop Beaumont's time, the family 
of Brandon held lands in Rookhup. f Thomas de Mawſon held lands in capite, 
in Biſhop Bury's time. The firſt of the name of Stanhope, we find holding lands 
here, was Richard, the ſon. of Walter de Stanhope, who died ſeized of a meſſuage 
and 22 acres of land, in the fifth year of Biſhop Bury, charged with a mark yearly. 
to Peter de Stanford :* in the ninth year of Biſhop Hatfield, one of this family, 
William, died ſeized. of 24 acres of land, and 15 acres he had acquired of Robert 
Featherſtonhalgh, and left a daughter, Margaret, his heir; | after which period,. 
we do not find any of the Stanhopes named in the records. John Power, in Biſhop 
Bury's time, held lands here, by the ſervice ul faciet ſtagiam cum uno bore per 
una mens. Cuſtod. feras Dni Epi in foreſia tempore faunagii. J The family of 
Littleforths alſo held lands in Stanhope and Newlandfide, in Biſhop Hatfield's 
time; & this family ſoon afterwards came into female repreſentatives. The 
Merleys held conſiderable property in lands, both in Stanhope and Newlandfide, (1) 
and we find them poſſeſſors for ſeveral generations: The Bedales alſo held lands 
in Stanhope for ſeveral deſcents.(2) The Colynſons held lands in Biſhop Hat-- 
field's time, both in Stanhope and Unthank, under the like ſervice as John Power 
before noted.(3) In the 14th year of Biſhop Hatfield, Richard Blackhead held 
the office of foreſter, in which he received the ſumage-payment : the charter of 
the foreſt, cap. 14. hath theſe words, ** for a horſe that bears loads, every half 
year, a halfpenny. (4) The Featherſtonhalghs had conſiderable eſtates here, (5) 
for ſeveral generations: alſo the Dawdrys in Biſhopley and Rogerley.(6) We 
find the Emerſons gaining poſſeſſions here in Biſhop Langley's time.(7) The 
Rogerleys, Batemaſons, Egleſtons, and many others, had ſmall properties, to enu-- 
merate which would be uſeleſs.

ſmaller. The inhabitants are numerous, robuſt, and healthy, in ſo much, that in 
this extenſive pariſh, the limits of which exceed twenty miles, it has frequently

out are the remains of ſome conſiderable edifice, af a ſquare form; incloſed with 


a deep moat : an adjoining ground is called the Chapelgarth. On viewing this 
ace, we noted it as the ſite of the ancient manor-houſe of the prelates, particu- 
larized in Biſhop Hatfield's Survey, to which appertained a garden, orchard, and 

three acres of demeſne land. The figure of the ruins, and the fortification, ſeem 

fitted to a building of the latter ſort: at a little diſtance is a houſe called Bail- 
hill-houſe, or Bailiff*s houſe. * Henry s foundation was certainly ſoon overturned, 

and it is ſcarce probable that an edifice deſtroyed in the latter end of the twelfth 
century, ſhould now be diſtinguiſhed, or leave ſuch ese remains to this 
time, within cultivated lands. 

Holbeck Houſe lies to the ſourh-weſt of Wolſingham, and on the oppoſite fide 
of the river, in a gloomy ſituation: it was the ancient ſeat of the family of Craggs, 2 
from whom deſcended the famous ſecretary of ſtate of that name: of late years it 
was the eſtate and PRE of reſidence of John 28 8 Eſq. now of the ſan 
of Jerſey. | 

WyrSHILL manor, now culled Wisi or \part thereof, was ths eſtate of 


Robert Scot, and at the time of taking Biſhop Hatfield's Survey, was poſſeſſed by 
William Jebbeſon, who held the fame by foreſt ſervice, viz. forty days in the

Tempeſt, and Michael his ſon, being attainted of high treaſon, on account of their 
being concerned in the northern rebellion, the queen, for certain eminent ſervices, 
particularly r their poſſeſſions to Sir George Bowes, of 
Streatlam, John Hutton and David James; the two latter perſons being either 
truſtees for Bowes, or intereſted in ſome other branches of the granted eſtates; for 

Bradley thenceforth became the eſtate of the family of Bowes, in which it has 
continued in a lineal deſcent to the preſent owner, Thomas Bowes, Eſq. - _ 
Bradley-Hall W been neglected ; the ſituation is retired, but romantig; 
the river winds beautifully down the valley, graced with wooded banks. — The 
houſe was an extenſive edifice; fortified with deep moats, and a ſtrang curtain 
wall; the lower apartments are all vaulted; the projection in the front is 
apparently more modern than the reſt of the building, and in a 5 elegant ſtile: 
the centre forms an open ſaloon, to which there was an approach by a double 
flight of ſteps, aſcending from the right and left; and the ſaloon led to two 
ſtate rooms, of large dimenſions, We have no account when this houſe was diſ- 
mantled, and the interior parts deſtroyed : it is now merely a ruin: one would be 
apt to fix the date of the more modern part of the edifice to the latter end of Queen 
Elizabeth's reign, from the mode of architecture, ufed in the new erection; but 
that it bears ſimilarity to parts of Witton Caſtle, the principal ſeat of the Evers;

centre of the north wall; the gate is defended by a hanging gallery. This was a 
royal manor, and held by the crown till the reign of King Henry II. who granted 
it to Henry de Puteaco, or Pudſey, our prelate's nephew, in conſideration of two 
thouſand marks of ſilver paid by the biſhop. Mr. Groſe, ſpeaking of this caſtle, 
ſays—“ This was the baronial caſtle of the Lord's de Eures, a family of ancient 
© note and eminence in the county, deſcended from the Lords Clavering and 

« Warkworth, and by the female line from the Veſcies and Attons. They were 
« famous for their warlike exploits againſt the Scots, as a reward for which, Kin 
« Edward I. beſtowed upon them Kitneſs, a town in Scotland,” How ſoon this 
became the ſeat of the Eures, or. Evers, we have no information; but in the time 
of Biſhop Bury we find a pardon to Ralph Eure, Chiv. brother and heir of Sir 
Robert Eure, as ſeized of the manor of Witton, held of the biſhop in capite, by 
military ſervice, for marrying without licence. t In Biſhop's Hatfield's Survey 
we do not find it named, as a manor ; but during his pontificate, he gave lands 
there, in the year 1 379, and licenced William Eure to marry; and in 1410, Biſhop 
Langley granted his licence to Sir Ralph Eure, to fortify his caſtle of Witton with 
a wall, and to embattle, encarnale, and entower the ſame.* John de Bermeton had 
lands in Witton, Eſcomb, and Stanhope, of the grant of Biſhop Hugh; and alſo 
held the manor of Witton, and twenty-ſeven acres of land there, of John de Ever, 
by homage, fealty, and 12d. rent, as appears by an inquiſition taken after his death, 
in the 5th year of Biſhop Hatfield. F In the 24th year of the ſame prelate, it 
appears by an inquiſition Ln after the death of Robert de Eure, that he held 
of the biſhop * the manor of Wotton, in Weardale, by military ſervice, homage, 
« fealty, and ſuit at the county de quindena in quindenam ; alſo the manors of 
* Rutyngford (now called Redford) and Hopyland, held of the biſhop in capite

John Cuthbert. Mr. Groſe further ſays, —© In the reign of Henry VIII. Sir 
e Ralph Eures was warden of the marches, and did ſo many valiant exploits 
s againſt the Scots at Teviotdale, that the king gave him a grant of all lands he 
* could win from them;  wherefore he invaded Scotland; but engaging with the 
« Farl of Arran at Hallydown-Hill, was there ſlain, together with the Lord Ogle, 


* and many other perſons of note. William Eure, brother of the ſecond Ralph 
«« Lord Eure, was a colonel in the army of King Charles I. and was killed at the 


« battle of Marſton-Moor, in Yorkſhire, A. D. 1645. The laſt Lord Eure, who 


« was living A. D. 1674, leaving no iſſue male, that family became extinct. In : 
« the time of the civil war, this caftle was in the hands of Sir William Darcy. He 


« being a royaliſt, it was befieged, and taken by Sir Arthur Hazelrigg, Governor of 


Auckland Caſtle, who ſequeſtered the goods, but did not deſtroy the building, 


* kingdom of Ireland, about the year 1689, who took away the lead, timber, and 


* chimney-pieces, to Sadberye, near Richmond, with a deſign to build another 
« houſe there: but the greateſt part of the materials was afterwards ſold by 
* auction, for much leſs than the ſum paid for their pulling down and enen, 


« &c.” The Greenwells had lands at Witton, in Biſhop Hatfield's time.“ — 
In that prelate's Survey, we find that John Merley held the manor of F ychewache, 


now called Fiches, formerly the eſtate of Robert Chakenkirſt. This is now an 
_ Inſignificant place, lying weſt of Witton Caſtle ; and as we find no notice taken 


of it in the more modern records, it 1s preſumed its manerial rights were 
neglected, or ſwallowed up in the ſuperior eſtate of Witton Caſtle. In the ſame 
Survey, it is noted that Robert Hagreſton held the manor of Ednefknoll, formerly 
the eſtate of Walter de Cheſwyk; the prefent name of this place, if we miſtake it 
not, is Hedgeknoll, Iying north-weſt of Wien Caſtle, and its privileges have 
ſhared the ſame fate with Fiches.

It is 
alſo therein ſtated, that Ralph de Eure, Mil. held the manor of Macnell, and four 
ſcore acres of land, rendering five ſhillings rent: the two laſt places lie near to 
cach other, north of the town of Witton. John Spring held a toft and one 
hundred acres of land in Little May land, and Robert Hagerſton the like quantity. 
HARPERLEY was part of the poſſeſſions of the family of Coniers, and held by 
them at the ſame time with Biſhopton and Sockburn : by the Survey, it appears 
that John Coniers, Chiv. then held the vill, rendering 20s. It became part of the 
poſſeſſions of the Cradocks, of Gainford, and Marmaduke Cradock, Eſq. lately 
built a new houſe thereon, in an elevated and pleaſant ſituation, the old hall lying 
low. f It is now the manor and eſtate of George Pearſon, Eſq. of the city of 
Durham, clerk of the peace for this county; who has brought the grounds into 
d cultivation, and made extenſive plantations, which are vigorous, and promiſe 
to afford a beautiful object on the fine landſcapes on the Wear. 


The Survey alſo ſtates, that John Barker, of Wodingfield, held the manor of 
Wodingfield, containing forty acres, and rendering 208. In the fourth year of 
Biſhop Hatfield, by an inquiſition then taken, it appears that four acres in this vill 

belonged to the Exchequer, and was not part of the manor, as then contended by 

Johanna, the widow of Richard Chauncellor. 5 In an inquiſition taken on Johanna's 

death, it 1s ſet forth, that ſhe died ſeized of the manor of Wodyngfeld, held of 

John de Eure, Chiv. rendering ten ſhillings and a pound of-cumin : and that ſhe 

left Thomas her fon by Richard Chauncellor, of Brafferton, her heir.“ It ſoon 

afterwards became part of the eſtate of the Nevills, and of the unfortunate Earl of 

Weſtmorland. Divers other perſons had lands in North Bedburn manor, noted 

in the Survey and inquiſitions, but not of ſufficient importance to be named here. 

The Exchequer lands conſiſting of twenty parcels, with twenty-ſix meſſuages, were 

held by eighteen different tenants, under certain yearly rents; and John Lodge 

held the the herbage of Bedburn Park, in farm, rendering 13s.

At the weſt end of the town of Witton, on a fine elevated ſituation, ſtands 
Wr1rTToxn-Harr, late the place of reſidence of Charles Joſeph Douglas, a man of 
uncommon talents, whoſe origin was not known to his moſt intimate friends; he 
had undergone ſtrange viciſſitudes of fortune, and reſted here for a while in the 
lap of luxury and eaſe, to give a new ſpring for adventures ſtill more unaccountable, 
and attempts more capricious than he had before experienced: with a moſt exten- 
ſive genius, he poſſeſſed a ſpirit of liberality that deſerved a better fate than that 

Which he purchaſed by his follies; but puſhed forward by an extravagant vivacity, 

he was again launched into the world, to ride out new ſtorms and troubled

The vill of Hamſterly was part of the ancient poſſeſſions of the Eures; 9 


95 Biſhop Bury's time, by an inquiſition taken on the death of William de Foxcotes, f 


it appears he died ſeized of four meſſuages and nineteen acres of land in Ham- 
ſterly, held of the heirs of the Lord John de Hamildon, John deriving his name 
from his then place of reſidence: and in the fifth year of Biſhop Hatfield, we find 
Alanus de Boteryſ held there eight meſſuages and thirty acres of John de Ever, by 
fealty and one mark rent. The Eures continued in poſſeſſion for many genera- 
tions. The Lumleys and Boyntons alſo held lands there. —An extenſive tract of 
ground belonging to Hamſterly was called the Weſt- park. 
At the ſouth-weſt etremity of this chapelry lies Lyneſac, noted in the Butvey, 
where the Prior of Finkley held lands by foreign fervice, and 3os. rent, and one 
John Mawe alſo held lands. Twenty-eight tenants held thirty-five meſſuages 
and tenements of the biſhop's exchequer lands, under rents certain. The bailiff 
of Lyneſac and Bedburn is a patent officer. The Nevills held lands here, which 
deſcended to the unfortunate Earl of Weſtmorland. 
North of the village of Hamſterly lies South Bedburn. The firſt place named 
in the Survey is Mayland, which lies weſt of the village of Hamſterly, then the 
eſtate of Hugh de Burninghill, who held the manor by foreign ſervice, and with 
one hundred acres of land, rendering for the ſame at the feaſt of St. Cuthbert, in 
September, 6d. or a pair of ſpurs: he derived this eſtate by Iſabella his wife, who 
was the daughter and heireſs of Alan de Goldeſburg, who died ſeized thereof, in 
the time of Hatfield.* Bithop Philip de Poictue granted out Mayland, in the 
year 1200. Bedburn-Hall, in the Survey, is ſaid to be the poſſeſſion of Robert. 
Emerſon, who held the ſame, rendering 88. This, with other lands in South 
: Bedburn, became the eſtate of the Eures. Biſhop Philip de Poictue granted lands 
at Bedburnmouth to Lucas de Richardford, in fee, by metes and bounds, rendering 
to him and his ſucceſſors a pair of ſpurs, or 6d. yearly, in lieu of all ſervices, with 
liberty to the grantee of taking fuel, wood, and timber for building, under the view 
of the foreſter ; together with pannage for his hogs: ſaving the right of the foreſts 
to the prelate and his ſucceſſors. $ How this property deſcended, the records are 
ſilent. Redford was part of the ancient eſtate of the Eures; of whom ſeveral 
parties held inferior property: I in the Survey, William Blackden is ſaid to hold 
the manor of Eaſt Shipley, and one hundred acres of land, rendering for the ſame 
6d. ora Pair of ſpurs.

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the poſſeſſion of the Blackdens down to Biſhop Langley's time, but no further. 
Welt Shipley, we find was the eſtate of the Brackenburies, who held at the ſame 
time Greatbrune, or Burn;* they alſo held the manor of Little Mayland, rendering 
a ſparrow hawk, or 12d. Hoppyland was held by the Eures, Lords of Witton. 
Within about three hundred yards of Hare-hope Burn, a ſmall rivulet which 
riſes in the adjoining hills to the north-weſt, is a ſingular piece of antiquity, called 
by the neighbouring people Tur CasrLes. At the foot of a high ridge of hills 
is an inclofure, of an oblong figure, the interior ſpace, an inclining plain, is in 
length on the ſouth ſide ninety paces, and on the north eighty-three, and is in 
width ſeventy paces; it is defended on every ſide by a lofty mound or vallum of 
looſe pebble ſtones, with an outward ditch ; no entrance appears but on one fide, 
where the ſtones are ſo much fallen in, that it is not eaſy to form an idea of its 
original width : at this opening we paced the baſe of the mound, and found it to 
exceed fifteen paces, and the medium height of the ridge was upwards of five 
yards. On the fide where the gate or entrance is, a little ſtream of water runs 
down a deep gill or gully, ſo'that nature had rendered that approach more capable 
of defence; where perhaps a bridge or platform of trees or hurdles, eaſily removed 
or deſtroyed, was uſed; large oaks and birch trees now grow among the pebbles 
of the mound; and what is moſt remarkable, juniper trees are come to a vaſt 
ſtrength and ſtature upon it; ſuch as we have not ſeen in any other part of the 
county : the ditches are grown full of bruſhwood : from the gill or gully the 
mound looks ſtupendous, as there it has required the greateſt quantity of materials 
to bring the ridge to the common level of the reſt of the work. Whence the 
pebbles were collected (as the adjacent lands do not ſeem to furniſh ſuch materials) 
is not eaſy to conjecture. The interior ſpace appears to have been ploughed 
in modern times.—The caſtles lie in the eſtate of John Leaton, Eſq. and look 
upon Hoppiland. It is improbable, from the nature of the adjoining lands, that this 
work was made for a temporary camp, or in modern times, or even fince the 
country was clearcd of wood; as it is fo ſituated that all the ſurrounding lands 
_ overlook it; and an enemy would have had many advantages in aſſailing and 
annoying the garriſon with miſſile weapons from the eminences: we preſume 
it was conſtructed in very remote antiquity. The Roman writers tell us, that 
Cæſar found the inhabitants of this iſland dwelling in huts in the midſt of thick 
woods and foreſts ; in ſtrongholds concealed among the mountains: the whole 
country adjoining The Caſtles, was a foreſt, and it is but a few years ſince the lands 
were cultivated : this place ſeems to anſwer in every particular to the deſcriptions | 
of the old Britiſh ſtrongholds ; ſurrounded with a mound of pebbles, without any 
cement; ina concealed and ſecure retreat, covered by hills, and embowered with 
a thick wood. The place under ſuch circumſtances was impregnable : the more 
diſtant approach, we may conclude, was through a'wood, where, perhaps, one man 
only at a time could paſs, as in the wilds of America; the neares paſſes, it is pre- 
ſumed, would be bloc kaded by timber trees, felled and piled together in an irregular

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but intricate manner; then an outward ditch, and after all a wall of looſe pebbles, 
which yielded to the foot of the aſſailant. At the time we viewed this ſtronghold, 
no one could climb the mound, without much danger and fatigue. The interior 
plain is capable of receiving five hundred huts, as we computed ; ſo that the fort, 
if it may be ſo termed, would ſecure within the vallum, between two and three 
thouſand people, calculating five to a hut, or thereabout. OO ©

ing the derivation of the name, and ſome have given credit to a tradition, that a 
wild boar haunted the woods of theſe parts, and made the lofty hill above Brance- 
peth his den, from thence called Brawnden ; that from his awful track or paſſage 
being here, the name of Brawns-path was derived ; to reconcile this tradition, it 
has been ſaid, that the cognizance or arms of Richard of Glouceſter was a boar 
paſſant, and in contempt of his memory, this place had that appellation, from being 
his habitation : but ſuch conjectures vaniſh, when we find in records, above a 
century prior to the time of Richard, that the place bore the ſame name. The 
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church is dedicated to St. Brandon; f and under the title of the pariſh of St. 
Oſwalds, in Durham, we have ſet forth a record in the time of Biſhop Pudſey, in 
the latter end of the 12th century, in which this place is called Broun-/pittle ; 
from whence the preſent name is an eaſy corruption; but to uphold the appella- 
tion of ſpittle or hoſpital, the records fail us. VVV 

I ̃ be village of Brancepeth ſtands about a mile to the weſt of the river Wear: 
the caſtle is on the ſouth of the town, which all authors agree was built by one of 
the Bulmers, a family of great reputation, and ſeated here for many generations, 
but from what early period, we have no information. It has been ſtrongly for- 
tified, and defended by a cantonment of towers: Leland in his Itin. vol. I. p. 62. 
71, &c. ſays “ Strongly ſet and buildid, and hath 2 courtes of high building.— 
There is a little mote that hemmith a great piece of the firſt court. In this 
< court be 3 towers of logging, and three ſmaule adornaments.— The pleaſure of 
<c the caſtelle is in the 2 court, and entering into it by a great toure, I ſaw in 
e ſchochin, in the fronte of it a lion rampaunt.“ On the ſouthe weſt part of the

Within the works is a ſpacious area, which you enter from the north by a gate 
with a portcullis, and defended by two ſquare towers. The area is of no regular 
figure, and the works which ſurround it, though very ſtrong, have no diſtinguiſhing 

marks, by which a conjecture can be formed as to their age: the parts now inha- 
bited lie on the ſouth-weſt ſide of the area, and appear to have been connected by 

works of various ages; the original plan in that part ſeems to have conſiſted of 
four diſtin ſquare towers, whoſe angles. project as buttreſſes, with a ſmall turret 
at the top of each angle, hanging on corbles, open at the ſides, and not in front. 
From the gate, on the eaſt fide, is a long ſtretch of wall, with a parapet, which 
communicates with a large ſquare tower, having projecting angles, turreted like 
thoſe deſcribed; from this tower the wall communicates, at no great diſtance, with 
another large tower ſimilar te the laſt, and thence the wall ſtretches to the 
inhabited part of the caſtle, broken only by a ſmall turret, ſquare in front, but 
octagonal towards the court : from the gate on the weſt is a high wall, the parapet 
in many parts hangs on corbles ; where the wall forms angles, it is garniſhed with 
ſmall ſquare turrets, on the area fide ſupported by an arch; and in the floor of 
each is a ſquare aperture to. receive materials from perſons below, whereby the 
guard ſhould annoy thoſe who affailed the wall. Towards the north and eaſt 
the caſtle has been defended by a moat ; to the ſquth and welt the walls riſe from 
a rock, nearly forty feet in height, watered by a ſmall brook. The hills to the 
weſt are lofty. It is probable the whole fortreſs conſiſted originally of a race or 
ſeries of towers, of ſimilar form; for the weſt wall and angular turrets are much 
more modern than the fortifications on the eaſt. If this conjecture is allowed,

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then the fortreſs would contain a cantonment of eight large towers, excluſive of 


thoſe defending the gateway. One matter, which ſeems neceſſary to obſerve, points 
out the great antiquity of this caſtle, that our records furniſh us with no licence 


for fortifying and embattling ; which is not the caſe of any other in the county, 
except Barnard Caſtle : and ſo early as the 27th year of Biſhop Hatfield, it is ſtiled 
in the records the barony of Brancepeth.$ On failure of iſſue male in Bertram 
Bulmer, f his only daughter Emma married Geoffrey Nevill, the grandſon of 
Gilbert de Nevill, a Norman, who came into England with the conqueror : they 
had iſſue a ſon Henry, and a daughter Iſabel. Henry the ſon, in the 15th year 
of King John, having been-in arms with the barons, gave an hundred marks to 

regain the king's favour ; promiſing future fidelity, and as a ſecurity againſt a 
relapſe, he engaged to forfeit all his poſſeſſions ; and for performance of his vow, 

he delivered two hoſtages, together with his caſtle of Brancepeth, to be held at the 


king's pleaſure. Henry died without iſſue in the eleventh year of King Henry III. 


A. D. 1227, whereupon his ſiſter Iſabel -became his ſole heir. She married 
Robert Fitz Maldred, Lord of Raby, by whom ſhe had a fon, Geoffrey, who, in 
honour of his mother, ſo great an inheritrix, aſſumed the ſirname of Nevill ; 


from whom ſprang that branch, whoſe principal ſeat was for many ages afterwards 


at Raby; and whoſe deſcendants were Farls of Weſtmorland. The caſtle and 
lordſhip of Brancepeth continued in the Nevill family till forfeited by Charles, 


Earl of Weſtmorland; when, by an interpoſition of the influence of the crown, par- 
liament thought proper to take it from the Biſhop of Durham, to whom by right 


of juriſdiction it belonged ; and by ſtatute in the 13th of Queen Elizabeth, it was 


veſted in the crown, under the flimſy pretence of indemnify ing government againſt 


the heavy expences incurred by the rebellion.“ An inquiſition was taken by the 
crown officers ſoon after the attainder, under which the caſtle, with its ſeveral 
appendages are noted. Another ſurvey was taken by inquiſition in the reign of 
King James I. previous to the ſettlement of Prince Charles's houſehold ; upon 
y Vide Horde | .

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Charles coming to the crown, the forfeited eſtates were by letters patent, in the 


year 1629, granted to certain citizens of London, as before obſerved, when we 


treated of the honour of Barnard Caſtile, upon truſt to ſell the ſame ; and on the 
25th of April, 1633, they conveyed the caſtle and manor of Brancepeth, with their 
appendages, to Lady Middleton, Abraham Croſſelis, and John Jones, who, 
on the 24th of May, 1636, conveyed the ſame to Ralph Cole, of Newcaſtle, 


Eſq. in truſt for his fon Nicholas Cole, of the ſame place, merchant, (afterwards 


Sir Nicholas.) His ſon Sir Ralph Cole, the 19th of April, 1701, in conſideration 
of 16,800]. paid, together with an annuity of ;o00l. ſecured to himſelf for life, and 


_  200l. to his wife for life, if ſhe ſurvived him, conveyed the caſtle and eſtates to 
Sir Henry Bellaſyſe, Knight, who died 1719, æt. 77. He left an only ſon, 


William Bellaſyſe, Eſq. who died the 1oth of February, 1769, leaving an only 


daughter, who departed this life on the 6th of April, 1774, and by her will 
deviſed the caſtle, manor, and eſtates to her kinſman, the preſent Earl of Faucon- 


berg, who ſold the ſame to John Tempeſt, Eſq. : on that occaſion, by advertiſe- 
ment, it appeared that the eſtate contains 4600 acres, all of freehold tenure, and 
the rental was then 21341. 8s. 4d. per annum. 

The church ſtands at the ſouth end of the village, near the caſtle, i is in the Gi 
of a croſs, and beautifully decorated within. The chancel is in length fourteen 

ces, and in width ſeven paces, wainſcotted and ſtalled with oak, in an excellent 
taſte, highly finiſhed with tabernacle-work ; the roof is pannelled with oak, in 
diamonds, the joinings ornamented with cherubs crowned, ſupporting ſhields, ON 
which are ſcripture ſentences, in raiſed letters, of fine carving. The ſpace within 
the rails, to which you aſcend by three ſteps, is four paces wide, and the altar is 


gracefully covered with crimſon velvet. The chancel is divided from the nave by 


a pointed arch, which is cloſed by gates and ſtalls canopied, and ornamented up 


| to the roof, with elegant tabernacle work, in three ſpires. In the middle of the 


chancel is a tomb, with effigies cut in wood ; the figure of the man is in a coat of 
mail, the hands elevated with gauntlets, wearing his caſque or helmet, which reſts

It doth not appear that STockLEy was ever ſevered from the chief manor of

Cutheard, ſecond Biſhop of Cheſter, was given by Barnard, a prieſt, to St. Cuthbert, 


that he might be admitted one of the fraternity of Durham monaſtery. Here 


Henry Mills, Eſq. has a pleaſant ſeat. The family of Bowes had poſſeſſions here, 
but they were ſoon united with the lare eſtates of the Nevills, and paſſed there- 
with in the attamder.

The firſt poſſeſſors of this manor we find named in 
the records, were Birdons ; Roger de Birdon held the ſame in capite of the biſhop, 
by homage, fealty, and ten ſhillings rent at the exchequer, and died ſeized there- 
of, leaving John, his ſon and heir, as appears by an inquiſition taken in the 12th 
year of Biſhop Hatfield.* The Birdons fell into female iſſue, and the daughters 
of Roger came to the eſtate in the time of the ſame prelate : Elizabeth, Alicia, 
and Emma, the wife of ***** Scouland. f Emma had iſſue, a daughter, Matilda. 
and died ſeized of a moiety of the manor, in the 36th year of the ſame prelate. 
In the 10th of Biſhop Skirlaw, John de Birdon died ſeized in Courteſſie, in right 
of Alice his wife, daughter of Roger de Birdon, of a meſſuage, 70 acres of land, 
and 10 of wood, and the ſite of a water-mill in Helmindon, leaving his ſon Tho- 
mas his heir. From this period the eſtates became ſo ſubdivided, and the number 
of proprietors increaſed ſo much, that it 1s no longer material to trace the deſcent 
of their poſſeſſions. 
| Crook and BIILv- Row lie to the weſt of Brancepeth town, and in the book of 
rates are joined with Stanley. They were ancient members of Brancepeth, and 
in the inquiſitions taken on the death of Ralph, Earl of Weſtmorland, we find a 
diſtinction, © of the foreſt of Crook with Brancepeth.”” T2 

FasT and WST BRAN DON alſo appear in the inquiſitions, poſt mortem, of the 
Earls of Weſtmorland. The family of Birdons, in the time of Biſhop Hatfield, 
held Weſt Grindon, Wolleys, and Weſt Brandon, by homage, fealty, and ſuit of 
court at Brancepeth.$E On the crown of Brandon-hill, which is a very lofty emi- 
nence, commanding an extenſive proſpect on every ſide, is a remarkable tumulus, 
or mount of an oblong figure, one hundred and twenty paces in circumference of 
the baſe, and now in height about twenty-four perpendicular feet. If this was 
erected for a beacon, it is a moſt conſpicuous ſtation; if it covers ſome hero who 
fell in battle, it denotes the reſting place of a perſon of high diſtincton, from its 
magnitude. A ſearch for etymologies often lead into vague conceits ; ſome have 
conceived the name of Brandon is a corruption of Bury-Dane ; but the dedication 
before-mentioned, perhaps, removes every other more ingenious explication. 

BuRNLGILL, or as it is wrote in the ancient records, BukNING-HILL, certainly 
took its name from the gill or valley, through which the river r Browne runs, over-

On a lofty ſituation to the ſouth-eaſt is Merrington, a long irregular village, 
| lying on the ridge of a hill. On the north fide of the town, in a very ſpacious 
and open yard, ſtands the church. Merrington was one of the places granted by 
William de Carilepho to his monaſtery of Durham. In Cumin's uſurpation of 


the ſee, his nephew ſeized the tower of this church, filled it with'armed men, and f 
ſet about to fortify it with a vallum and ditch; this is the firſt account we have 


of the place. The church ſhews many marks of antiquity. The tower, like that 
of Jarrow, has ſtood in the centre of four ailes, forming a crofs. The chancel is 
four paces in width, and five paces within the rails; in the centre of which ſpace, 
the communion table ſtands, open on all ſides; the aſcent is by three ſteps: from 


the rails, the chancel is nine paces in length, neatly wainſcoted in pannels, &c. 


ſtalled with oak on each ſide, with an open cut ſereen: the eaſt window of three 
lights, is under a circular arch; one, of three windows to the ſouth, is now walled 


up; the arches are pointed: there are no lights to the north. The nave is entered 


from the chancel by a narrow circular arch. The whole length of the nave, from 
the ſcreen of the chancel to the weſt end, is 26 paces, of which the tower takes 
up nine; but the arches being open under the tower, that. part is ſtalled and 


forms part of the preſent ſpace allotted for the congregation. The weſt ſide of 


the tower riſes on a heavy circular arch, ſupported on buttreſſes ; the eaſt ſide alſo 
_ riſes on a circular arch, but it ſprings from cluſtered pillars, capitalled in the an- 
cient and moſt rude Saxon form. The body of the church is lighted by one window 

to the north, under a pointed arch, and another to the ſouth under a circular arch, 
with an caſt light: A large porch, called Lawrence's porch, opens to the middle 
aile by a pointed arch, near 24 feet in ſpan; we could obtain no information why 
the name of Lawrence was given to this porch, nor could we diſcover any monu- 
ment, or other matter, to lead to it.“ The tower is a maſſive pile, near 60 feet

- THE PARISH OF Sr. ANDREWS AUCKLAND. 


WI now enter the extenſive pariſh of St. Andrews Auckland, being the 


laſt to be treated of within the limits of the rivers Tyne and Tees. 


The church of St. Andrews is ſituate on the banks of the river Gaunleſs, on a ; 


fine rifing ground, in the midſt of a narrow valley ; diſtant from the town of 
Biſhop, or North Auckland, about a mile. This edifice is in the form of a 


croſs, with a tower at the weſt end. The chancel is in width ſeven paces, 


and in length ſeventeen paces, neatly finiſhed with oak, having fourteen ſeats or 
ſtalls on each fide; in the ſouth wall, by the altar, are three niches for officiating 
prieſts, The chancel is lighted by ſix irregular windows to the ſouth, and three 


to the north; the eaſt window is of five compartments under a pointed arch: by 


the fragments of coloured glaſs, it ſeems the windows were formerly highly deco- 
rated; paintings of our Saviour's ſufferings ſtill remain in the north windows.“ 
It is ſeparated from the croſs aile by a fine pointed arch, with elegant mouldings, 
riſing from brackets. f The croſs aile is in length thirty paces, and in width ſeven 
paces. The north end is lighted by four windows, one to the north, (compoſed

The ſouth limb of the croſs is Hake — 
three windows, one at the end, and two to the eaſt, all conſiſting of three compart- 
ments, and under pointed arches: . under the ſouth window is a nich, with-water 
baſons. The nave is uniform, having two ſide ailes, formed by rows of four pillars, 
the firſt and third cluſtered, the intermediate ones octagonal, ſupporting pointed 
arches, light and elegant; the nave is in length thirty-four paces, and near twenty 
ces in width, regularly ſtalled with-oak, and kept in good order. It is lighted 
by three large windows i in the ſouth aile, and two in the north; fix windows in the 
upper range to the ſouth, and five to the north: the tower riſes on a pointed arch, 
ſpringing from pilaſters. There is a large gallery at the weſt end. In the church 
are two effigies, one in ſtone of a female, with a ſquare head dreſs, ſuppoſed to be 
one of the Bellaſys; the monument is cut in that kind of ſoft limeſtone which is 
got in the ſea banks of Hartlepool, and works like chalk immediately after being 
brought from the bed, but hardens with time equal to marble ; the other is ſaid to 
be the monument of one of the Pollards; Mr. Pennant deſcribes it * a croſs-legged 
* knight, armed in mail to his fingers ends, with a ſkirt, formed of ſtripes, reach- 
« ing to his knees; a ſhort ſword and conic helm.“ The author of the ſepulchral 
monuments adds, — Is not this the common plated ſurcoat ?” The hood is 
united with the veſt or waiſt and. ſleeves of the mail, and the ſleeves are continued, 
and form the mitts or cover for the hands. The figure | is of wood, the right leg

Tanner in the Notitia, p. 116, fays—* This church or chapel of St. Andrew 
« here was made collegiate, and well endowed by Anthony Beck, Biſhop of 
« Durham.” Leland (Colect, vol. I. 123) calls him Primus Fundator, and he 
is reckoned founder by other authors in general : but there ſeems ro have been 
ſome foundation here before; for in 1239 Robertus de Courteny habuit literas 
de preſentatione ad decanatum de Aclent ratione vacationis Epiſcopatus Dunelm. 
pat. 24 Hen. III. m. 5. The name of Auckland is derived of the Saxon Ac 
or Ake, Quercus ; and Ley, Campus, the field or place of oaks: this place, in old 
writings, 18 ſpelled Akeland, Aucland, Aclent, Acclat, and Acle. . Authors have 
ſuppoſed that the prebends of this church, and the churches of Darlington, 
Eaſington, and Norton, were founded by Biſhop William de Karilepho, by order 
or aſſent of Pope Gregory, for the maintenance of thoſe ſecular canons only, whom 
he had diſplaced from the cathedral church of Durham; Leland's. expreſſions on 
this occaſion have been conſtrued to imply, that they had no ſucceſſors, and that 
their prebends or portions in thoſe churches expired with them: this may 
reaſonably be ſuppoſed in ſome of the churches, from the total filence of authors 
about any prebendaries in Eaſington church in after times: thus we find that Pont 
eland church, in Northumberland, was prebendal about the time of the Lincoln 
taxation, 1291, after which we hear no more of its being collegiate : nor indeed do 
we hear of any prebendaries in Norton till about the year 1227, or at Darlington, 
till Hugh Pudſey's time, who was conſecrated Biſhop of Durham, 2th December, 
1153. But it is certain there were prebendaries here, before Biſhop Beck's 
ordonance for conſtituting a deanry within this church, and probably they had a 
ſucceſſion here from the early period before noted. There is an excellent ſpirit 
of piety breathed throughout the prelate's act on this occaſion: We truſt that 
our paſtoral duty is diſcharged moſt ſuitably to the will of God, when our care 
c extends not only to the procuring of temporal emoluments to his church, but 
« alſo to the promotion of religion in his people; that while divine ſervice is per- 
_ © formed with greater veneration, a more fervent devotion may be excited in the 
« congregation, and that the holy offices, with the miniſters, may be acknowledged 
« with greater reverence and honour. Seeing therefor that the collegiate church 
« of St. Andrew of Auckland, in our dioceſe, is not only greatly decreaſed in the 
e number of its prebendaries, but in revenue alſo; and as no canon or prebendary 
of this church doth either reſide himſelf, or find a proper perſon to officiate in his 
« ſtead, though duty and honeſty require it, pretending in excuſe, that they have 
« no houſes there, or ſufficient grounds whereon to build : We, &c. with the con- 
ec ſent of maſter Robert de Alberwyke, Vicar, and of all the canons or prebendaries 
te there, do ORDAIN as followeth:—As within the limits of the pariſh of Auckland, 
« certain new lands of our waſtes have been brought intotillage in our time, whereof 
ee the tithes are in our diſpoſal, as well by common right, as the cuſtom of the ſaid 
b pariſh, of ſuch tithes of new or waſte lands ſo brought into tillage beyond 
« Gaundleſs, in our foreſt, towards the weſt, and near Gaundleſs, in Wydeope 
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Moor, we conſtitute and ordain a prebend to the amount of ten pounds, con- 


« ceiving that the faid tithes will for ever prove ſufficient to anſwer the ſame: and 
« becauſe an union of the prerogative of dignity and eminence of perſon with 


_ «« riches conſtitutes the higheſt degree” of an excellent office, the name of vicar, 


* which hitherto has been the moſt eminent in this church, we decree ſhall for 
« ever be changed to that of dean of the collegiate church, therein not' only 


* regarding the late vicar, now the dean thereof, and his ſucceſſors, but alſo the 


« advancement of that church to higher honours. A new prebend was annexed 
to the deanry, and it was thereby ordained, that the dean and his ſucceſſors ſhould 


receive all obventions, lands, rents, rights, and liberties, which the vicars formerly 
Had. And alfo that the dean ſhould conſtantly reſide, and provide a prieſt to 


officiate in the prelate's Chapel at Auckland. And that he ſniould provide prieſts, 


and other fit officiating miniſters; as uſual, to the duty of the pariſh church and 


chapel, where all his tithes, and other revenues and emoluments, arife. And as 
to thoſe prebendaries who neither reſided, or furniſhed proper clerks to officiate in 
their ſtead, that all pretence for non-refidence might be removed, he appointed a 
certain parcel of land, lying on the ſouth fide of the church, on which they might 
build; enjoining them by their obedience, that, before the expiration of tWo years 
next following, ſuch habitations ſhould be erected. And alfo ordained, that every 
canon that did not refide, ſhould provide a proper vicar or curate to officiate in his

| Walter de Langton, Galfrid de Veſano, John de London, Maſter Adam de 


Brompton, and their ſucceſſors, ſhould' engage prieſts, and pay them annually five 
marks each, and the four next cations, John de Lacey, Sire Richard de Inſula, 
John de Wytham, and Allan de Kirkham, ſhould engage deacons, with ſtipends 
of forty ſhillings a year each; and the reſt of the canons ſhould have ſubdeacons, 
with ſtipends of thirty ſhillings annually : which curates were to be preſented to 
the dean for his approbation, with certain rules touching their ſucceſſors. It was 
alſo ordained, that divine ſervice ſhould be chaunted all the year round, at the 
- uſual hours, after the method uſed. at York and Saliſbury, and that high maſs 
ſhould be daily celebrated at the third hour; and alſo that the maſs of the Virgin 
Mary ſhould be celebrated by Maſter Adam de Brompton, or his curate, and their 
ſucceſſors, at the uſual time. And that the preſbyters appointed by the dean to 
inſpe& more particularly into the affairs of the parifh, and all other miniſters, 
ſhould. conform to proper habits, and at all times ſhew obedience. The cu- 
rates of the rn a were to officiate weekly, according to their different 
degrees: the dean to regulate all ſpiritual matters, and to proceed even to the 
puniſhment of delinquents. Matins to be ſaid every day for the benefit of the 
pariſhioners. The firſt ſtall on the ſouth fide of the choir was reſerved for the 
biſhop ; the firit ſtall on the north fide. was the dean's place; that the canons, 
whoſe curates were prieſts, to hold the next places; after them the canons, whoſe 
curates were; deacons; and laſtly the canons, whoſe curates were ſubdeacons : and 
that the ſame order ſhould be held in proceſſions. This inſtrument was ſigned 
and ſealed at Auckland, and dated on the morrow of the octaves of the Epiphany, 
in the year 1292, and the tenth of the prelate's conſecration.

A. D. 1547, and was left neither rectorial nor vicarial, but 
became a donative, or curacy, very meanly provided for, conſidering the parifh 
was ſo opulent, extenſive, and populous, and remains ſo this time: Biſhop Coſin's 
grant of a moiety of the Prebend of Bondgate, making a conſiderable part of the

Aſter the diſſolution, the rights, tithes, and eſtates, belonging to this church, 
were variouſly diſpoſed of by the crown ; to trace out which would be a dif- 


_ agreeable taſk in the eye of many of our readers ; but for the information of thoſe 


who wiſh to have a curſory view of the matter, we have placed ſuch extracts and 
references in the notes, as may lead them to the authorities for fuller fatisfaQion. 

Some of the prebendal . and the dean's houſe, remain, converted into 
farm-houſes, without any thing curious about them: their ſituation is to the weſt 


of the church, on dry and elevated ground. Sir Arthur Hazelrig having 


purchaſed the deanry lands, on his attainder they came to the crown, and were 
ranted to Biſhop Coſin, who annexed them to the ſee for ever..

hundred. The exchequer lands were ſmall : and there was a forge, and alſo a 
furnace, held at 6d. rent. There is a valor of the Grange, in which all the plots of 
ground are mentioned, with the number of acres in each, containing in the whole 
three hundred and eighty acres. The ſmall portion of freehold land affords us 
little matter worthy notice in the remaining records ; we- find the families of 
Padecocks and Bracks there; and the Hotons were poſſeſſed of Coundon. The 
Hoppers were the moſt ancient family reſident here; they poſſeſſed Howledge, 
now the ſeat of the Agnews; but, falling into female iſſue, the heireſs married one 
Nicholſon, whoſe only daughter and heireſs, Elizabeth, intermarrying with 
Humphrey Doubleday, of Butterby, carried with her the poſſeſſions of the two 
families, which centred in her: ſhe ſurvived her huſband, and ſold Howledge, 
now the ſeat of the Agnews; her iſſue ſtill retain conſiderable poſſeſſions at 
Coundon. The proſpect from Coundon Grange is extenſive and beautiful, com- 
manding the valley in which the Aucklands are ſeated, and a long ſtretch of the 
_ vale of Wear. | ; 


Io the eaſt of Howledge lies W1NDLESTON, the manſion of Sir John Eden, 
Baronet, ſeated on an eaſy inclination of the hill, with an eaſtern aſpect. This 


family appears to have been reſident at Windlefton from about the beginning of 
Queen Elizabeth's reign. In early times, this eſtate was divided in many families; 


part came to the Edens by the ſettlement after mentioned ; and, by the induſtry 


and attention of the family, other parts were gathered together at various periods. 
Biſhop Bury gave licence to David de Holgrave, and Ellen his wife, to grant 
fifteen meſſuages and fifteen oxgangs of land in Windleſton, to a chaplain for 
performing daily offices for ever in the church of Bothal, in Northumberland, for 
the ſouls of their parents and anceſtors.* 2x | 
The manor was lately held by the heirs of John Morland, Eſq. and was pur- 
chaſed by one of the Eden family. In the 5th year of Biſhop Langley, Robert de 
Ogle the elder died ſeized of ſeven meſſuages and thirteen oxgangs of land in 
Windleſton, held of Robert Menville in ſocage, rendering 12d. f In the 16th year 


of King Henry VIII. Robert Lord Ogle being ſeized of the family poſſeſſions there, 


conveyed lands in Windleſton in fee ſimple to John Bentley, from whom they 
deſcended to his brother and heir, Thomas Bentley, clerk, who conveyed the ſame 
over in truſt, in the 29th year of the ſame reign, to the uſe of himſelf for life ; 
remainder to John Eden, fon of William Eden, of Durham, mercer, in tail- male; 
the like remainder to Peter Eden, John's brother ; the like remainder to Cuthbert, 
another brother, with remainders over to Thomas Bentley. Lord Ogle ſold other 
poſſeſſions in Windleſton in the eight year of the ſame reign to William Richardſon, 
who, in the 4th year of King Edw. VI. fold to one Hindmer ; and he, in the 10th 
year of Queen Elizabeth, fold to John Eden, of Beiſis, and his heirs. One Thomas

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Martin was alſo ſeized of lands there, which, in the 12th year of Henry VIII. he 
ſold to William Wren, from whom they came to Buſby, and from Buſby to John 
Eden. In the reign of Queen Elizabeth, John Lord Lumley was ſeized of a 
meſſuage and five oxgangs and upwards of land there; and in the fourth year of the 


ſame reign, he conveyed the ſame in fee ſimple to Richard Chambre, who, in the 


Iith year of that reign, conveyed to Peter Maddiſon, and he, in the 19th year, 

conveyed to John Eden, of Belſis, and his heirs, Other part of Windleſton be- 
longed to Neeſham monaſtery ; ; and, being purchaſed from the crown, was con- 
veyed, 1635, by one Robert Stevenſon to Robert Eden, of Windleſton, Eſq. in 


fee, who, in the 14th year of James I. ſettled Windleſton, on his ſon. Robert's 
marriage with Ann Bee, and Robert again ſettled the eſtate upon his ſon John's 


marriage with Katharine Layton, and John ſettled: the eſtate on his ſon Robert, on 
his marriage with Margaret Lambton, and Sir Robert ſettled the fame on his ſon 
Sir John, on his marriage with Katharine Shafto, and Sir John ſettled the ſame on 
his ſon Sir Robert, on his marriage with. Mary Daviſon, from whom it deſcended 
to their eldeſt ſon Sir John Eden, the preſent poſſeſſor. * 

Southward of Howledge lies the ende of Ex DN, on a lofty ſituation. This 
is one of the places before remarked to be given to the church of Durham by 


Canute, on his pilgrimage to the ſhrine of St. Cuthbert. How the manor was 


fevered from the church, or whether Canute's grant extended merely to part of 


the lands which came to Lord Seaforth by marriage of the heirs of Kenith, 


we know not; the manor, with the whole vill, was part of the poſſeſſions of the 


Nevills: was afterwards the eſtate of Lady Kenmuire, and now 1s the * of 


Sir John Scott; temp. chancellor of this county palatine. 

The village of MipaiDcs lies a little diſtance towards the ſouth of Eldon. We 
find few tenants in capite here; in Biſhop Bury's time, Thomas Midridge held a 
meſſuage and twenty acres of land, rendering 6s. at the exchequer, and by the: 


_ ſervice of mowing at Midridge Grange, or paying a penny yearly ; carrying mill- 


ſtones to Kempil mill, if required; grinding there, and rendering allo unam wed- 
benne,.*F We find ſeveral other families holding ſmall parcels of land in capite, 
among which are the Heighingtons, who held fifteen acres, by mowing, making, 
and carrying the lord's hay to his grange at Midridge, together with three 
hundred acres held of the biſhop in bond tenure.F The family of Scropes had a 
ſmall poſſeſſion here. 

South-eaſt from Midridge lies Easr, or Ord TurcklEr, thus diſtinguiſhed, as 
there is a farmhold, at the diſtance of about two miles weſtward, called Weſt 
Thickley: it is alſo called Thickley Punchardon. The Bolden Buke denotes that 
it was anciently fevered from the manor of Red worth, and rendered a mark yearly 
at the feaſt of St. Cuthbert, in September, for cornage. Hatfield's Survey informs

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us that William Lilburn then held it in right of his wife. It continued in that 
family for ſeveral generations, and was the object of great contention in law be- 

tween Ralph Claxton and Richard Lilburn, in the year 1638, when, in a writ of 
right proſecuted in the court of pleas at Durham before Judge Berkley, battle was 
waged. The battle was ſuſpended upon a point which aroſe in the proceedings, 
and occaſioned the matter to come before the king in council, from whence it was 
referred to the opinion of the judges, Branſton, Chief Juſtice, Devenport, Ch. 


Baron Denham, Hutton, Jones, Cook, and others, who gave opinion againſt the 
exception; but we do not find that the proceeding went further. The champions 


appeared in court in array, and caſt their gauntlets, their weapons were battons, 
with ſand bags: and ſuch were the barbarous cuſtoms even of ſo late an æra, that 
the deciſion of a title to lands was left to Heaven, under the baſtings of a quarter 


ſtaff. Richard Lilburn was the father of the famous Lieutenant Colonel John 


- Lilburn, who was ſo conſpicuous a character in the time of Cromwell's uſurpation. 
The colonel was born at Thickley, in the year 1618,* but being a younger ſon, was 


deſigned for trade: his hiſtory and ſuſferings are too well known to require 


repetition in this place : it is ſufficient to note, that he diſtinguiſhed himſelf as a 


ſoldier, at the battles of Edgehill, Brentford, and Marſton Moor, in the parliament 


army : and, as a writer, he was publicly acknowleded, in the political as well as 


puritanical character, with applauſe : notwithſtanding fome few errors apparent in 


bis opinions, his memory is ſweet to the lovers of liberty and their country, for 


the bold, virtuous, and diſtinguiſhed manner in which, upon his trial, he defended 


that jewel on the hand of Engliſh liberty, that conſtellation that ſhines on our 
happy ſhores, that ſtar of our ſafety the authority of juries: his words are re- 


peated to us“ The jury by law are not only judges of the fact, but of the law alſo ; © 


and you that call yourſelves judges of law, are no more bu! Nerman intruders ; 
* and, in truth, if he jury pleaſe, are no more but ciphers, to pronounce their verdie.”'$ 


In this enlightened age, foreigners would not conceive it poſſible, that this gem of 


our conſtitution would be again brought into queſtion : it was not to be wondered 
at, under the precedency of Lord Commiſſioner Keble: in other circumſtances, 
how different 13 our day, to that moſt horrible period of our hiſtory. This great. 


man died at Eltham, on the 29th of Auguſt, 1657, in the 39th year of his age, 


and was interred at the new burial ground in Moorfields. John Lilburn is. 
deſcribed to us as a man of a moſt undaunted ſpirit, irreproachable in his private 
life, and, with a warmth bordering on enthuſiaſm, attached to the cauſe of liberty. 
Many writers repreſented him to be a man of a contentious and quarrelſome tem- 
per; and Sir Henry Martin, it is ſaid, ſpoke of him reproachfully, as “if there: 
were none living but him, John would be againſt Lilburn, and Lilburn againſt 
John.“ It ſeems neither of the enraged parties could do him juſtice, he was 
not the dupe of either; he oppoſed the illegal exertions of prerogative, as well as

Richard, the father of John Lilburn, had three ſons, Robert, John, and Henry; Robert was a Colonel 
of Horſe, in 1645, Governor of Newcaftle the two following years, and, after the king's death, Major 
General of the North of England. — He had his name put into the lift of the king's judges, and actually 
fat upon the bench at his trial and condemnation, for which he was tried and attainted after the reftora. 
tion, whilſt his father was living. The eftate at Thickley devolved upon Robert's children, by his wife 
Margaret, daughter of Henry Beke, of Hadenham, in Bucks, Gent. which were Robert born' 1650, 
Richard born 1652, Ephraim born 1662, all which were living in 1688, and their father, the Major 
General, being baniſhed to the iſland of St. Nicholas, near Plymouth, ſpending the remainder of his life 
in that confinement, and dying there in 1665, aged 52 years, or thereabouts; was buried, as his ſon 
Richard believed, at Plymouth.” | Bios.

- The village of Sy1LDoN lies to the north-weſt of Thickley. The Belafyſes held 
lands here with Henknoll, thus mentioned in an inquiſition poſt mortem, taken 
in the 1 5th year of Biſhop Langley, on the death of Robert Belaſys. The manor of 
Henknoll, with its appurtenances, fix acres of land in North Auckland, called the 
Moor Cloſe, held of the biſhop by foreign ſervice, ſervice at the county at three 


head days, 8s. rent at the exchequer, and carrying the biſhop's corn with four 


oxen. A parcel of land called Coldwellfield, with a meadow thereto belonging, 
on the weſt ſide of the river Gaunleſs, beſides the fields of Henknoll, held of 
William Lilburn, as of the manor of Shildon, by the ſervice of rendering unius 
calapulte yearly : the firſt inſtance we have met with in the records of a catapult 
being provided. Another parcel of land in Shildon, called Copycroche, held of 


Ralph Earl of Weſtmorland, as of the manor of Shildon. Alſo a meſſuage and 


fifteen acres of land and meadow in Shildan, held of the Prioreſs of Neceham. 

After croſſing the Roman toad which leads from Piercebridge to Bincheſter, 
BRUSLETON Towsk attracts. the traveler's notice, a pleaſure houſe built by the late 
Mr. Carr, of St. Helen's Auckland, on an eminence ſo lofty, that it is ſaid to com- 
mand a view of the. Eaſtern and Weſtern oceans. WesTILE and BIIDERSHAw lie 
to the ſouthward, of which places we find nothing remarkable. To the weſt 
is LUTRINGTON, . within the chapelry of St. Helen Auckland. This is one of 
the places ſaid to be given to the church of Durham by Canute, on his pilgrimage 
to the ſhrine of St. Cuthbert. It gave name to the reſident family before the 


Bolden Buke was made, and therein we find that Galterus de Lutrington rendered 5 


for his vill of Lutrington 20s. made up three portions of land in autumn with all 


his men, except thoſe of his houſehold, ſerved the biſhop as an emiſſary, provided 


four oxen to draw the prelate's wine, and attended the great chace. In Biſhop 
Hatfield's Survey it appears that Lord William Bowes then held this manor, and 
performed. his ſervice in the lands of Coundon with his men.* By an inquiſition 
taken in the 35th of that prelate, on the death of Thomas del Bowes, it is ſtated, that 
he held of the biſhop in capite the vill of Lutrington, by homage, fealty, 20s. rent 
at the exchequer, three days works at the manor of Coundon, three ſuit days at 
the county, and carrying three parts of a dole of wine from Auckland to Weardale. 
Alſo held a place called the Fryth, in Weſt Auckland Moor, a meſſuage, and 
twenty- four acres of land in Cockfield; alſo held of John Heron, and Elizabeth 
his wife, ſixty acres of land in Hilton, rendering a roſe; and alſo held of William 
and Robert de Wakerfield ten acres of land in Stotlem. In an inquiſition taken 
in the time of Biſhop Booth, on the death of William Bowes, Knight, Lutrington

To the north lies the village of Wesr AuckLanD, which is noted in Bolden 
Buke to have eighteen villains, who held each an oxgang of land, providing three 
men weekly in autumn to win and lead the hay, during which ſervice they had a 
corody, each led corn two days, and together they provided eighteen hens, 
nine ſcore eggs, one milch cow, and made three carryings between Tyne and 


Tees. William Coupman and others held divers parcels of land, under certain 
rents, and the ſervices of ploughing and harrowing the lord's lands, making hay, 


F ridges of fallow in autumn, and ſerved as emiſſaries. Elſtan a Drenge 


held four oxgangs of land, made four portions in autumn with all his men, except 
thoſe of his houſehold, ploughed and harrowed two acres, ſerved as emiſſary be- 


tween Tyne and Tees, and provided four oxen to draw the biſhop's wine. It 


appears that the lands were in the-biſhop's hands during the minority of the heir, 
a portion thereof being aſſigned to the mother for his maintenance. All the 


villains of Aucklandſhire, viz. of North Auckland, Weſt Auckland, Eſcomb, and 


| Newton, provided for the biſhop's chace, for each oxgang of land, one cord, 


aſſiſted to build the biſhop's hall in the foreſt, with a butler's room, a diſpenſa, || 


perhaps a ſteward's room, a chamber, and privy, beſides a chapel of the dimenſion 


ſtipulated, and a portion of the paling, hedge, or fence, around the lodge: they 
were intitled to 2s. and, on the biſhop's quitting the foreſt, to a full tun or half a 
tun of beer, it ſo much remained. They were to keep the hawk-yard, as we ap- 
prehend the ſervice to be, from the obſcure expreſſion uſed in the record, and were 


intitled to make eighteen booths at St. Cuthbert's fairs. Beſides, all the villians and 


tenants were, at the biſhop's ſummons, to attend the rahunt ; this ſervice is diffi- 
cult to define, whether it implied a ſervice of attending the lord on horſeback in 
his road from manor to manor, or was a ſervice in the foreſt, or that of hue-and- 
cry after malefactors, and has relation to the Scotch word zie, robbery.} They

panetr. and bocera ;* and the ayer accipitr. is deſcribed to be in warda de Aukland.F 
Thomas Surtees held one hundred acres of land, called the Kingfield. In the 

inquiſitions poſt mortem, we find various poſſeſſors of land held in capite, by the 
common ſervices. The Taillours, & Boltons, Sockburns, and Coupmans, C who 
ploughed in Coundonfield for their ſervice: this laſt family held lands in Walker- 
field of the priory of Durham: Batmans,“ whoſe ſervice was © factendo ſer. precor,” 
&c. working ſo many days works or harveſt days at Coundon Grange in autumn: 
| Fiſh, Allgood, Foſters, Perkinſons, and Daltons, which laſt named family had 
conſiderable poſſeſſions; William Dalton, in the time of King Henry VI. conveyed 
his eſtate to Thomas Dalton, and Ralph Nevill aliened other lands to Ralph 
Dalton: on the 24th July, 1oth Elizabeth, by an inquiſition taken on the death of 
Robert, ſon of Ralph Dalton, it appears he died without iffue, ſeized of five 
meſſuages, and divers lands at Weſt Auckland, held in dringage, which ſervice 
for the premiſes conſiſted of ploughing a rood of the lord's land, aſſiſting at 
making hay, ſending a man three days to bind in corn harveſt, and attending on the 
| biſhop's legations between Tyne and Tees, paying yearly at the exchequer a money 
rent, &c. The eſtate deſcended to Robert Dalton, his couſin and heir, who, by 
lettlement, limited the ſame to the heirs of the bodies of John Hutton, and 
Elizabeth his wife. 29th July, 33d Elizabeth, William Tailboys, of Weſt 
Auckland, and Jane his wife, by fine, conveyed in truſt to John Eden, William 
Eden, and Ralph Eden, ſons of Jane, the manor of Weſt Auckland, and all their 
lands there, and in Evenwood, Gateſhead, and Wolſingham, to the uſe of John 
Eden in tail male; remainder to William in tail male; remainder to Ralph; 
remainder to Jane, with remainder to John in fee ſimple; from which proprietors 
this eſtate, with the ancient manſion houſe, deſcended to the preſent owner, Sir 
John Eden, Bart.—There is an ancient manſion at Weſt Auckland, with a con- 
ſiderable eſtate appertaining thereto, belonging to Fenwick Wilſon, Eſq. of 
Borough-Hall, in Weſtmorland. ee bt e e 
Two miles towards the weſt lies the village of Evenwoop. This place is 
diſtinguiſhed by the names of Evenwood and the Barony ; but when it obtained 
the appellation of Barony, our records are ſilent ; neither do we find any exerciſe 
of ſpecial privileges here, except ſuch are appendant to a manor and park of the 
biſhop. Evenwood was one of the places ſaid to be given to the church of 
Durham by Canute, at the time of his pilgrimage to the ſhrine of St. Cuthbert ; 
how the church came to be diveſted thereof, we know not; but it was the eſtate 
of the Hanſards, and by John Hanſard was conveyed to Biſhop Beck, who is ſaid

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to appropriate it to the church of Durham; but rather he annexed it to the poſſeſ- 
ſions of the ſee. Our records inform us, that, at the biſhop's inſtance, John de 
Lythege, and Alice his wife, granted to John Hanſard their manor of Werkerſale, 
and in conſideration for the ſame, Hanſard granted his manor of Evenwood 
and Fuley to Beck, and the bithop made compenſation to Lythege and his wife, 


by granting to them forty pounds per annum for their lives out of the manor of 


Allerton. Biſhop Beaumont granted the manor to Lord Ralph de Nevilt for life 
in the year 1331. He alſo granted one hundred and forty acres of moor and waſte 
land there to William, the fon of William Denum. In Biſhop Hat field's Survey, 
we find the names of ſeveral perſons who held lands at Evenwood; the Lord Nevill 


held the Colt Park, of the inheritance of John de Evenwood, John de Sadberg held 


a capital meſſuage with lands there, Hugh Williſon held lands and tenements, for 
which he rendered an arrow. Thomas Hanſard held the barony tofts, rendering 


three arrows. In 1368, the laft-named prelate granted for a term of years a' 


blomeſtage, bloomery, or iron furnace, in Gordon and Evenwood Park, at the rent 


of 16s. a week,“ the dry wood for that purpoſe to be delivered by Allan, the 
biſhop's ſeneſcal, John de Kingeſton, conſtable of Durham, or ſome perſon 
eſpecially deputed. Both Biſhop Hatfield and Fordham appointed park-keepers 


here for life.. Fordham directed an inquiſition on the petition of Walter de 
Hallyk, who had coal-works within Deanfield and Morlay, in the barony, of 


 Evenwood, touching the obſtruction of the roads, particularly a road from New- 
caſtle to Barnard Caſtle.$ Biſhop Nevill granted a leaſe to Sir William Eure, of 


all mines of coal and lead in Raby, Coldhurſt, Hertkeld, Hethercleugh, Follow 


and Wollow, in Evenwood, for twenty-three years, at 1121. 138. 4d. rent. By 


the ſurvey taken in 1646, and delivered into the Regiſter Office 25th May, in the 
ſucceeding year, it is ſtated “ There hath been a goodly houſe, called the Barony, 


but the ſame was then utterly decayed, and had ſo been for many years. A park, 
containing three hundred acres, then let for 1 20l. a year, beſides an out-rent paid 
_ * to the biſhop of 20l. a year. That within the manor or barony lie the townſhips 
of Killerby, Evenwood, and Weſt Auckland. That there is belonging to the 


* aforeſaid barony a great common or waſte, called Raley-fell, on which cajyle are: 
* put without ſtint; but there is no wood on the ſame, nor any in the barony.— 
There is a great colliery within the manor, called Thorne, in leaſe from the

To the north-eaſt of Weſt Auckland half a mile, lies the village of ST. Heran

in charge; the certified value 131. 9s. 4d. At the ſuppreſſion of the college, the 
patronage was left to the biſhop, and being a curacy, it pays no firſt-truits or 
tenths, A diſpute ariſing} between John Vaux, Curate of St. Helen Auckland, 
and John and Joſeph Cradock, impropriators, about the right of tithes, Vaux the 
complainant by his bill ſets forth againſt John and Joſeph Cradock, and William 
Williamſon, defendants, That the Prebend of St. Helen continually before the 
diſſolution uſed to have a vicar charol for ſinging and ſaying of divine ſervice, and

_ Inſtantly made claim of the ſaid tithes, being moſt of the curate's allowance and 
livelihood, which he had for ſerving the cure of a very populous pariſh. This ſuit 
was commenced gth September, 1633,$ and reſerved for trial in the court of pleas, 


but by conſent was referred to the award of Charles Leaver, of Heighington, Clerk, 
and Robert Thompſon, ſchoolmaſter of Auckland, who awarded that the tithes 
ſhould be paid to the complainant.

the beautiful ſeat of the family of Bacons, on a fine lofty ſituation, commanding a 
proſpect of the town of Biſhop Auckland, with the biſhop's palace and park, 

Bincheſter, the ſeat of Farrer Wren, Eſq. and the delightful ſcenes on the borders 
of the river Wear. The approach from Biſhop Auckland is by a ſtone bridge of 
two eljptical arches, remarkable for its excellent architecture. The accounts we 


have of this place are very obſcure, by reaſon of the number of places in this county 


of the name of Newton. In the Bolden: Buke it is ſtated, there were thirteen 
villains in Newton, whoſe ſervices were fimilar to thoſe of North Auckland. In 
Biſhop Hatfield's Survey there are but two inconſiderable free tenants named. 
The bond tenants held a common forge, furnace, and kiln, and they rendered for 
one milch cow at Martinmas 6s. for aver-pennies 8s. 8d. for cornage 208. 7d. and 
for each oxgang of land a hen at the nativity, and ten eggs at Eaſter, in all thirteen- 
hens and ſix ſcore and ten eggs.

writing Homeldon and Elmedon. Hunwick was held anciently by the family of 
Bincheſter, and ſo is noted in the Bolden Buke. Biſhop Hatfield's Survey notes 
no ſervile tenure; the exchequer lands were held under certain rents. We are not 
more happy in our ſearches in the inquiſitions, for they only point out to us the 
names of the perſons who held eſtates, but without ſhewing a regular ſucceſſion of 
proprietors. Emma, the widow of Emice de Skoweland, in the 36th of Biſhop 
Hatfield, died ſeized of a moiety of the manor of Helmydon, held of the 
biſhop in capite, by homage, fealty, and 29s. 6d. rent. Alſo a moiety of eight 
meſſuages, and twenty-nine acres of land in Hunwick, held of the Lord of 
Bincheſter. She left a daughter Matilda, of the age of fourteen years, her ſole 
heireſs. In Biſhop Skirlaw's time,* John de Byrden the elder was ſeized by 
curteſy in right of Alice his wife, daughter of Roger de Byrden, of five meſſuages, 
three tofts, and one hundred and twenty-four acres of land in Hunwyk, held of 
Ralph de Nevill, Earl of Weſtmorland, by fealty, and 4s. rent. Alſo a meſſuage, 
ſeventy acres of land, and ten of wood, and the fite of a water-mill in Helmedon, 
held of the biſhop in capite by military ſervice. In Biſhop Langley's time the 
Huttons held many lands at Hunwick, and John Hoton, in the 15th year of that 
prelate died ſeized of the vill of Hunwick, with its appurtenances, which, with the 
manor of Bincheſter, he held of the biſhop i in capite, by the fourth part of a knight's 
fee; and in Biſhop Barnes's time we find a record of the homage of Anthony Hutton 
for Hunwick.f The family of Eures alſo poſſeſſed lands there; and the Nevills 
had a conſiderable property, which came under the forfeiture.

Several Roman antiquities have been found here, as coins called Bincheſter pennies, urns and a cornelian. 
Dr. Hunter is of opinion, that there has alio been a conſiderable pottery at this place. He has ſeveral 
pieces of pots found here, with ſome imperfe& figures on them, and one piece had 3 manpvs (probably 
the name of the potter) inſcribed, which is now in the poſſeſſion of the Earl of Oxford. The following

This is built up in the court wall near the gate, on the right hand as you enter. Camden ſaw and 
publiſhed it, but not very correctly. nor with the implication of the letters. Dr. Gale has given a more 
correct copy of it, Anton. Itin. p. 11, from whence it has been inſerted in the laſt edition of Camden. 
The only difficulty in the reading, lies in the implication at the end of the ſecond and beginning of the 
third line: and theſe, by the courſe of the inſcription ſhould expreſs the tribe, or the name of the father 
of this Quintianus, and fo T have read it; the third line ſeems to begin with Fil. connected together, the T 
at the top of the O (or rather Q) is probably intended for the firſt letter in the ſecond ſyllable of Quinti. 
The name Quintianus occurs in another inſcription in this county (at Piercebridge) and in the Faſt 
Conſulares one J. ucius Ragonius Urinatius Quintianus was conſul in the year 235. This, I fancy by the 
note in the margin of Camden, has been ſuppoſed to be the perſon, for beneficiarius is omitted in his copy. 
There is no doubt but Cr in the third line ftands for Claudia (rribu) which we have upon many inſerip- 
tions in Gruter.

A letter from John Cade, Eſq. to Dr. Kaye, Dean of Lincoln, given in the 
Archæologia, notes Bincheſter in the following manner“ The Vinovium of 
* Antoninus, and Binovium of Ptolemy, ſituated on the ſtratum called the Foſſe- 
** way, was a celebrated Roman city of the Brigantes, and was ſacred, I apprehend; 
* to Bacchus, and derived its name Vinovium from the feſtivals inſtituted there in 
*© honour of the deity. Altars and antiquities of various kinds have frequently been 
found there. Camden takes notice of an altar and inſcription to the Dez Matres; 
* and of another to the e of the place; but the moſt ſingular is that of a Priapus, 
* at preſent in the poſſeſſion of Farrer Wren, Eſq. the proprietor of the ſtation. 
“ There has likewiſe been found-another portable altar, exactly ſimilar to that in 
« the fifteenth plate of Gordon's Itinerarium Septentrionale, but without an 
«« inſcription; and alſo a ſmall bronze image of that diety, which had probably 
e been a ſymbol worn by the Bacche, or female prieſteſſes, as there is a perforaticn 
« in its lower parts; or perhaps it may be claſſed among the Lares, ſimilar to thoſe 
« diſcovered at the Deviſes, in Wiltſhire, in the year 1714. This celebrated ſtation 
* contains about twenty-nine acres, and is at preſent an inexhauſtible repoſitory of 
«© antiquities. Mr. Wren has in his collection ſome elegant intaglios found there, 
« with a variety of ſilver and copper coins, both of the upper and lower empire, 
« to the time of Valentinian and Theodoſius. Perhaps the Roman pottery at 
« Vinovium has been equal, if not ſuperior, to moſt in Britain; I have ſeen ſome 
curious fragments of bowls and vazes, enriched with vine branches, and others 
« intire, which appear to have been uſed as ſacrificing veſſels; together with a vaſt 
« variety of ſpecimens of different compoſitions, ſome reſemble terra cotta, and 
ce others of glaſs. „ N | 


6 There has likewiſe been lately dug up a large baſs relief of a Faun, with an 
« altar, but the inſcription hitherto illegible. Dr. Spence, in his ſplendid edition 
« of the Polymetis, ſtiles the Fauns and Satyres rural dieties attendants on Bacchus, 
e and Calmet, in his learned Dictionary of the Bible, in a print of Heathen idols, 
gives a buſt of the laſcivious Pan for Priapus, which is further elucidated by that 
« ſingular ſtatue in the Ludoviſian gardens at Rome, where he is teaching Apollo 
ee to play on the fſhepherd's reed. The ancients feign Priapus to be the ſon of 
% Bacchus and Venus, and as ſuch he had divine honours paid him at all the feſti- 
« yals of the Bacchanalia, where his image was preſented to public view.” Mr. 
Cade then proceeds to conjectures on the names of places which begin with Vind,

The ſtation at Bincheſter lies on elevated ground, near eighty perpendicular 
feet above the river Wear, which waſhes its weſtern foot, and by the waſhing of 
the bank, which conſiſts of ſtrata of ſand and looſe ſoil, the ſouth-weſt corner of 
the vallum is gone ; the north-weſt terminates at Mr. Wren's ſummer-houſe.— 
The ground within the ſtation is an inclining plain facing the eaſt, and on account 
of old incloſures and long cultivation, it is very difficult to aſcertain the dimenſions

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and exact figure. In the break of the bank at the ſouth-weſt corner, the founda- 
tions of the vallum are laid open, conſiſting of very large blocks of ſtone laid 


tranſverſly ; ſeveral pieces of ſtone aqueducts are on the ſides of the hill, where 


they have ſhrunk down with the ſoil. The elevated ſituation affords an extenſive 
proſpect from the ſtation ; to the ſouth, Auckland caſtle, the park, and ornamental 
buildings, are in front; Coundon Grange crowns one eminence, Weſterton another, 
and the tower of Brufleton a third; whilſt the vale of the Wear is opened to the 
view for a confiderable extent to the north and ſouth. Few of the Roman ſtations 


lie in a more fertile and abundant ſoil; it was ſuitable to the Priapian dedication in 


every degree, and probably in its environs much ſheep, cattle, and horſes were bred 
under the auſpices of that diety. To what has been ſaid of the Roman remains 


_ diſcovered here, we beg leave to add, that Mr. Wren has in his. poſſeſſion three 


| ſeals found at Bincheſter, cut on coarſe cornelians. The firſt was diſcovered many 


years ago, the ſecond in 1767, and the third in 1770. Among the fragments of 
pottery, there is one impreſſed with a man on horſeback, with a human figure 


proſtrate, as if ſlain, the horſe at full ſpeed ; another with the fore parts of a grey- 
hound in full ſpeed, boldly relieved : the veſſels were certainly dedicated to other 
dieties than Bacchus. The coins conſiſt both of the higher and lower empire, 
among them one or more of Julius Ceſar, but the chief part are of the lower 


empire. Some of the urns and lacrymatories are elegant pottery: in the hall is a 
rude head, like that preferved at Thirlwall, in Northumberland, ſeveral vazes of a 


ſingular form, and one mutilated figure, with an urn in his arms, which perhaps

Some are repreſented in the action of ſlinging with the hand lowered to poiſe 
the bullet. Thoſe ſoldiers were furniſhed with three ſlings, ſome hung on the 

neck, others on the girdle, the bullets or ſtones were carried in a bag ſupported on 
the neck and ſhoulder. Some of the Fundatores were repreſented in the old monu- 
ments u ĩth the hand elevated over the ſhoulder in the action of ſlin ing. 

In Mr. Gyil's MSS. it is noted, that On Thurſday the 5th of Auguſt, 1757, 
« he ſaw at e by the fide of the way leading up the hill towards Mr. 
« Wren's houſe, a ſtone conſiſting of {ix ſides nearly ſquare, on one fide a bold 
« figure of a Priapus in baſſo-relievo, one of the ſides lopes to a narrower ſquare 
« at the top, where a hole is cut, as a mortiſe to receive the foot or ſtem of ſome 
« ſtatue.” This curious monument now lies near the farm-houſe, and has of late 
years been uſed for the weight of a cheeſe-preſs; but rejected by a late houſewife, 
with much averſion, for its extraordinary ſculpture, not diſcovered by the dame, 
till her cheeſe had been ſpoiled, as ſhe alledged by the unpropitieus influence of the 
enormous diety.* In the ſame MS. it is further noted T hat in building a 
bridge over the river Gaunleſs, in the park at Biſhop Auckland, in the year 1757, 

« was found a Roman urn of greyiſh clay, filled with — earth, and the remains 
e of human bones: I faw it in the cuſtody. of the Biſhop of I Jurham. The place 
« where this urn was found was about a quarter of a mile from Bincheſter ; where 
_ * ſeveral other urns and pieces of pottery have been diſcovered,” _ 

' Bincheſter was one of the vills reſigned to the Earls of Northumberland, as be 
fore obſerved, and it is ſaid was never afterwards reſtored to the church: this muſt 
be noted of the freehold part only, for a large tract of land is ſtilk held under the 
biſhop's tenures; and by Biſhop Hatfield's Survey it is noted, that Robert of 
Bincheſter held Binchetter and a by virtue of the grant of the biſhop, by 
foreign ſervice, formerly held in dringage, as appears by the Bolden Buke ; which 
record, ſo referred to, ſtates, that Bincheſter rendered 58. cornage, one milch cow, 
one caſtleman, four chalders of malt, the like of meal or bread corn, and the like 
of oats: and that for each carucate of land the villains ploughed and harrowed two- 
acres at Coundon, and every of them made three portions in autumn for each ox- 
gang with one man, and carried one tun of wine, and the millſtones for Auckland 
mill: that the drenges fed horſe and dog, and attended the biſnop's foreſt hunt 
with two grey hounds and five cords, followed the court, and er, on embaſſies. 
Leeland, ſpeaking of Bincheſter „H. ſaith—“ Bincheſter, now a poore villag, ſtondith 
« on the ſouth fide of Were, and is but half a mile beneth Caſtelle Auckland. lt 
« ſtondith on the brow of a hill, and there I ſaw, as I roode on the ſouth fide, a little 
« fofſe and indicia of old buildings. In the ploughid feeldes hard by thys village 
* hath and be founde Romaine coynes, and other many tokens of antiquitie. 
« Betwixt Akeland and Bincheſter is an exceeding fair bridg of one arch upon 
« Were. There is another a little above Dureſme, called Thunderland bridge.“ 
Bincheſter, i in very early times, gave name to the reſident family, and continued 
their property till the year 1420, when Ralph Earl of Weſtmorland purchaſed of

Robert Byncheſter,* and it was part of the forfcitures of the unfortunate earl: ſoon 
after which event this beautiful place was.purchaſed by the family of Wren, f who 
have conſtantly reſided there ſince. The manſion-houle is a fine old building of the 
ſtile uſed in Queen Elizabeth's time, compoſed of a centre and two wings, the ſouth 
wing having a noble ſemicircular window projected from a bracket, the north wing 
is modernized; the hall is furniſhed with old armour, and the antiquities before 
noted. Behind the houſe, on the brink of the hill, is a ſhort but delightful terrace, 
commanding the pictureſque proſpects of the vale of Wear, with a fide view of 
Biſhop Auckland. The other views from the environs of the houſe are very 
| beautiful: the caſtle of Auckland crowns the oppoſite eminence, the ſides of which 
are ſloped, and laid out in ſuch order as to ſmoothen and no: diſtort the countenance 
of nature; at the foot of the hill the brook of Gaunleſs winds her filver ſtream, 
fringed with wood, and the valley is graced with a well-fancied erection, in form 
of a cloiſter, for ſhelter to the deer;-a ſtone bridge of one arch in the park, and a 
bridge at the mouth of the brook, where it is diſcharged into the Wear: the riſing 
grounds oppoſite to the. caſtle are irregular and bold, on one promontory hangs a 
foreſt of venerable oak; on another the deer brooze the brown herbage, and here 
and there, amongſt the ſcattered trees and glades, the bright accidental lights fall 
on the ſofteſt verdure: the more diſtant ground is ſpotted over with clumps of 
trees, and the whole girt round with a fine riſing plantation: the lofty ſite ot 
Coundon Grange in one part preſents its cone; in another part Weſterton, marked 
beautifully with inclining fences, and the public road drawing to a point. Further 
weſtward Bruſleton Tower emerges from a foreſt of brown oaks, and the whole 
landſcape inclines gently to the river Wear, which forms. an angie, and ſweeps 
round the foot of Newton Cap. 
We now enter upon the town of Bisuor AvexlAnp, deriving that name from 
the palace of the biſhops. How ſoon this place became the rural retreat of our 
Prelates, we are not aſcertained: it is an ancient borough by preſcription, and 
f therein the tenements are held by burgage tenure: $- Biſhop Beck is the firſt pre-

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| Iate named to us, who choſe this beautitul ſituation for reſidence, and he is ſaid to 


have built a caſtle here, a magnificent edifice, garniſhed with towers : no remains 


of which are left to point out to us the taſte of the builder: f in Biſhop Pudſey's 


time we have not any intimation what kind of manſion the manor-houſe was; yet, 


from the villain ſervices, it appears there was ſuch. In the Bolden Buke it is ſtated, 


there 'were twenty-two villains in North Acland, or Alclat, each of whom held an 


E oxgang of land, rendering two chalders of aver-malt, and one wheit or wehitſ of 


ſtatmalt, and the like of meal or bread corn and oats, eightpence of averpennies, 
19d. cornage, one hen and ten eggs, three loads of woodloads, if brought to 


Auckland, and two and a half, if carried to Durham; they wrought two days in 


each week from the day of St. Peter ad Vincula to Martinmas, and from thence 
one day in each week the reſt of the year; beſides they each prepared four portions 


of land in autumn, with the whole family, except the houſewife, and for each 
carucate ploughed and harrowed two acres and a half extra work. The whole vill 


provided a milch cow; the headborough man had an oxgang of land for his ſer- 
vice. The ſmith had the like; the punder had twelve acres, and had the cuſtomary 


thraves, rendering fourſcore hens, and five hundred eggs. The tolls of beer (big 


or barley) produced 8s. and the mills twenty-four marks. — The free tenants are 


named, among whom is a Pollard, who then held ten acres and a half of land. In 


Biſhop Hatfield's Survey we find the Pollards were poſſeſſed of conſiderable eſtates, 
but no grants, or other records, ſhew how they were acquired; one of the eſtates, 
Newfield, bears the appellation of Pollard's Den, or Deen; the Lord William 
Colvyll held forty acres of land, formerly the eſtate of Walter Burdon, and after- 
wards of Robert Herle. The heirs of William Kereby held lands called Welcrok; 
William Bowes, Eſq. held ſixty acres upon Wellyngthorn : the Dean of Auckland 


held ſeveral lands therein ſpecified, and Richard de Bedlyngton, chaplain, held 


twenty acres in Prieſtfield in free alms, of the gift of the biſnop. Seventeen 
cottagers wrought three days at hay, and had a farthing a day. Twenty-two 
tenants held the old demeſne lands, containing one hundred and thirty-four acres, 
at ſevenpence per acre, Twenty tenants held the new demeſne lands, containin 
ſeventy- nine acres, at 18d. per acre. The meadow grounds are next ſpecified. In 
the rents of the bond tenants we find a new note of meaſure cumulat, which, we 
reſume, diſtinguiſhes upheaped meaſure; a circumſtance not occurring in any 
other of the biſhop's manors. The borough was farmed out, with the profits of 


the borough court, burgage fees, tolls, profits of mills, the brew-ferm, and toll of 
beer, in Weſt Auckland, and the common furnace in North Auckland, at the rent

« demiſe and aſſign the ſame, and to ſue and be impleaded in all courts of law; with 
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cels of lands and tenements in capite too numerous to be inſerted here. In the 14th 


year of Biſhop Skirlaw, it appears that Dioneſia Pollard died ſeized of a parcel of 


land called Weſtfield, held of the biſhop in ſocage, and another parcel called 
Hekes, near to Auckland Park, in ſocage, by rendering a faulchion;*. another 
parcel called the Halgh, held of the Earl of Weſtmorland.fF The firſt notice we 


find taken of this faulchion, is as above, but no record come to our knowledge leads 
to a diſcovery of the origin of the fervice ; it may be preſumed an anceſtor of the 


family had rendered effential ſervice to the ſee in arms, in defence perhaps of thoſe 
territories where lands were granted as his reward. We find the laſt of this family 
named in the records in the 1 th year of Queen Elizabeth. The family poſſeſſions 


were very. conſiderable; the Weſtfield, near North Auckland, the Hekes before

Mr. Pennant mentions it thus“ Biſhop Auckland, a good town, with a large 
and ſquare market-place. On one fide is a handſome gateway, with a: ſquare 
« tower over it. This is a modern edifice, that built by. Biſhop Skirlaw* havin 
long ſince been deſtroyed. Through this gateway lies Auckland caſtle, long the 
ce reſidence of the Biſhops of Durham. It has loſt its caſtellated form, and now 
te reſembles ſome of the magnificent foreign abbeys. It is an irregular pile, built 
« at different times; but no part is left that can boaſt of any great antiquity. 
« Over a bow-window are the arms of Biſhop Tunſtal, who died in the beginning 
e of the reign of Queen Elizabeth. This was originally a manor-houſe belonging 
« to the ſee, and was firſt encaſtelled f by Biſhop Beck, who alſo built a great hall, 
and adorned it with marble pillars; he founded a fair chapel, a collegiate church, 
* with a dean and prebends, &c. Excepting the church, there are no reliques of 
t the labours of this prelate; the place having been beſtowed. by the parliament on 
e their furious partizan, Sir Arthur Hazelrigg, who, taking a fancy to the place, 
« determined to make it his chief reſidence. He demoliſhed almoſt all the build- 
e ings he found there, and out of their ruins erected a moſt magnificent houſe. 
« On the reſtoration, the former-biſhop, the munificent Coſins, was reſtored to his 
« dioceſe. He had a palace ready for his reception, but, by an exceſs of piety, de- 


« clined making uſe of it, from the conſideration, that the ſtone of the ancient 


„ chapel had been ſacrilegiouſly applied towards the building of this late habita- 
<« tion of fanaticiſm. The biſhop pulled it down, and, reſtoring the materials 
« to their ancient uſe, built the preſent*elegant chapel. The roof is wood, ſup- 
ported by two rows of pillars, each conſiſting of four round columns, freeſtone 
« and marble alternate. The ſhafts of ſome of the marble are ſixteen feet high; the 
« Jength of the chapel is eighty-tour feet, the breadth forty-eight, the outſide 
« ornamented with pinnacles. On the floor a plain ſtone, with a modeſt epitaph, 
* informs us, that the pious refounder lies beneath, dying the year 1671. The 
principal apartments are an old hall, 75 feet by 72, the height 35, and a.

e manner by the preſent biſhop.* On the old wainſcot of a room below ſtairs, are 
e painted the arms of a ftrange aſſemblage of potentates, from Queen Elizabeth,

accurately deſcribed in that part of Mr. Pennant's work, before repeated: the park 
affords ſome beautiful ſcenes. The ground near the caſtle is laid out with judg- 
ment and taſte in ſlopes and terraces, ſo applied as to command the greateſt variety 
of proſpects. The nearer landſcapes are compoſed of wild and irregular woodlands, 
bold cliffs, and eminences, mingled in a pictureſque manner, holding forth the 
ſimple and undiſtorted beauties of nature: the more diſtant are compoſed of rich 
cultivated grounds, through which the Wear winds its courſe. As the viſitor 
enters upon the park, the view is moſt confined; ſtately trees are ſcattered over 
the inclining lawn, at whoſe foot runs the river Gaunleſs, the oppoſite bounds of 
the ſtream being formed of high perpendicular cliffs, over whoſe brink venerable 
oaks ſuſpend their branches; the hills are broken, and afford many deep graſſy 
dells and ſhady coppices, the favourite haunts of groupes of deer. Paſſing the 
north-eaſt corner of the bowling-green wall, as we enter upon the north terrace, the 
country opens upon the view, and the landſcape is excellent. The chief object in 
the nearer vale is the deer-houſe. A road winds through the valley, and, by a 
ſtone bridge, paſſes the Gaunleſs, whoſe banks are thronged with a grove of 
_ venerable oaks and alders. To the right the grounds form a ſwift deſcent; in 
front, at the diſtance of a mile, on a fine lofty fituation, is Bincheſter ; the ragged 
and ſhaken ſides of the hill give much pictureſque beauty to the landſcape, con- 
_ traſting highly with the vale, compoſed of fine cultivated lands, ſcattered over 
with coppices and hamlets, opening upon the view for the length of ſeven miles, 
through which you ſee the meandring ſtreams of Wear in innumerable places, 
interſected by projecting promontories and little groves. To the left the country 
riſes gradually, and appears in high cultivation: there Newton Cap bridge, of two 
arches, croſſes the Wear, above which ſtands the eee e 'of the Bacon 
family. The moſt diſtant lands are of a ruder aſpect, being lately incloſed, forming

6 - LYING NORTH OF THE RIVER TYNE,  _ 
Under the auſpicious reign of Oftald, the Scotch miſſionaries were received in 
Northumberland, to preach the goſpel. We have no authorities, that point out 
with certainty, where the pious men were firſt ſtationed. It may reaſonably be 
conceived, that Norham and Lindisfarn were the places where they took up their 
_ carlieſt abode ; and Norham being immediately. adjacent to the great ford, where 
| travellers paſſed the river Tweed, would receive thoſe holy teachers, on their en- 
tering into O/wald's territories. This idea is ſtrengthened by the following extract, 
taken from cap. 56. Libri Hiſtoriæ Ranulphi Hygedeni monachi Caſtrenſis © quando 
« ſedes Lindigfarnenſis apud Kungeſtre alias Kuninges-burg ponebatur, qui locus 
% hodie Ubbanford ſuper Tuedam dicilur. “ Leland did not ſeem to approve of the 
aſſertion. Be the fact as it may, we apprehend that the territories, now called 
Norbamfhire and Ilandſhire, were granted to the church nearly about the ſame 
Era; the critical proof of the poſition doth not ſeem very material, as no civil 


Juriſdiction was annexed to the ſee for a conſiderable time after the epiſcopal 
church was ſeated at Lindisfarn, now called Holy lands.

We would apply what Bede ſays of Aidan's church, to Norham ; as being the 
King's or royal burg, before- mentioned by Hygeden, where the pious prelate expir- 
ed: his remains were interred at Lind:isfarn, after he had laid the foundation of his 
epiſcopacy, and of the monaſtery there, under the auſpices of Oſ wald. 

Finan, who ſucceeded Aidan, A. D. 651, began to erect a church at Lindisfarn, 
| after the plan or model then uſed in Scotland; and which, Theodore, Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, dedicated to St. Peter. The monaſtery increaſed, and was ſup- 
ported with dignity under Colman and Tuda ; but upon Cedda's conſecration, the 
epiſcopal reſidence was removed to Jork, and for fourteen years, Lindisfarn was 
without its biſhop ; though its monaſtery ſtill maintained the higheſt character. 

We do not hear of any augmentation of the poſſeſſions of the fee of Lindisfarn, 
till Cuihberi's time; and the original erection, or church, ſtood until Eaabert, 
Cuthbert's ſucceſſor, rebuilt the church of ſtone, and covered it with lead, the re- 
mains of which work are ſtill ſtanding. ons 6＋—lñ 

Whilſt Higbald was biſhop, and in the fifth and ſixth years of Ezhelred's reign, 
A. D. 797 and 798, the Danes made their deſcent on Lrndisfarn, and ſpoiled the 
church and monaſtery.f 7 — —

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Befrid e. came to the ſee of Lindisfarn about the year 8 30, and he eercted! or 
built, on a new plan, a church at Norbam, which he dedicated to St. Peter, St. 
Cuthbert, and St. Ceolwolf; and thither he cauſed the royal remains of Ceolwolf to 
be tranſlated from Lindisfarn, the place of their firſt interment. It is probable, 
that this pious attention was paid to the memory of Ceolwolf, in gratitude for ſome: 
_ confirmatory grant of that prince, which for ever annexed Norham to the ſee, to- 
gether with thoſe other territories which he gave to the church; the names and 
boundaries of many of which the monaſtic writers have recorded ; though ſome 
have attributed the gift of Norbam to Eg frid, ſometimes written Ecgrid. $ From 
This period, the church of Norham had the privilege of ſanctuary. 
In the year 854 Eardulph was made Biſhop of Lindisfarn ; during whoſe epiſco- 
pacy, the Danes, like the wolves of the mountains, deſcending i in ſavage troops, : 
poſſeſſed themſelves of Northumberland, and laid waſte the religious houſes. The 
prelate, with the abbot and members of the monaſtery, fled from Lindisfarn, with 
the remains of St. Cuthbert, and after a ſeven years pilgrimage, ſettled at Cheer. 
The epiſcopal ſeat was then removed from Wen for ever, and its * : 
and honours were utterly. diſpoited. U- 
 Guthred being ſeated; on the throne of Northuntertend, under the auſpices of 
Alfred ; the ſovereigns, as a joint act, granted, that wherever St. Cuthbert's re- 
mains ſhould reſt, there ſhould be an inviolable ſanctuary ; and that the poſſeſſions 
of St. Cuthbert and his church, as well ſuch as were at that time, or theretofore, 
granted, as thoſe which might thereafter be acquired by purchaſe or otherwiſe, 
ſhould be for ever freed and diſcharged from all cuſtoms and ſervices, and ſhould 
be held and enjoyed by the church, with all ſuch ſovereign juriſdiction and power, 
as the demeſne of the crown was held:“ and this was confirmed by the accla- 
mations of the aſſenting people, aſſembled on this folemn occaſion ; and became 
an ordonance eſtabliſhed for ever. 

Here we ſee the commencement of the Fura Regalia which dignifies this Palati-. 
nale; and which, in the time of Cuibeardus, the ſecond biſhop of Cheſter; was 
extended to Bedlinglon, by the prelate's purchaſe of that diſtrict, now called

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Deprived of its dignities; its church and monaſtery in ruins, in more modern 
times, affords very few diſtinct hiſtorical ſubjects. | 

The ancient deſcription given of this iſland, y is to the following purport, 
«© That, in circumference, it comprehends eight miles, in which was a noble 
« monaſtery, famous for its prelates (among whom was St. Cuthbert) whoſe bodies 
« were there depoſited, and whoſe memory will live for ever. It hath the name 
« of Fee bez from a ſmall rivulet, called Lindis, which, from the oppoſite 


« continent, empties itſelf into the ſea. By Bede it is deſcribed, © Qui locus 


* accedente ac recedente reumate bis quotidiæ inſtar inſulæ maris circumluitur undis, 
« bis renudato littore contiguus terre redditur.” | Mr. Groſe ſpeaks of Lindisfarn 
in the following manner: Bede calls it a ſemi iſland, being, as he juſtly obſerves, 


twice an iſland, and twice continent in one day: for, at the lowing of the tide, 
« it is encompaſſed by water; and at the ebb, there is an almoſt dry Paſſage, 


« both for horſes and carriages, to and from the main land; from which, 1! mea- 
« ſured in a ſtraight line, it is diſtant about two miles eaſtward ; but on account 


« of ſome quick ſands, paſſengers are obliged to make ſo many detours, that the 


« length of the way is nearly doubled; the water over theſe flats, at ſpring tides, 


« is only ſeven feet. This ifland was, by the Britons, called Inis Meditamte ; alſo, 
« Lindisfarn, from the ſmall rivulet of Links, which here runs into the ſea ; and 


« the Celtic word, fal ren, or receſs; alſo, on account of its being the habitation 


of ſome of the firſt monks in this country, it afterwards obtained its preſent 
name of Holy land. It meaſures from caſt to weſt about two miles and a 


ce quarter; and its breadth, from north to ſouth, is ſcarcely a mile and a half, At 


* the north-weſt part, there runs out a ſpit of land, of about a mile in length. 
e The monaſtery is ſituated at the ſouthermoſt extremity ; and a ſmall diſtance 
« north of it, ſtands the little town, inhabited chiefly by fiſhermen.” 


Holy Iland contains about 1000 acres, the half of which, ſituated to the north, 


is deemed incapable of improvement, being ſand hills, affording little vegetation, 


but bent; this part, as a rabbit warren, affords a conſiderable revenue to the pro- 
prietor. Thoſe parts as are expoſed to the violence of the tempeſts from the 
north-eaſt, and ſubject to be covered with floods of ſand, which is wem

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{wept by the winds to a conſiderable diſtance from the ſhore. The iſland chiefly 
conſiſts of one continued plain, inclining to the ſouth-weſt, which was occupied 
as a ſtinted common, but by an incloſure, effected in 1792, it is computed the 
value is increaſed eight fold. The ground on which the village ſtands riſes ſwiftly 
from the ſhore: at the ſouthern point, is a rock of a conical figure, and almoſt 

rpendicular; in height, near ſixty feet, having on its lofty crown a ſmall fortreſs 
or caſtle; which makes at once a groteſque and formidable appearance. 

The village conſiſts of a few irregular houſes; two or more of which are inns, 
one appertains to a farm-hold, and the reſt are inhabited by fiſhermen: it has 
been improved of late years by the building of ſeveral new tenements. How 
different is this deſcription to the ancient ſtate of the town. In an inquiſition 

taken on the death of Eleanor Forſter (Nuper de Chatton) 21ſt King Edward IV. 
we find tenements deſcribed in ſtreets, called S. Margaret's, St. Helen's, Middilyn- 
ſtreet, Brad-ſireet, and Sire or Sirand-fireet ; and in a modern advertiſement for 
the ſale of a demiſe from the crown, to Robert Fall, Eſq. of a term of years, we 
obſerve © the manor of Holy Iſland ſpecified, with tithes of corn, wool, lamb, 
c and fiſh, &c.; a coney warren, ſea-ware, fee-farm- rents, heriots, fines, court- 
e leet, ſea-wrecks, commor of paſture, mines, minerals, and quarries, with ſeve- 
« ral frechold burgages in Cro/sgate and Marygatze.”” Henry Collingwood Selby 
is now the proprietor. The ſhore of this iſland is, in many parts, excellent for bath- 
ing, and the ſituation is at once healthy and romantic: it is, of late years, become 

a place of great reſort; and much praiſed for the beauties” that grace its ſolemn 

\ walks. The north and eaſt coaſts of the iſland are formed of perpendicular rocks; 
the other ſides fink by gradual declinations towards the ſands. The fiſhermen, 
in the winter ſeaſon, are employed in catching lobſters, which are ſent in great 
quantities to the London market. Ten or twelve, three or four men-boats are uſed 
in the ſummer, fiſhing for cod, ling, and haddocks, which abound on the coaſt. 
On the north part of the iſland, there is abundance of limeſtone ; and a ſmall 
ſeam of coal, never much worked, on account of the water, and other difficulties. 
There is plenty of iron ore in a bed of black ſhiver or flate; among which are 
the Entrochi, or St. Cuthbert's beads, as the ſuperſtitious have called them. The 
Carron company have men getting iron ore, but they are obliged to work at the 

_ ebbing of tide, as the ore lies within high water mark. 5 RT 
The rock on which the caſtle ſtands is inacceſſible, ſave only by a winding paſs, 
cut on its ſouthern ſide; the narrow limits of the crown of the rock will not admit 
of many works, the whole ſtrength conſiſting of a ſingle battery on the ſouth-eaſt . 
point, mounted with ſeven or eight guns, which command the approach to the -

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iſland from the ſea, but would be of little conſequence againſt a ſhip of any con- 
ſiderable force: the reſt of the ſummit is taken up with a houſe for the governor 
and gartiſon, the walls of which ſtand on the very brink of the precipice. A 
fortreſs in this ſituation, before the uſe of gunpowder, would be almoſt impreg- 
nable, where the ſuperſtructures would be above the reach of any engine, and the 
rocks too high to be ſcaled. The antiquity of this caſtle is not known, but we 
preſume there was fome ſtrong-hold here, nearly coeval with the abbey, formed 
after the Danes had been guilty of their firſt exceſſes, and uſed as a place of refuge 

_ for the religious, whenever they were diſturbed in their holy retreat; though 
Wi hiſtorians have not related to us, whether any ſtand was made there againſt the 

| invading Danes, at their ſecond deſcent.* The preſent fortifications appear to be 
the work of the laſt century. 12 5

Holy Iſland does not appear ever to have fallen into the hands of the royaliſts; for it continued in the 
poſſeſſion of the parliamentarians, anno 1648, when it was, as may be ſeen in Ruſhworth, relieved with 
neceſſaries by Col. Fenwick's horſe and ſome dragoons. From that time, nothing memorable ſeems to 
have been tranſacted here, till the rebellion in the year 1715, when the ſeizure of this caſtle was plan- 
ned, and performed by two men only : in which exploit, ſuch policy and courage were exerted, as would 
have done them much honour, had they been employed in a better cauſe. The following particulars of 
the ſtory were communicated by a gentleman, whoſe father was an eye-witneſs to the facts, and well 
knew both the parties. | | Yi | . : 
One Lancelot Errington, a man of an ancient and reſpectable family, in Northumberland, and of a bold 
and enterpriſing ſpirit, entered into a conſpiracy, for ſeizing this caſtle for the pretender ; in which, it is 
ſaid, he was promiſed aſſiſtance, not only by Mr. Forſter, the rebel general, then in arms, but alſo. by the 
maſters of ſeveral French privateers. At this time the garriſon conſiſted of a ſerjeant, a corporal, and 
ten or twelve men only. In order to put this ſcheme in execution, being well known in that country, 
he went to the caſtle, and after ſome diſcourſe with the ſerjeant, invited him and the reſt of the men, 
who were not immediately on duty, to partake of a treat on board of the ſhip of which he was *

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In the military eſtabliſhment, made by Queen Elizabeth for Berwick, in 1576, 
this caſtle is noted, and a patent for life was granted to Sir William Read, as keeper 


of the fortreſſes of Holy Iſland and Farn, with a yearly payment of 3621. 17s. 6d. 


Great remains of the old abbey are ſtanding ; nothing but confuſed ruins ſhew 


where the monaſtic buildings ſtood, the walls having been robbed for building 


arts of the village, and for the erection of the preſent parochial church. Some 
authors have alleged, that rhe monaſtery was built by &. Cuthbert, of an humble 
model, without ornament, and incloſed with a high wall, in order that outward 
objects might not withdraw the attention of the recluſe from divine contempla- 


The ancient church was in the form of a croſs, the body and chancel of which 


are yet ſtanding, the other parts greatly ruined, and in ſome places level with the - 
ground. The order of building in this ſtructure is rude and heavy, and moſt of 


it in the worſt mode of the early Saxon architecture. Mr. Groſe ſaid, Probably 


e it was the work of different periods; great part of it ſeems very ancient, the 
« arches being circular, and the columns very maſſy, and much like thoſe at 


« Durham, but richer. On the north and ſouth walls, there are pointed arches, 


«© which prove that part of it, at leaſt, was built ſince the reign of Henry II.“ 
It is evident that the ſquare tower, or ſteeple, has been erected long after the firſt 
building of the church, as well as ſeveral other parts. The pillars, on which the 
arches riſe in the centre of the croſs, are cluſtered and plain capitalled, each form- 
ing a corner of the great tower; thoſe arches are of few members. There are 
fide ailes, the columns of which are heavy, and the arches ſemicircular ; where 
the arches are pointed, the ſtones are little injured by time; where the arches are

then lying in the harbour: this being unſuſpectedly accepted of, he ſo well plied his gueſts with brandy, 


that they were ſoon incapable of any oppoſition. "Theſe men being thus ſecured, he made ſome pretence 


of going on ſhore, and with Mark Errington, his nephew, returning again to the caſtle, they knocked 
down the centinel, ſurpriſed and turned out an old gunner, the corporal, and two other ſoldiers, being 
the remainder of the garriſon, and ſhutting the gates, hoiſted the pretender's colours as a fignal of their 


_ ſucceſs, anxiouſly expecting the promiſed ſuccours. No reinforcement coming, but on the contrary, a 


party of the king's troops arriving from ' Berwick, they were obliged to retreat over the walls of the 
caſtle among the rocks, hoping to conceal themſelves under the ſea weeds till it was dark, and then by 


ſwimming to the main land, to make their eſcape ; but the tide riſing, they were obliged to ſwim, when 


the ſoldiers firing at Lancelot, as he was climbing up a rock, wounded him in the thigh ; thus diſabled, 
he and his nephew were taken, and conveyed to Berwick goal, where they continued till his wound was 
cured. During this time, he had digged a burrow quite under the foundations of the priſon, depoſiting 
the earth taken out, in an old oven. Through this burrow, he and his nephew, and divers other priſon- 


ers eſcaped ; but moſt of the latter were ſoon after taken. The two Erringtons, however, had the good 


fortune to make their way to the Tweedſide, where they found the cuſtom-houſe boat; they rowed them- 
{elves over, and after wards turned it adrift. From thence they purſued their journey to Bambrough 
caſtle, near which they were concealed. nine days in a pea ſtack; a. relation who reſided in the caſtle ſup- 
plying them with proviſion. At length travelling in the night by ſecret paths, they reached Gateſhead- 


houſe, near Newcaſtle, where they were ſecreted, till they procured a paſſage from Sunderland to France. 


A reward of 5ool. was now offered to any one who would apprehend them; notwithſtanding which, 
Lancelot was ſo daring, as ſoon after to come into England, and even to viſit ſome of his friends in New- 


gate. After the ſuppreſſion of the rebellion, when every thing was quiet, he and his nephew took the 


benefit of the general pardon, and returned to Newcaſtle, where he died about the year 1746, as it ſaid,

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The proſpect from this iſland is beautiful; to the northward, you command a 
view of the town of Berwick, over an arm of the ſea about ſeven miles in breadth: 
at nearly the ſame diſtance, Bambrough caſtle is ſeen, on the crown of a bold pro- 
montory towards the ſouth; on the one hand, you have a view of the open ſea, at 
the time of our obſervation, calm and re{plendent, and ſcattered over with veſlels;

Holy Iſland was the retreat of William de Sancta Barbara, during part of the time that Cuming held 
the ſce and caſtle of Durham. William, on the 18th of Oct. A. D. 1144, was inſtalled Biſhop. 

* A certain prieſt, named U7ta, a man of great gravity and ſincerity; and one who, for his qualities 
and truth was well eſteemed, was commiſſioned to go into Kent, for Eanflede, King Edwin's daughter, 
who after her father's death had been ſent thither, in order to her eſpouſal with King Ofwin. He was. 
to travel by land to Kent, but was to return by ſea ; on which account he addreſſed: Biſhop Aidan, be- 
ſeeching him to put up fervent prayers to God, to proſper their voyage. The biſhop gave them his 
bleſſing, and having recommended them devoutly to the protection of God; he alſo Ae to Utta, 
fome jars. of hallowed oil, ſaying, I foreſee, that whilſt you are at ſea, a ſudden tempeſt will come upon 
you; remember to caſt into the troubled: waters the oil that I give you, and ſpeedily the tempeſt ſhall be 
aſſuaged, and the fea be cairaed, and you ſhalt have a proſperous voyage.

about ſeven or eight miles. They are rented for 161. per ann. their produce is kelp, ſome few feathers, 


and ſeals, which the tenant watches and ſhoots, for the ſake of the oil and ſkins. Some of them yield a 
little graſs, and ſerve to feed a cow or two, which the people are deſperate enough to tranſport over in 


their little boats. We viſited theſe iſlands in a coble, a ſafe, but ſeemingly hazardous ſpecies of boat, long, 
narrow, and flat-bottomed, which is capable of going through a high ſea, dancing like a cork on the ſum- 


mits of the waves. Touched at the rock called Meg, whitened with the dung of corvorants, which almoſt 
covered it; their neſts were large, made of tang, and exceſſively fætid. Rowed near the Pinnacles, an 


| iſland in the fartheſt group; ſo called from the vaſt columnar rocks at the ſouth end, even at their ſides, 
and flat at their tops, and entirely covered with guillemots and ſhags; the fowlers paſs from one to the 


other of theſe columns, by means of a narrow board, which they place from top to top, forming a narrow 
bridge over ſuch a horrid gap, that the very fight of it ſtrikes one with terror. Landed at a {mall ifland, 
where we found the female eider-ducks, at that time ſitting ; the lower part of their neſts was made of 
ſea-plants ; the upper part was formed of the down which they pull off their own breaſts, in which the 
eggs were ſurrounded and warmly bedded ; in ſome were three, in others five eggs, of a large ſize, and 
pale olive colour, as ſmooth and gloſſy as if varniſhed over. The neſts are built over the beach, among 


the looſe pebbles, not far from the water. The ducks fit very cloſe, nor will they riſe, till you almoſt 
tread on them. The drakes ſeparate themſelves from the females during the breeding ſeaſon. We robbed 


a few of their neſts of the down, after carefully ſeparating it from the tang, found that the down of one 


neſt weighed only three quarters of an ounce ; but was ſo elaſtic, as to fill the crown of the largeſt hat. 


The people of this country call theſe, St. Cuthbert's ducks, from the ſaint of the iſlands. Beſides theſe 


kinds, I obſerved the following: Puffins, called here tom-noddies.—Auks, here ſkouts, —Guillemots,— 


Black guillemots.—Little auks.— Sbiel auks.—Shags.—Corvorants.—Black and white gulls. — Brown 
and white gulls.—Herring gulls, which I was told, ſometimes fed on eggs of other birds.—Common 

„ here annets,—Kittiwakes or tarrock.—Pewit gulls. Great terns. —Sea-pies.—Sca-larks, here 
brockets.—Jack-daws, which breed in rabbit-holes. Rich pigeons.—Rock-larks. The terns were ſo 


numerous, that in ſome places it was difficult to tread without cruſhing ſome of the eggs. At the north 


end of the Houſe-ifland, is a deep chaſm, from the top to the bottom of the rock, communicating to the 
ſea, through which, in tempeſtuous weather, the water is forced with vaſt violence and noiſe, and forms 
a fine jet dear, of ſixty feet high; it is called by the inhabitants of the oppoſite coalt, the churn.

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The preſent village lies in a low ſituation, on the banks of the river Tweed; 
except the lofty caſtle that crowns the adjoining eminence, there are few remains 
to prove the antiquity of the place; Hoveden called it Ubbanford; and we have 
ſuch proofs on record, of its ſignificance in the annals of the border hiſtory, that 
its diſtant antiquity is undeniable. _ 5 erate, 
The building of the church at Norham occurs in the beginning of the ninth 
century: Egrid, to whom that godly work is attributed, was conſecrated Biſhop 
of Lindisfarn, A. D. 831;“ and he is faid to have given Norham to the fee 
for ever; but this aſſertion we are induced to diſcredit, on the grounds before- 
mentioned; that Oſwald, who invited the pious miſſionaries into his territories, 
gave them Norham for their firſt reſidence. The middle aile only of the ancient 
church is now ſtanding, and by fome modern repairs, is rendered a decent place 
of worſhip. The chancel, or caſt end of the church, appears to have been totally 
deſtroyed; the preſent vicar, the Rev. Robert Lambe, in levelling the ruins of 
walls in the church-yard, difcovered a ſculpture, which, we apprehend, was the 
ornament of an ancient font. There are repreſented on this ſtone three perſon- 
ages; in the upper compartment St. Peter with his keys; in the lower compart- 
ment St. Cuthbert, and St. Ceolwolf with his ſceptre : on the fillet which divides 
theſe figures is an inſcription, beginning I. H. Z. but the other characters are ſo 
broken, that no antiquarian has hitherto attempted a reading of the inſcription; 


which induces us to omit a plate of the ſculpture. f 5 

There were three chauntries in this church, one of which was dedicated to St. 
Cuthbert, the founder's name not now known. One Thomas de Kellawe occurs 
chaplain in the year 1362. The ſecond chauntry was founded by Biſhop An- 
thony Beck, in the year 1288, and was dedicated to the bleſſed Virgin. The third 
chauntry was founded by William de Iwiſill, in the year 1344, and was dedicated 
to St. Nicholas.

We have no authority for determining, that there was not a regular fortreſs at 
Norham, during the time that the ſee was reſting at Lindisfarn, or Cheſter ; but 


| it is natural to conceive from the ſituation, that ſome fortification, helm, or ſtrong- 


hold occupied the hill where the preſent.caſtle ſtands. 


From the time the ſee was ſeated at Durham, in the year 995, until the time of 
Biſhop Ralph de Flambard, we do not hear any thing particular of Norham, ex- 


cept, touching the grant of Biſhop Walcher, of Norham and Lindisfarn to the 
church of Durham, particularly mentioned in the annals of that prelate.F We 
cannot expreſs a ſurpriſe at this vacancy in their hiſtories, when we conſider the 


diſtracted ſtate in which Northumberland had been conſtantly involved for a ſeries 
of years. Biſhop William Carilepho, who ſucceeded Walcher, in conſequence of 


his palatine juriſdiction, diſplayed a military ſtandard, ſimilar to that of a ſovereign 


prince, which was called tbe banner of St. Cuthbert, and was carried with the troops 
with which Edgar marched into Scotland. This expedition might furniſh an idea, 


that a fortreſs at Norham would prove a barrier of the utmoſt conſequence to the 
_ poſſeſſions of the church, and to the protection of Northumberland. The biſhop's 
death followed ſoon after Edgar's expedition; and the ſee remained vacant be- 


tween three and four years, before Ralph de Flambard was conſecrated Biſhop of 


Durham, 1099. The convulſions of the tate, and the adverſity which Biſhop 
Ralph experienced, prevented him executing a plan he had conceived on his ob- 


taining the ſee ; for he was of a bold and enterpriſing ſpirit, and had a genius for 


military affairs: Edgar had granted Berwick previous to this era, but its chief 


conſequence was in maritime affairs, of which we hear little, when compared to 
the warfares on land; ſo that a fortreſs, ſuch as Norham, would appear of the 


| greateſt conſequence to the frontier, It was not till the year 1121, that the pre- 


late effected this great work; it is ſituated on the brink of a ſteep rock, whoſe foot 


is waſhed by the river Tweed, 1 Camden deſcribes Norham caſtle, in his time,

« outward wall of great circuit, was guarded by ſeveral turrets, in a canton my 
« wards the river, in which another wall, much ſtronger, incircled the k 
« tower, of great height.” This deſcription furniſhes a perfect idea of the e 
of this fortreſs, after it had received repairs by Biſhop Tunffal. Towards the 
river, the ruins now hang upon the very verge of the precipice; part of which, by 
the waſhing of the ſtream, has given way, and carried with it the ſu perſtructures 
on that ſide; which, with the decay incident to the length of 9 occaſioned 
a wide breach in the outward wall, ſpoken of by Camden: the turrets, as he was 
pleaſed to call them, appear to be no other than demi-baſtions, a mode of fortifi- 
cation generally followed, in which the chief ſtrength of this caſtle was conſtructedſ; 
a perfect model of which we have deſcribed to the reader, under the title of 
; Hannan: a place preſumed to be of nearly the ſame date. 
The wall of Norham caſtle, which firetched from the water on the ſouth ſide, 
was guarded with a gateway and tower above it, having ſquare turrets on each 
hand: the aſcent from thence was ſteep, the way bending towards the caſt ; and 
through the wall, the entrance was by another gateway of ſuperior dimenſions, 
fortified by two heavy round flanking towers, the remains of which are ſtill con- 
ſiderable. This appears to have been the chief entrance, and fronts to a plain of 
conſiderable extent; it was defended by a draw-bridge over a very wide moat, 
which began near to this gateway, and was extended round the caſtle on the land- 
fide, incloſing a {pacious area or ballium, fortified with a very ſtrong wall, garniſhed | 
with demi-baſtions at intervals. To defend the keep or main tower, a ſtrong 
wall incloſes a narrow area or interior ballium, which is entered by a gateway, 
guarded on each hand by ſquare towers. The keep is a very heavy ſquare build- 
ing, vaulted underneath, like moſt ſtructures of this fort. Part of the vaults or 
_ priſons remain entire, but all the interior parts of the tower above, are laid open 
and ruined. The remains of an exploratory turret appear on one corner of the 
keep; it may be preſumed it was uniform, with fimilar turrets on the other cor- 
ners. The height of the great tower is about ſeventy feet, containing four ſtories, 
or ranges of apartments. The whole building is conſtructed of red treeſtone, of 
a ſoft nature, and ſubject to decay: there is not the leaſt ornament about it; the 
wh aſpect is miſerably gloomy : it wears the countenance of the time of King 
Stephen, without any of the embelliſhments of the age in which Biſhop Tunſtal 
livedG.“. 
The outworks, of late years, have been much demoliſhed, particularly near to 
the weſtern gate; the aſhler ſtones of the facing of the wall are all removed; and 
only the rubble and cement, or run-lime, with which the inner part of the wall 
was filled, remain; which has a very rugged and ruinous appearance. Theſe de- 
predations were made by Mr. Thomas Alder, for the building of a farm-houſe a 
little way to the ſouth of the caſtle. Mr. Alder purchaſed the caſtle of Mr. 
Fenwick of Lemington, and has lately fold it to Sir Francis Blake, Bart. whoſe 
veneration for the works of antiquity, will protect theſe remains from the hand of 
wanton deſtruction.

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This was a formidable fortreſs, inacceffible from the Tweed; and, before the 
uſe of fire arms, appears to have been impregnable, when fully garriſoned, and 
duly provided with ſtores for a ſiege: when the oillets and other parts, formed for 


the garriſon's fighting and defence, were properly armed with engines, and manned 


with experienced archers; and when the baſtions were kept by men of courage, 
it ſeems almoſt incredible, that the place could be taken by aſſault. 
After Biſhop Flambard's death, the caſtle did not remain long unaffailed by 
the Scots, in 1138, whilſt Galfrid Rufus was biſhop, King David I. of Scotland, 
beſieged Norham ; the caſtle is deſcribed to conſiſt, at that time, of a very ſtrong 
tower, ſurrounded with a wall. The Scotch forces having refuſed to proceed on 
their incurfion, on account of the ſolemnities of Lent, retreated from the eaſtern 
Parts of the county of Durham, where they had committed dreadful depredations, 
and undertook the ſiege of this caſtle in their return homeward ; 1t was at that 
time thinly garriſoned, with nine knights only and their attendants : a gallant 
defence was made for fome days, but no ſuccours arriving, the place was furren= 


dered, and the defenders were permitted to retire. David propoſed to the Biſhop | 
to reſign the caſtle, on condition that he ſhould renounce his allegiance to Stephen, 
in favour of the Empreſs Maud; on the biſhop refuſing to accept ſuch terms, the 


king cauſed the caſtle and town of Norham to be deſtroyed. 5 


The caſtle and fortifications were reſtored by Hugh Pudſey, Biſhop of Durham, 


in the year 1154: he then built the great tower, which remains to this day. The 


prelate purchaſed his peace with the king, for certain defections in favour of the 
Scotch, whom he ſuffered to paſs unreſiſted through the lands of his palatinate, 


by ſurrendering to him this fortreſs. Roger de Coniers, who was conſtable of the 
caſtle, reſigned it to Will. de Nevill, the king's nominee, f who was ſworn upon 


the reliques of ſaints, that upon the death of the king, he would deliver it up to the 


biſhop, on receiving the mandate of Richard de Lucy, Biſhop of Wincheſter; or 


the Biſhop of Ely; and in caſe of Biſhop Pudſey's death, that the caſtle ſhould 
be reſtored to St. Cuthbert's church at Durham, in order that the rights of that 
church might not be impaired. | 3 


This prelate granted a charter of privileges to his burgeſſes of Norham, of 


equal tenure with other burgages north of Tyne, and ſimilar to thoſe of Newcaſtle; 
and he alſo granted to them certain lands, to be holden as freely as they had done 
in Biſhop Flambard's time, reſerving to the men, or dependants of the Schoriſ- 
worth monks, their common of paſture.} Biſhop Pudſey granted and confirmed

to St. Cuthbert and the monks at Durham, the lands lying between Scoręſwartbe 
and Norbam, called Hwatterig, with the reſt of the ville of Score/wathe, of which 
he had deprived them, and had detained for ſome time. $ On the death of the 
prelate, = during the vacancy of the ſee, Hugh Bardolph was appointed by the 
crown keeper of this caſtle,} A. D. 1194 ; the biſhop having, before his death, 
ſurrendered the earldom of Northumberland, with his caſtles, to the king; ſtipu- 
lating that the fortreſſes ſhould be in the keeping of Bardolph. Y 
In the time of Biſhop de Poicteu, A. D. 1203, King John held a perſonal con- 
ference with William the Lion, King of Scotland, at this caſtle, touching the de- 
mand made by the Scotch king of the northern counties; but nothing was deter- 
mined, and King John returned in great diſpleaſure. The ſee was vacant from 
the death of Biſhop Philip, in 1208, to the time of Richard de Mariſco's confir- 
mation, in 1217: during this vacancy, in the year 1209, King John came with a 
great army to Norham, whilſt the King of Scotland was aſſembling his troops at 
Roxburgh, and a dreadful war ſeemed to be threatened from the Engliſh ſove- 
reign's extravagant demands, and vehement wrath againſt the Scottiſh nation; 
but by the intervention of the nobles of both nations, the two monarchs agreed to 
adjourn their conference to Newcaſtle, whither the King of Scotland immediately | 
repaired, attended by his brother David, and a large train of his nobility ; but be- 
ing ſuddenly taken ill, a truce was agreed upon, till the king's health was reſtored. 
The diſpute remaining unſettled, the armies of both nations continued aſſembled, 
until the nobles again prevailed to renew the conference at Norham, in the ſame 
year, when a treaty of peace was concluded, in which King John ſtipulated not 
to erect any fortreſs at Tweedmouth, which che ſtates of S8 had ſtrenuouſly 
oppoſed; and King William, on the other hand, depoſited a large ſum of money, 
to indemnify the ſufferers for the ravages he had committed on the Engliſh borders. 
In the year 1211, the two ſovereigns held another conference at the caſtle of 
Norham ; at which Ermengard, Queen of Scotland, was preſent, and by her 
amiable and conciliating conduct, greatly promoted the treaty, on which they had 
met. Here the terms of the former peace were ratified, and ſeveral new articles 
were agreed to. 

In the year 1213, King John, in che utmoſt apprehenſions of an inſurrection of 
his ſubjects, and an invaſion from France, in conſequence of the papal interdict 
that had been pronounced, came again to Norham, anxious to ſecure the amity of 
Scotland. William, the Scotch king, was then much indiſpoſed, and was not 
able to proceed further than a to meet the King of England. Highly

chagrined at this diſappointment, John returned ſouthward, and it was not long 
before the ſentence of depoſition was pronounced againſt him, his kingdom given 


To the king of France, and a croiſade publiſhed againſt his territories, by the 
emiſſaries of the ſee of Rome. Driven to ſad dilemmas, John was at length 


obliged to make his peace with the holy ſee ; the interdict, which had continued 
ſix years, was revoked, and the lands of thoſe who had adhered to the papal au- 
thority againſt their ſovereign, &c. had been pronounced forteitures to the crown; 
of which, thoſe of Euſtace de Veſey were part, were reſtored. Soon after this 


event, ſucceeded that glorious combination of the barons, under which 7he great 


_ charter and charter of the foreſt, were obtained from the reluctant hands of this 


miſerable tyrant. To thofe patriots, whoſe names ought to be engraven on the heart 
every Brilon, we owe every thing valuable upon earth, the liberty we poſſeſs, and our 
authentic right to the property we enjoy.

William, King of Scotland, dying, was ſucceeded by his ſon Alexander IL a 
youth not more than fifteen years of age. The barons of Northumberland had 
recourſe to him for protection, and thereupon did homage at Felton. This in- 


cenſed King John ſo much, that he prepared for a northern expedition: in 1215, 


King Alexander came before Norham with a might army; and after an inveſti. 


ture for forty days, he was obliged to raiſe the ſiege. Leland; from the Scala 
Chronica, has this paſſage, t Alexander, King of Scottes, ſun to King William, 


did entre ynto England, and did muche deſpite to King John. He aſſegid the 
« caſtel of Mitteford and Norham, and toke homages of divers nobil men of 


Northumberland, and the counte of York : wherefore King John after deſtrojed 
e muche of their landes, and bet doune Morpeth Caſtel..? 
During the vacancy of the ſee, between the death of Biſh 
and the confirmation of Biſhop Richard Poor, 12th King Henry III. A. D. 122y, 
Geoffrey de Lucey of Cockermouth, was conſtable of the caſtle of Norham. In 
the deed of convention and agreement entered into between Biſhop Poor, and the 
convent of Durham, it was ſtipulated that the prior's people of Norhamſhire,

ſhould have the like privilege with the biſhop's people there, of being impleaded 
| Biſhop Nicholas de Farnham, on his reſigning the ſee of Durham, had aſſigned 


him, among other things, for his proviſion for life, the manor of Norham. $ 

In 1258, King Henry III. projected a ſcheme for ſurpriſing Alexander III.

The year after Biſhop Robert de Inſula came to the ſee, John Marmeduc occurs 
conſtable of Norham caſtle, A. D. 1275; and in Biſhop Anthony Beck's time, 1284, 


Walter de Roubyry occurs. In the pleas of quo warranto, taken in the 2 iſt year 


of King Edward I. the biſhop claimed and had confirmed to the ſee among other 
privileges, that the Biſhop of Durham had his chancery, and by his writs, and 


proper juſtices, holds all pleas within the liberties of Durham, Sadberge, and 


Bedlington on ſouth of Coquet, and Norham beyond Coquet; that he had three 
coroners in the three wards of Durham; and alſo, one at Sadberge, one at Bedling- 
ton, and one at Norham; that he has his place of execution at Norham, and ex- 
erciſes there the juriſdiction of infangenetheof and outfangenetheof; has his fairs 


and markets at Norham, and holds all plcas of the crown at Norham, from fifteen 


days to fifteen days, or from three weeks to three weeks, at his pleaſure; and alſo 


holds in exigent and ourlawry, with power of pardoning outlaws. That the biſhop 
| hath privilege by his bailiff, to apprehend any man of his palatinate in Northum- 


berland, at the ſuit of any ſubject of his biſhoprick, in order to have him at a 


ce called Holdenburn, on the march between Norham and the body of the 5 
county, where he ſhall ſuffer the law. ＋ 


A convention was appointed to be holden at Norham, on the 1oth day of May, 


1290, previous to King Edward I. entering upon a hearing of the claims made 
by the competitors for the crown of Scotland, on the death of Margaret of Norway, 

the infant heireſs. The aſſembly was held in the church at Norham, where, were 

preſent, the king, and many of the prelates, nobles, and chief perſonages of both 


nations. The king previoufly demanded a recognition of his ſupremacy, and 


it is ſaid, that his claim was hiſtorically deduced with great artifice and judgment 


by Bithop Beck ; after which, three weeks were given for the ſtates of Scotland 
to deliberate on the ſubject. On the 2d day of June then next, eight competitors, 


with feveral of the prelates, nobles, and community of Scotland appeared, and 


held their council on this important matter. Congregatis ex opp ito caſtri de 


„ Norham, ex alia parte fluminis Tweedæ in quadam arda viridi. T When all 
the competitors made the required recognition, and an abſolute fubmiſſion of their 


ſeveral claims to Fdward's deciſion. To this end they came to the king in the 
church of Norham, where ſeveral ſubſequent meetings were held for ſettling pre- 


liminaries. After judgment was given at Berwick, in favour of John Baliol, on 


the 20th of Nov. 1292, he ſwore fealty to the King of England 1n the caſtle of 


| Norham, in the preſence of many of the nobility of both nations; and a commiſ- 


ſion was iſſued from thence, for enthroning him at Scone. 
No remarkable event took place here in the time of Biſhop Richard Kellaw, 
ſave only that the prelate delivered up Norham caſtle to King Edward II. for

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three years, for the better defence of the Marche; which was * by the king's 
writ to Will. Rydell the conſtable, whom the biſhop had appointed. f. Dominus 
Robertus de Colvil, mil. occurs alſo in that prelate's time; and after him, certain 
commiſſioners, as guardians of the caſile and ſhire of Norham; and laſtly, Walter 
de Goſwick occurs keeper of the caſtle for that prelate. 

Lewis Beaumont was ſcarce ſeated in the ſee of Durham, before the Scotch 
beſieged Norham, A. D. 1318: Sir Thomas Gray was then governor, by whoſe 


brave defence, and the timely aid of the Lords Percy and Nevill, it was preſerved 
from the hands of the enemy. In order to carry on the ſiege, the Scots raiſed 


two forts againſt the caſtle, one at Norham'church, and the other at Upſetlington. 
On another ſiege, in the year 1322, the Scotch became maſters of this fortreſs, but 


held it a very ſhort time, for King Edward retook it aſter an aſſault of ten days, 


with a powerful army.“ 
In Leland's Collectania, we have the following curious particulars of this fiege, 
from the Scala Chronica 


The Scottes came yn to the marches of England, and deſtroyed the Caſtelles 


of Werk and Herbotel, and overran much of Northumberland marches. 


« At this tyme Thomas Ln and his frendes defendid Norham from the 


Scottes. 


Hut wen wonderfull proceſſe to declare what miſchefes cam by hungre and 
aſſeges, by the ſpace of xi yeres in Northumbreland.

ſo proude, after they had got Berwick, that they nothing eſtemid the Engliſchmen. 
« About this tyme, there was a greate feſt made yn Lincolnſhir, to which cam 


many gentilmen and ladies, and emonge them one lady brought a heualme for a 
man of. were; with a very riche creſte of golde, to William Marmion, knight, 


with a lettre of commaundement of her lady, that he ſhould go into the daungeruſt 
place in England, and there to let the heualme to be ſeene, and knowen as famoſe. 
So he went to Norham, whither withyn 4 dayes of cumming cam Philip Moubray, 
gardian of Berwike, having in his bande 140 men of armes, the very flour of men 
of the Scottiſch marches. 
Thomas Gray, capitay ne of Norham, foal this, brought his gariſon afore 
the barriers of the caſtel, behynd whom cam William richely arrayed, as all glit- 
tering in golde, and wearing the heualme, his lady's preſent. 

« Then ſayd Thomas Gray to Marmion, “ Syr Knight, ye be cum hither to 
fame your heualme, mount up on yor horſe, and ryde lyke a valiant man to yon

In 1326, on the night of King Edward III. 5 coronation, the Scotch forces 
aſſaulted this caſtle; Robert Maners, then governor, had received previous inti- 
mation of the intended attempt, and ſuffered ſixteen of the affailants to ſcale the 


doutward wall, who were immediately put to the ſword. In 1 327, ſoon aſter their 


flight from Weardale, the Scots laid ſiege to Norham, and took it by ſtorm.— Le- 

land, from the Scala Chronica, ſets forth, that Shortly after the Scottes by covine 

« fledde clere away from Stanhop Park in the night; wherefore the young King 

Edward wept tendrely, and returnid to York. Robert Bruſe, King of Scottes; had + 
s afſeigid the caſtel of Norham, when Robert Maners was capitayne ; which, with 

« his garniſon, iſſuid oute one day, and diſcomfitid the Scottes, killing William

We now find that a great interval of time elapſed, in which no memorable 
actions occurred touching this fortreſs. In the records are the names of John 
Heron, Mil. and Robert Clavering, conſtables or governors there, but the date of 
their reſpective offices is not noted. $ During Biſhop Skirlaw's epiſcopacy, who 
had the temporalties of his ſee reſtored in 1388, and who died in 1405, we find 
that Thomas Gray held the office of conſtable. Gerard Heron, 1399, and 
Robert Ogle, ſon of Robert Ogle, alſo occur in this prelate's time, 1402. Biſhop 
Nevill alſo appointed his conſtables and Keepers of his caſtle of Norham ; and 
Biſhop Dudley, by eee ee appointed Henry Percy, Earl of Northum- 
berland, and Roger Heron, Eſq. keepers of this caſtle for one year, for its better

defence againſt the Scotch. He alſo appointed John Middleton, at the inſtance 


of King Edward IV. conſtable of the caſtle, ſeneſcal, ſheriff, and eſcheator .of 


Norham for two years. There was a proviſion in this commiſſion, that if 
Middleton ſhould be abſent at any time, he ſhould leave in the fortreſs a proper 
captain, and thirty men at arms at the leaſt. f In Biſhop Sherwood's time, 
Thomas Gray de-Chillingham, Mil. and Robert Collingwood, occur keeper of 
the caſtle of Norham. i e | 

In the 13th year of King Henry VII. during Biſhop Fox's epiſcopacy, the 
Scotch led by King James in perſon beſieged this caſtle, which had been put into 
good repair by that prelate, and was then well garriſoned: the beſieged made a 


valiant defence for fifteen days, until the biſhop came to their ſuccour: many of the 
_ outworks were deſtroyed. Some authors aſſert the Scotch did not raile the ſiege, till 


the Earl of Surry, with an army of 20,000 men came to the ſupport of the garriſon, 
and obliged the aſſailants to retire. The biſhop granted annuities for life to 
Thomas Garth and John Hamerton, for the gallant defence they made.$ In the 


fifth year of King Henry VIII. the caſtle was aſſaulted by the Scotch, previous to 
the battle of Flodden-field, and part 6f the outworks were deſtroyed. This cir- 


cumſtance is mentioned in the poem of the Battle of Flodden-field, part II. fit. 2. 
In the time of Biſhop: Senous, 18th King Henry VIII. William Dacre, Lord 
Dacre and Grayſtoc k, and Sir Charles Dacre, had the keeping of the caſtle. f In the 
22d year of that reign, Norham was ſurpriſed by the Scotch, and ſoon after reco- 


vered by the proweſs of one Franklin, Archdeacon of Durham, for which he 
received a diſtinguiſhed addition to his arms. In the year 1551, a treaty was 
ſigned in the church of Norham ; the Scotch commiſſioners were Robert Biſhop 
of Orkney, Robert Lord Maxwell, Thomas Maſter of Erſkine, and Louis de St. 
 Gelais, Lord of Linſac, Knight: thoſe for England were Thomas Biſhop of 


Norwich, Robert Bowes, Leonard Beckwith, and Thomas Chaloner, Knight. In 
1552, the caſtle of Norham, which, from the time of Biſhop Flambard, had apper- 
tained to the ſee of Durham, appears from Lord Wharton's propoſals for the better 
protection of the marches to be veſted in the crown. The deprivation of Biſhop 
Tunſtal happened in the 11th of October, in this year, before which time we have 
no public record to ſhew how Norham might come into the power of the crown.

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The law for the diſſolution of the biſhoprick, is the firſt fact of any notoriety we 
have been able to diſcover, which could effect the matter; and notwithſtanding 
that law, it appears, from ſeveral records, that in the reign of Mary, the caſtle was 
repaired, and again fortified by Biſhop Tunſtal ; and that, in the year 1559, he 
held a treaty there with the Scotch, when were preſent Thomas Earl of Northum- 
berland, William Lord Dacre of Gilſland, and Croft, commander of Berwick, on 
the behalf of England; and for Scotland the Earls of Morton and Hume, with the 
Dean of Glaſgow.* „ * 5 
We muſt now refer our readers to the annals of the prelates, in our firſt volume, 
for thoſe ſeveral circumſtances, there ſtated at large, which relate to the alienation 
of Norham ; the repetition whereof, in this place, would be irkſome. : 
The military power of the Biſhops of Durham in Norham, having been diſ- 
played at large in the preceding pages, we proceed to ſhew what civil juriſdiction 
the prelates exerciſed in their ſhires of Norham and Iflandſhire, of which, as was 
before aſſerted, Norham was the capital; Fs 08 5 | 
Biſhop Lewis Beaumont ſhewed, by his petition to parliament in the opening 
of the reign of King Edward III. that he and his predeceſſors, Biſhops of Durham, 
had, from the time of the conqueſt, and before, held jura regalia between Tyne 
and Tees, and in Norhamſhire and Bedlingtonſhire ; and by themſelves and their 
officers and juſtices had exerciſed the ſame, without the intermeddling of the 
crown, execept in caſes of default and diſobedience to the ſovereign. That the 2 mi 
Biſhops of Durham, by reaſon of ſuch their liberties and authorities, held their | it 
courts of judicature within the liberty of Norham, with juriſdiction over the vill 
of Upſetlington, which was held of the caſtle and honour of Norham. f They had 
their receivers at the exchequer of Norham, maſters of the board-of works, and 
other dependants, equal to the officers of the crown in authority within the limits < f 
of theſe ſhires:} The king's memorial, 5th Edward III.

On the (eaſt fide of the river Till, on the brink of a rocky precipice, ſtands 
Twyſell, the ſeat of Sir Francis Blake, built in a caſtellated form, of a fine white 
freeſtone, ſaid to be remarkably pleaſant and commodious ; the circular turrets at 
the corners affording a great command of proſpect. Sir Francis is improving this 
manſion; the rooms are all vaulted to prevent accidents by fire; the gallery, when 

| finiſhed, will be a noble apartment, being in length ninety feet, and twenty-two

The firſt proprietor we meet with in the Durham records, is 
William Riddell, who, in the time of Biſhop Beaumont, was ſeized of the manor 
of Twyſell, and the hamlets of Dudhowe and Old Grindon, parcels of that manor, 
which he held by the payment of twenty marks rent, and ſuit at the court of 
Norham. He was alſo ſeized of the manor of Tillmouth, with its appurtenances, 
(except one carucate of land belonging to a chauntry) and two huſbandries of 
land which Hugh Riddell held, and one-third part of the manor which was in 
dowry to Emma, the wife of William Riddell, ſon of William: the whole held 
by the ſervice of one half of a knight's fee, ſuit at the county, and payment of 208. 
yearly for the keeping of Norham caſtle: bur at that time thoſe manors were 
deſtroyed by the Scotch, inſomuch that they were returned of no value. The 
Lady Iſabella, the wife of Alane de Claveryng, the Lady Couſtantia, wife of John 
de Kingeſton, and the Lady Johanna, the wife of Gerard de Wyderyngton, were his 
heirs.* The only coheireſs we find noted in the ſucceeding inquiſitions is 
Couſtantia de Kingeſton, who died ſeized of the manor of Twyſell, except ſuch 
part as Henry de Eſſelyngton held for life; ſhe held the manor of the biſhop in 
dringage, by ſuit of court, and payment of 81. 13s. 4d. at the exchequer of 
Norham ; ſhe alſo had ſix huſbandry lands in Tillmouth, which ſhe held by the 
ſervice of the eighth part of a knight's fee : and ſhe left Thomas de Kingeſton, 
Mil. her ſon and heir.

Lies on the ſouthern extremity of Norhamſhire; it is called a manor in the records 
of Biſhop Skirlaw, and was held by the Stryvelings in dringage, rendering ſeven 
marks rent. James de Stryveling died poſſeſſed thereof in the third year of that 
prelate, and the eſtate deſcended to William de Clavering in tail; but in the 
ſeveral inquiſitions it was returned of no value, being ruined by the Scotch. T Ir 
was afterwards part of the poſſeſſions of the Grays. It was held of the lord biſhop 
by homage, fealty, ſuit at the county of Norham from three weeks to three weeks, 
grinding at Twyſell mill all the corn that grew there, and rendering at the exchequer 
at Norham 41. 138. 4d. yearly. This is now a village, conſiſting of two farmholds, 
and a few cottages occupied by labourers and collieries; it is fituated on the 
north-eaſt declivity of a hill, on the rocky ſummit of which ſtands the ruins of 
Dudhowe tower: a ſmall tower remains, and a vault, which has been a ſafehold 
for cattle. In Dudhowe farm, about a quarter of a mile to the north-weſt of the 
village, is the monument of the victory before mentioned, now called Dudhowe 
ones, placed on the ſummit of an eminence, which riſes with gentle ſlopes.

4d. rent: his brother and heiran infant. $—A family of Hertfords held 
lands here; but the chief part of the inhabitants held by ſervile tenures, which it 


would be uſeleſs to ſtate. An ancient offering to the hoſpital of St. Giles in 
Durham, of a thrave of corn out of every plough land, for the relief of pilgrims, 


was granted by the land owners, about the time of King Richard II. payable on 
the feaſt of St. "Michael. It was afterwards commuted for a money payment. 

The town of Bedlington is in a. low but pleaſant ſituation; it conſiſts of one long 
ftreet. The church is an ancient ſtructure, but no monuments of note. T 

In the year 1659, when the lands belonging to the ſee of Durham, were put 
up to ſale by the parliament, this manor, with Choppington farm, were purchaſed 
by Robert Fenwick, Eſq. for 12961. It is faid, that, at the reſtauration, the 
purchaſers of the church lands offered the king the ſum of 5$00,000l, to confirm 
their right for ninety-nine years, on payment of the old rents to the biſhops and 
clergy ; which offer his majeſty was ſo far from complying with, that he granted 


a commiſſion of inquiry touching ſuch eſtates.

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 NonTH BLyrH is a part of the diſtrict of Bedlington. The navigable river and 
port of Blyth were in ancient times held to be of conſiderable conſequence te the 
| biſhops, and are named in their records with the Tees, Wear, and Tyne, as being 
ſubje& to their juriſdiction, where they exerciſed all royal franchiſes. The 
Biſhop's leaſes comprehend anchorage, beaconage, plankage, wharfage, ballaſt- 
keys, and waſtes, between the high and low water-marks, and all Wrecks of the 
ſea on that coaſt. | 

Ca Bols lies at the mouth of the river Wanſbeck: It gave name to the reſi- 
dent family; early in Biſhop Hatfield's time, we ſee a Richard Cambhouſe in the 
records afterwards noted by us. Ralph de Ellyngeham was poſſeſſed of an eſtate 
in tail of a portion of the manor, and one ſouth part of the fiſhery of Wanſpik, 
held of the lord biſhop in capite, rendering 178. 6d. rent.* Some of the propri- 
_ etors of the fiſhery had a cobellum for fiſhing in the main ſea, value 10s. per ann. 
The inquiſitions for this diftrict are very irregular, and perhaps many are loſt: we 
meet with little more touching Cambois, till we reach the ne taken 
relative to the eſtates of the Earl of Weſtmorland. 

Nepikrox gave name to the reſident family early in Biſhop Hatfield's time, 
but the proprietors of lands held but ſmall eſtates. William de Nedirton, and 
Katharine his wife, held to them and the heirs of his body, by the gift of Alice de

The family of Denum held lands at WrsTLEKBURN. Of them William de

alſo held a third part of the manor of Cambois by fealty, and 3os. rent at the 
exchequer, doing ſuit at three courts at Bedlyngton, and grinding ſuch corn as he 
expended in his houſehold, that grew on thoſe lands, at the biſbop's mill at 
Bedlyngton, at a fixtecnth mulcture. 4 

The firſt proprietor of CHopPINGTON or enivsrnron, as it is called in the 
records, is Hugo de Hexham, of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, who held of the lord 
biſhop in capite the manor of Chaybynton, by fealty, ind ſix marks rent; he alſo

% Northallerton, which latter, therefore, might very well be deſtroyed by him 
« at the ſame time; and continued to lie waſte, till after the death of the two 
« Daniſh kings, Inguar and Hubba, A. D. 88 3, when King Alfred cauſed the 
« deſolate part of Northumberland, as all the country between the Humber and 
« the Tweed was then called, to be reinhabited. No ſooner had this wiſe and 
_ « good king any reſpite from his wars, than he began to repair the loſſes ſuſtained 

« from the enemy, by raiſing up:demoliſhed towns and caſtles out of their ruins, 
% and erecting new ones, where neceſſary, for the defence of his territories, or 
« convenient-for the habitation of his ſubjects. Among others, Alvertune, now 
ce called Offerton in Derbyſhire, is believed to have been one; but ſince no anci- 
ent author gives us their names, is is merely conjecture: and then, why will not 
« the ſame conjecture hold as good for Northallerton, that ſtill retains more of his 
© name? and though he firſt beſtowed the kingdom of Northumberland upon 
« Guthrun, the Dane, at his baptiſm, as well as that of the Eaſt Angles; and after-

The circumference of the mount, at the baſe, is 300 paces.— It riſes about 20 perpendicular feet, The 
crown is level No 2 of maſon work in the whole works.

About the time of the diſſolution, here were a maſter, three chaplains, four 
brethren, two ſiſters, and nine poor perſons. 

On the eaſt ſide of the town was a houſe of Carmelites, or white friars, founded: 


by Biſhop Hatfield; or, as it is variouſly reported, by King Edward III. jointly 
with the prelate, about the year 1354 ; it was dedicated to St. Mary, This houſe- 
vas ſurrendered on the 2oth of November, 1539, by Will. Wommefraye, warden, 


and nine brethren. The fite was in the ſeventh year of King Edward VI. granted 
to Richard Vavaſour of Birkin, and Henry Vavaſour of London, from whom, after 
paſſing through various hands, it became the property of Robert Rakes Fulthorpe, 


Eſq. who ſold it to William Wales, Efq. ; it ſtill retains the ancient name of the . 


Freerage, and the terrace and ſome foundations of the walls are ſtill to be traced. 


Some authors allege, that one of the earls of Weſtmorland, and alſo Walter Hellaw, 
ſuperior of this houſe, were buried within the chapel, the latter in the year 1367, 

There was a grammar and ſinging ſchool here in 1327, when the prior of 
Durham preſented John Pedeſey to be maſter of it. There is now a grammar

« The church of Northallerton is dedicated to All Saints; it lies within the 
deanry of Cleveland: but this and all other church livings in Allertonſhire, are 
_ ſubordinate under the Archbiſhop of York, to the church of Durham, and exempt

« This church, belonging to the patronage of the prior and convent of Durham, 
was, time out of mind, appropriated to them, when they had, out of the fruits 
thereof, a penſion of 201. annually. paid them.

« There was a guild or fraternity inſtituted in this church, to which, gth June, 
1441, an indulgence was granted by the Archbiſhop of York for one hundred 
days relaxation of penance, enjoined to all ſuch, who liberally contributed to the 
honour and conſervation of the ſaid guild, or to thoſe who reſorted thereunto, 


upon the account of devotion of thoſe ſaints, in whoſe honour and memory it was

« theſouth end; and was probably re- edi fied ſoon after its deſtruction by the Scots, 
« in the time of Edward II.: moſt of our churches here ſeem of the ſame date. 
« The ſteeple is a ſquare tower, riſing from the middle of the church, with four 
« pinnacles upon the top of it; has five bells and a good clock in it, given by their 
« members of parliament, in the year 1714. There are few modern monuments 
« of the dead in their church, none of them remarkable for any thing extraordi- 
© nary: the oldeſt is a raiſed tomb of freeſtone, at the weſt end of the north aile,

Since Mr. Gale wrote his account of this place, the church has received ſeveral 
alterations. In 1779, the chancel being in a dangerous ſtate, was pulled down, 
and when rebuilt, was roofed with ſlate; and in 1786, the roof on the weſtern 


part was taken down, and a new one of flate placed there; theſe alterations have 


: injured the appearance of this building very greatly. The fourth bell in the tower 
is inſcribed, © In multis annis, reſonet campana Johanunis ;** it is of a ſweet tone, and 
s faid to have belonged to the priory of Mount- grace. 


Several of the family of Bowes were interred here in the beginning of the laſt 


century. John Conſtable of Laſenby, 1619, and Richard Danby of Romanby, 


about 1651, were buried in the chancel. In 1585, in one of the windows, in 
painted glaſs, were two armorial ſhields, bearing on the dexter fide, /ab/e; three 


greyhounds current, argent, the arms of Mauleverer. Theſe were impaled 
in one of the ſhields, which had a label of three points, or, with the arms of 
Courtney, being or three torteaxes above a feſſe gules; and in the other with a 
coat argent, upon a chevron three martlets, colours and owner unknown. Glover's

In addition to what we find in Mr. Gale's MSS. we muſt obſerve, that the town 
of Northallerton, ſince the date of Mr. Gale's letter, is much improved in build. 
ings, there being a great number of very handſome houſes erected of late years, 
and it is become the reſidence of ſeveral people of conſiderable fortune. The 
lands are in good cultivation; and lying warm, though of a clayifh conſtitution in 
general, are yet very forward, and produce abundant crops. Within two or three 
years laſt paſt, a houſe of correction, or penitential houſe, on a new plan, with a 
very commodious court-houſe, have been built near the ſouth end of the town, on 
the caſt ſide of the ſtreet. This town is thirty-two miles north of York, and 
thirty-four miles fouth of Durham. 3 „ 1607 ;, fe HD ICRL IT 
On viewing the Caſtle Banks with much attention, together with a wiſh to re. 
concile, if poſſible, a ſketch made by the learned Dr. Stukelv, which is copied into 
Gale's MSS. where the remains are called the Old Roman Camp of Romanby, we 
found vurlſelves greatly diffatisfied : all the vallums are now perfectly graffed over, 
and in the whole ground there is not the leaſt appearance of maſon-work-; ſo com 


pletely have the materials been removed, for the purpoſe of building the houſes in 


the town, many ſhewing evidently whence the ſtones were obtained; bricks bein 
chiefly uſed in the modern edifices, the regiſter office is built of ſtone. At Romanb 
there is not any trace that we could diſcover of a Roman camp, and ſubmit it to the 
reader's judgment, whether the name of the village is not a corruption of 
Roman-way, from its ſuppoſed ſituation, or is derived from the name of 
ſome ancient owner of the eſtate : if the Romans had a fort in its vicinity, we 
ſhould be inclined to conceive with Dr. Stukely, it was fituated where the Caſtle- 
banks, (as the preſent remains are now called) do lie; though by ſuch large and 
extenſive modern works, the traces of a Roman fort are defaced. The chief or 
ftrong hold of the caſtle conſiſted of a circular mount, defended by circumvallations 


and ditches ; this mo int, it is to be preſumed, ſupported a tower, and the balliums . 


formed by the circumvallations, according to the faſhion. of the times in which this 
fortreſs was erected, moſt probably were ſtrengthened by turrets and baſtions.— - 
The mount is very ſteep on the weſt ſide, by on the eaſt the acceſs is more gra- 
dual: it is about twenty feet in perpendicular height, is in circumference three 
hundred paces, and the ſides are ſo ſteep as to be aſcended with difficulty: the 
crown is a level plain. Immediately at the foot of the mount is a ditch which 
runs quite round it. On the weft fide a vallum riſes immediately on the outſide 
of the ditch, but as it advances to the eaſtward, ſpreads itſelf to a conſiderable 
diſtance ; and ſhews great remains. To the north fide a large mole or bulwark 
riſes on the vallum, and ſeems to have been caſt up by aſſailants, to maintain an 
attack on the mount. There are conſiderable traces of a wide ditch on the outſide 
of this vallum. On the weſt there are no other out- works, but the ground appears 
as if it might in former times be flooded, and thence the caſtle rendered unaſſail- 
able on that part. From the mole and vallum laſt mentioned, there runs out to 
a conſiderable diſtance another vallum, ſhewing great remains, and taking a large

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ſweep, terminating at the brook which runs on the ſouth, and inclofing three or 

four acres of land; the outward vallum has a deep ditch, which, by receiving the 

waters of the brook, muſt have afforded a very powerful defence. - On this laſt 

vallum, to the north, and not far diſtant from that before noted, 1s another bul- 
Wark or mole; we at firſt conſidered thoſe eminences as the ruins of ſome gate- 
__ way towers, but on examining the approach, that idea was relinquiſhed. | 


CRAKE. | 


Io the caſt of Eaſingwold about three miles, and twelve from York, lies Crake; 
the caſtle, church, and village, ſtand on the ſummit of a lofty eminence, riſin 
from an extenſive plain, ſteep and inacceſſible on every fide but on the ſouth, where 
the approach is gradual. This little ſhire is almoſt circular, the chief part lies to 
the north of the village. The caſtle ſtands on the very ſummit of the hill, the 
church to the ſouth-eaſt, and from thence the village, with an open and ſpacious 
area, lies on the ſlope. ' Leland in his Itinerary gives this accouut, vol. I. p. 74: 
«Then I ſaw on the right hond, a 4 miles of, the caſtelle of Crek, gyven by King 
% Ecbright to St. Cuthbert. There remainith at this tyme ſmaul ſhew of any old 
« caſtel that hath beene there. There is a haul, with other offices, and a great 
te ſtable voltid with ſtone, of a meatly auncyent building. The great ſquar tower, 
« that is thereby, as in the toppe of the hill, and ſupplement of loggings, is very 
« fair, and was erected totally by Neville, Bisſnop of Dureſme (reg. Hen. VI.) 
« There is a park, the circuit of the lordfhip is 7 miles, and the value being a 40". 
« by the yeare.”* On the point of the hill are the remains of ſeveral vaults, which 
now lic open; the principal one to the ſouth has a paſſage to a vault on the eaſt, 
greatly ruined, and one to the north, now perfect: it ſeems that this ſtructure had 
Originally conſiſted of four vaults, all dark, but communicating with one another: 
the centre was a kind of column, in which is a ſtaircaſe leading from the ſuper- 
ſtructure to the vaults; paſſing up theſe ſtairs, we aſcended into a ſmall apartment 
or turret, with a ſtone roof, of groined arching, having a circular opening in the 
centre: the reſt of the ſuperſtructure is all gone, ſo that it is impoſſible to form 
any judgment What its original figure, or of what extent it was. About fourſcore 
yards from theſe remains, to the weſtward, and in ſome degree lower, is the ſquare 
tou er mentioned by Leland, placed on the edge of a precipice ; but the hall, which 
ue preſumed by the ruins had ſtood adjacent to the tower, is gone down ; the 
tower, which forms an oblong ſquare, fronting to the ſouth, and built of durable . 
freeftone, is now uſed as a farm-houſe; the walls are of a remarkable thickneſs, 
and the lower apartments ſeem to have been conitructed for priſons, and not as 
houſehold offices, though above ground. The proſpect from this eminence is moſt 
aſtoniſhingly beautiful; we do not know of any thing like it in the northern parts 
of this kingdom: to the eaſtu ard it is for a ſhort diſtance* confined by riſing 
grounds, but on every other quarter a level plain is extended to the eye above 
twenty miles; in which lies the city of York, to the ſouth; with a multitude of 
towns: and villages Icattered round the Queen of the Vale, too numerous to be 
named. here, as that would not be fo ſatisfactory as caſting an eye on the map; the 
boundaries of the proſpect to the north and north-weſt are the eniincnces which 
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riſe behind Catterick, and adjoin to the openings of Wenfleydale and Swaledale; 
and extend towards Richmond, thence forming a chain which ſtretches to the eaſt, 
and terminates the vaſt landſcape: the whole plain conſiſting of a country highly 
cultivated. e ISS 4 COD SLE CO OP WITS ß 
The church“ has no fide ailes; the chancel eight paces in length, and fix in 
width, is lighted to the ſouth by two windows, and to the north by one, all under 
circular arches; the eaſt window conſiſts of three lights under a pointed arch; the 
entrance into the nave is by a pointed arch, the length of which is eighteen paces, 
and the width nine; it is lighted by three windows north and ſouth, under circu- 
lar arches. There is a low ſquare tower. In the corner, on the north ſide of the 
entrance into the chancel, is an altar tomb, with two recumbent effigies in alabaſter, 
much mutilated, but ſtil] diſcovering elegant workmanſhip. The male figure is 
without a helmet or cap of mail, the hair laid back in the front, and curled at the 
| fides, a beard, and the head reſted on a cuſhion; a complete ſuit of armour to the 
feet, the hands elevated, but now much broken, the ſword on the left ſide, and a 
ſhield on the left arm, bearing three bars, with a lion rampant over all. The. 
female figure has a peaked coif ſpreading at the temples, and a large ruff, a dreſs 
perhaps more ancient than the time of Queen Elizabeth. There is no inſcription 
to denote the perſonages here interred. In a nich in the wall is a rude effigy of a 
female kneeling, much-defaced and whitened over; the ſtrait bodice and ſleeves, 
and high rolls on the ſhoulders, ſhew this figure was of higher antiquity than the 
tomb before deſcribed : a braſs tablet has been fixed in the adjoining wall, the 
nich remaining, but robbed of its ornament. -o_ 3 
Crake was giyen to St. Cuthbert by King Egfrid, with three miles of ground in 
1 circuit; that, as ancient writers ſay, he and his ſucceſſors, Biſhops of Lindisfarn, 
| © paſſing to and from York, ſhould have a reſting place. f The writers referred to 
add, ubi monachorum ſtationem inftituit.”” We find no authorities which 
elucidate this paſſage, or any evidence which points out to us what kind of inſti- 
tution this was; Camdenſ doth not notice it. Symeon, in the 28th chap. p. 118, 
ſays again, that, in the year 882, when the monks fled from the northern ſavages 
that invaded this land, carrying with them the remains of St. Cuthbert, « ad 
. monaſterium quod in ſua quondam villa vocabulo Creca fuit illud venerabile 
« corpus deferunt, ibique ab abbate cui nomen erat Geve benigniſſime ſuſcepti, 
« yelut in proprio quatuor menſibus refidebant.” Here we find it called a 
« monaſtery, and the name of an abbot given. Burton doth not notice any ſuch 
religious ſociety here: and the Doomſday Book has no minute thereof.

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Crake, like ſome other diſtant members of our church, was ſeized upon 
by Elle, who, as obſerved before, might be driven to the ſacrilegious act by the 
diſtreſſes of war: but thoſe deprivations were revoked, and full reſtitution made 
by the conqueror, if not before. 5 

The ſhire of Crake® lies in the foreſt of Galtres, and is ſurrounded by the county 

of Vork, yet, as a member of the county palatine, pleas of the land therein are held 
in the courts of Durham, and the juriſdiction of the palatinate equally extends 
thereto, as to any place between Tyne and Tees: ] in the aſſeſſment of the land- 
tax it is comprehended in Darlington ward, and pays thereto, at 48. in the pound, 
1601. 16s. 5d. The freeholders in this ſhire vote for knights for the county of 
Durham; but in the militia ſervice the legiſlature thought it expedient to embody 
them with the men of Yorkſhire. Will. Rufus having ſeized the diſtant members 
of the Biſhop of Durham's poſſeſſions, they were reſtored by Hen. I. and afterwards

Mr. Burton, from the Hiſtory of Peterborough, ſets forth, that © in the days of 
« Edward the Confeſſor the manor, church, and lands of Howden, were wreſted 
« from the monaſtery. of Peterborough, * and being in the king” 8 hands, King 


« William the Conqueror gave the laid church of Howden, with all its chapels, 


* lands, and appurtenances, to William Karilepho, Biſhop of Durham, who 


« immediately after conferred the ſame on the monks of Durham for ever.” f The 


manor and its privileges the prelates retained, and it ſtill belongs to the ſee. 

The gift made of this manor to the ſee was by charter, and confirmed by the 
bulla of. Pope Gregory. William Rufus accuſing William, Biſhop of Durham, 
of joining in the conſpiracy of his difſident barons, or at leaſt abetting them in 
various circumſtances, waſted Howden and Welton, and ſundry other poſſeſſions 
of the ſee in Yorkſhire, as noted before, ſeized them into his own hands, and ſoon 


afterwards beſtowed them on Odonis,$ (comes Campaniæ) and Alanus, (comes 


Richemonte l! ) his favourites. 


The manor did not long continue alienated from the ſce, K. Hen. I. by his charter 


making reſtitution thereof, with others the lands of which the Biſhop of Durham, 
had been diſſeized: but it appears by the record referred to, that Henry had ſeized 


theſe manors at the time of his coronation at St. Alban's; ſo that it is probable, 


(though we have no record to confirm the idea) that the Yorkſhire manors were 


_ reſtored by King William Rufus to Biſhop Flambard, who was a great favourite 
with the ſovereign, and afterwards in great diſgrace with the wuccclior, till the

- «near which is a convenient ſchool.” Mr. Groſe then proceeds with notes made 


by Mr. Pennant; which ſlate, that the length of this fabric is * two hundred and 


« fifty-one feet, tranſept an hundred. Eaſt part quite a ruin; its window ſuperb. 


« and elegant, arches Pointed, columns adorned with flutings, tracery of fide win- 
* dows various. 


The entrance to the eaſt part, three doors, well ornamented, two niches on 


© each fide the chief.” 


To this defcription we muſt add, that, from the remains, it is evident, the 
quire has had fide ailes fimilar to the nave; the fide doors out of the tranſept, 
and ſide windows to the eaſt, correſponding with the idea, though not the leaſt 
remains of a column is ſtanding ; ; for after the roof fell in, the ſhaken pillars, we 
apprehend, were taken down to their foundations. The centre door now enters 


into a commodious veſtry room, which incroaches upon the ground of the old 


quire. The length of the quire is thirty- eight paces, and the width twenty paces; 
there are {ix windows on each fide, divided by beautiful pilaſters, the capitals or- 


namented with pierced work; the ſpringings of the groined archings of the roof 


yet remain. The windows have conſiſted of three lights, with various tracer

« tom nine inches, depth ſeventeen inches and a half.“ We lament that the 
deſcription of this curious monument cloſes there. Moſt probable it belonged to 
the tomb of Oſara. No account could be had of it, when we viſited this church. 

There are no. tombs or inſcriptions in the north porch of the quire. The 
chapter-houſe adjoins to the ſouth of the quire, with a little chapel, reveſtry, or 


_ oratory, adjoining: the entrance under the third window, the door-way orna- 


mented with much carving in ſtone; a nich on cach fide for a ſtatue, canopied,

In Howden is an old houſe, called Roly Kurn, and cloſe by a Farth, called Almry Garth.

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and the whole richly adorned with tabernacle work. Over the door of the little 
chapel, &c. the arms of Skirlaw, Biſhop of Durham. Mr. Pennant's notes, in 
Mr. Groſe's work, ©« Chapter-houſe, a beautiful octagon, the tracery of the win- 
dos light and fine; the inſide has thirty ſtalls, each under a Gothic arch; 
e both theſe and the back of the ſtalls enriched with beautiful ſculpture; over 
« the door two rows of fix niches each. The roof fallen in, through neglect, 
ce twenty years ago. Between the windows, on the outſide, ſeveral ſhields of arms.”” 
The chapter-houſe, of eight equal ſides, is only eight paces in width; on each 
ſide of the door is a feat, which, with four in each other front, make thirty! in the 
whole; the ſeats are ſeparated by cluſtered pilaſters of various members, very 
ſmall and extremely delicate, having foliated capitals of pierced work, and from 
thence riſes rich tabernacle work, ornamenting a Gothic arch; the ſeats are cano- 
pied, in imitation of a groined and ribbed arch, terminating in a knot in the 
centre; and the whole of the back of the ſeats, up to the canopies, is carved in 
roſe work. There are ſeven large windows, of three lights each, under pointed 
arches, with various tracery, light and elegant; the ſpringings of the groins and 
ribs of a vaulted roof ſtill remain. Above the door are niches for ſtatues, cano- 
picd and garniſhed with tabernacle work, two for ſuperior perſonages in the 
centre, and two ſmaller on each fide. Theſe cloſe up the ſpace which ſhould 
nos received the eighth window, if the chapter houfe had been a detached build- 
: the tabernacle work, and ornaments of the door-way are elegant: the whole 
is built of a fine and durable freeſtone; and, whilft we confeſs it is the greateſt 
diſgrace to ſuffer this building to go to decay, we acknowledge that we have 
ſeen nothing in this iſland of ſuch elegant work in ſtone, except at Melroſs Abbey, 
in Scotland, with which this ſmall building may juſtly vie, and in one particular, 


it excells any part in the Scotch abbey, by its fymmetry and exact proportion; DE - -- 


ing the moſt perfect example of Gothic architecture we ever ſaw. 

In the floor 1s a mutilated inſcription, on a a chauntry prieſt of Thomas the 

martyr. 

Had the pariſh officers lid out the money that was expended in conſtructing 
the preſent veſtry room, in repairs of this elegant building, appropriating it to 
that uſe, which we conceive would have been a very proper one, they would have 
_ demonſtrated their taſte to futurity, and preſerved to the curious traveller the 
fineſt monument of antiquity in that part of the kingdom. 

The outſide of the quire has been of much more elegant workmanſhip than the 


nave or tranſept ; the chapter-houſe is ſupported by a buttraſs at each corner, each 


ornamented with a nich for a ſtatue, and a ſhield of arms, the arms much defaced, 
three only to be made out with any degree of probability: the windows are or- 
namented with a border of tabernacle work. The eaſt end of the quire is 
remarkably beautiful, the annexed plate-will convey a juſt idea, and ſave much 
deſcription: the ſtation, from whence the drawing was made, gave a view of the 
tower, In a very pictureſque ſituation. There are two fine ſtatues yet remaining, 
one of St. Peter, the other ſupporting a tabernacle, ſuppoſed to be St. Cuthbert, 
or Skirlaw, w ho did ſo much at this edifice, and perhaps rebuilt the chancel, the 
niches and work of the eaſt end being greatly ſimilar to the chapter-houſe, which, 
there is ſufficient evidence, was built by him. £7 
The 
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The tranſept is forty paces in length, and eight paces in width, lighted by a 


large window at each end, and two fide windows to the weſt. The tower riſes 
from pointed arches, ſupported on cluſtered pillars. There are three door-ways 
which led into the-quire, the fillets of the arches ornamented with roſe work. On 
each fide of the centre gate-way, which now leads into the veſtry, are four ſtatues 
on pedeſtals, the niches canopied and ornamented with tabernacle work; the 


figures to the north are habited like females, and perhaps were typical; the firſt, 


with a book in the left hand, and a ſcroll falling to the feet in the right, the bot- 
tom ſeized by a dove, an inſcription in the Saxon character IN PRINCIPIO ERAT. 
The ſecond with a fillet bound over her eyes; on the ſouth fide, the figures of 
Peter and Paul; the firſt with keys in the right hand, and a tabernacle in the left; 
the other with a ſword. All of them in good preſervation. There are pedeſtals 
for ſtatues on the ſides of the ſide doors, but no figures remaining. In the tran- 
ſept are many ancient tomb-ſtones; ſome of them appear to have been brought 


thither of late years, when the pavement was repaired, 'Leland in the Itinerary,

Ano Dni 1405. Johnſon, in 1670, ſpeaks thus of the ſame monuments, for there 


is none other to be found in the church, on the ſtricteſt inquiry, which ſhould lead 


to a miſtake: «© Upon a blue marble grave-ſtone, with a croſs upon it, in the croſs 


alle, adjoining to the north-weſt pillar of the ſteeple, the ſtone was broken by

1s uſed for divine ſervice, has two ſide ailes, and is forty paces in length, and twenty 
f 5 in width, including both ailes ; ; the archings of the eaſt end of the ailes are uſed 
for entrances; the centre arch is cloſed up, for the place of the altar.F The 
pillars forming the ailes are regular, five on each ſi de, ſupporiing pointed arches ;. 
the columns are compoſed of a cluſter of four cili:;Jers, each ribbed in front, the 
. capitals octagonal, the arches of various members, and the whole light well pro- 
portioned and beautiful. The church 1s neatly ſtalled, and kept in good order ; 
the nave is lighted by three windows to the weſt, the centre window of four lights;

In the wapontac of Herthill, the Biſhop of Durham held in Eſtrington, ſix 
carucates of land, by barony of the king in capite. The chapel belonging to the 
prior and convent of Durham, which, together with the eccleſiaſtical profits of 
the whole town, &c. was appropriated to them, with right of ſepulture of the 


pariſhioners, A, D. 1230. On 6th March, 1267, the archbiſhop erdained and 


granted to the prior and convent of Durham this chapel, and inſtituted therein a 
perpetual vicarage for the vicar thereof, to reſide and have for his ſuſtentation, a 
convenient portion out of the fruits of the ſame. The firſt fruits of this vicarage 
valued in the king's books at 121. gs. 7d. by Ecton 451 — Tenths, 11. 48. 11d. 
Since the diſſolution of the priory the preſentation has been in the crown.

This church was parcel of the poſſeſſions of the prior and convent of Durham, 
of whoſe patronage it was a long time, tall it came into the hands of the Lords 
Nevills of Raby. 

Dr. Dean of York, and commiſſary to 
the archbiſhop, appropriated this pariſh church of Welton, with its univerſal 


rights and members, to Richard Burton, and John Barnaby, chaplains of the car 
. petua 
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petual chauntry, of two chaplains founded at a certain altar in the cathedral 
church of Lincoln, before which the lady Catharine, late Ducheſs of Lancaſter, 
Ties interred, to have and to hold to them and their ſucceſſors, and to their proper 
uſes for ever. Reſerving to the vicar in this church to be ordained, a competent 
portion for his ſuſtenance, viz. the manſion houſe of the rectory of the church, 
together with the glebe, and all the tithes and emoluments whatſoever, to the 


ſame appertaining ; which ſaid vicar, to whom the perception of the autumnal _ 


fruits doth appertain, ſhall pay to the aid Richard and John, and their ſucceſſors, 


chaplains celebrating in the ſaid church of Lincoln for ever, the annual penſion 


of 1,1. 6s. 8d, at the feaſts of Eaſter and All Saints. The faid chaplains and their 
ſucceſſors, to preſent a fit chaplain to this vicarage, within a month after the va- 
cation thereof; and the ſaid vicar, when inſtituted, ſhall alſo pay theſe annual 
penſions for ever, viz. to the Archbiſhop of York and his ſucceſſors, 13s. 4d. —

the cathedral church of York, and the other two celebrating in this chapel of St. 
James, of Melton, and their ſucceſſors for ever, 20l. per ann. iſſuing out of his 
lands in Hotham, North Cave, Melton, Ferraby, Swanland, and Elveley, viz, to 
each of theſe two chaplains 100s, to be paid them annually, at the feaſts of St. 
Martin and Pentecoſt, by equal portions; who were to celebrate therein for the 
ſouls of Edward of Carnarvon, late King of England, and Will. de Melton, fome 
time Archbiſhop of Vork; and for the fouls of their predeceſſors and ſucceſſors, 
viz. one of them ſhall daily celebrate the maſs, ad requiem, for their ſaid ſouls; 
and the other, the maſs de die de Trinitate de Sp. ſancto, or of other ſaints, as 


they ſhall be devoutly diſpoſed: ſo that every day one maſs be celebrated in the 
ſaid chapel, de requze, for their fouls aforeſaid, unleſs it be on the grand feſtivals, 


when both the maſſes are ſaid; alſo, every of theſe chaplains ſhall ſay daily, for 
their ſouls, a placebo, dirige, with commendation of the dead. Furthermore, it 
was ordained, that the preſentation of thoſe two chaplains ſhould be by the ſaid 
William de Feriby and his heirs for ever, within twenty days of the firſt notice of 
every vacation; all which was confirmed by John, Archbiſhop of York, 5th 
March, 13 $4, and ot the dean and chapter of a in the ſame year.

Angl. vol. I. p. 45. . Thus the biſhop being ſeized of it, granted three carucates

Book © Pre 141 et 
Eccleſi 4. This grant of the conqueror hath both a ſeal pendant to it, and is 
ſigned by the witneſſes with croſſes in the Saxon manner. 

This church, which was then a great rectory, was alſo given to the faid prior 
and convent, and their ſucceſſors, who have ever ſince been patrons of it. On igt 
July, 1356, this pariſh church was appropriated to the prior and convent of 
Durham, (of whole patronage it was) by John, Archbiſhop of York, who, in re- 
compence of the damage the church of York had fultaned thereby, reſerved out 
ol the fruits thereof, to him and his ſucceſſors archbiſhops, an annual penſion of 

' 668. 8d. and to the dean and chapter of York, another annual. penſion of 
31. 6s. 8d. to be paid by the ſaid prior and convent for ever. On the 21ſt day of 
July, 1356, the archbiſhop. ordained a perpetual vicarage in this pariſh church, 
appointing the vicar thereof to be at the preſentation of the prior and convert of 
Durham, who. ſhould ſet out for his habitation a competent houſe, with its 
curtelage and garden, near the ſaid church, and pay him and his ſucceſſors 40l.

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great importance in the county of Durham. The uſe < Gf coal was for ſeveral ages 
1 paid little attention to, from the difagreeable ſtench and frnoak which it produced, 
where chimneys were not properly adapted, and whilſt wood was abundant in the 
country. It has been the opinion of ſome learned writers, that the working of 
coal was of Higher antiquity, than the time A the Romans in Britain; and that of 
it was the object of Britiſh commerce ſoon after their arrival, and this idea ſeems N. 
to de founded chiefly on the circumſtance, that in the diſcovery of hippocauſts and 
| mMaults, Where remains of ſacrifice have been found, attributed to the Roman there. 
| | were appearances of the refuſe of coal fires, and in digging up the foundations of _ 
=. © Cerverran, on the wall, in 1762, coal cinders were found, which ſtill Burnt in the 
| fire : but thoſe evidences are not concluſive, for it is certain, the walled forts of 
the Romans were poſſeſſed by various ſucceſſors, and they in later ages might uſe

« coal, but I ſuppoſe they mean only the north of China, ſo that indeed coal does 
« ſeem to be the product of a northern climate, from perhaps, 46 to the ;6th de- 
« gree of latitude; ſo far has nature provided againſt cold. I have heard of coal 


«in the north of America, but have never cen any printed account of it.“ Mr.

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Gaale's anſwer, dated from Scruton, 26th Feb. 1739-40, ſays, This is a ſubject 
* <.fearcely yet touched, though ſo neceſſary to be underſtood : I know of no author 
ec that has expteſsly handled it; Dr. Plott, indeed, in his Hiſtory of Staffordſhire; 
and Mr, Robinſon, in his Natural Hiſtory of Weſtmorland and Cumberland, 
« have ſomething of it, but ſuperficial, with poor reaſoning in their philoſophy.. 
The laſt account that 1 have met with of this nature, is given by Mr. Strachy, 
in the Philoſophical Tranſactions, No. 360 and 391. As to the antiquity, of

. and afterwards of the Saxons among themſelves, which were almoſt continual,

unmarked veſſels was the forfeiture thereof. The arrears of this duty were de- 

manded by Queen Elizabeth; on which a petition was preſented, praying a char- 
ter to be granted, and which was granted accordingly, to incorporate a new 
fraternity, to be called Free Hoaſimen, for the ſelling and vending of all coals for 
ſhipping; in conſideration of which, twelvepence a-chaldron was to be paid to 
the queen and her ſucceſſors, for every chaldron exported from Newcaſtle. This 


duty was afterwards ſettled by King Charles II. on the Duke of Richmond and his 
iſſue. By a ſtatute made in the 21ſt year of King Henry VIII. “ No perſon ſhall

Mr. Pennant produced to 
the public a table for the year 1772, which we have placed in the notes, of coals 


and lead exported from Newcaſtle. : 
The reader will revert to the account given of the lead trade in Teaſdale.

ee No accounts are kept at the cuſtom-houſe, ginn lng the importation 
« from Newcaſtle, Sunderland, Blythe, Hartlepool, &c. or from ſeveral parts in 
© Scotland and Wales. It appears, from the preceding account, that in the year 
417%, there were imported into the port o: London 697,435 chalders, and we 
*« Jearn from another authority (ann. reg. 1777, Ch. 161) that in the ſame year 
« there were imported from Newcaſtle and Sunderland alone 692,0934 chalders ; 
« by comparing theſe numbers, we may obſerve how ſmall a portion of the coal 
e conſumed in London is brought from any other quarter. 

*« A chalder of coals, Newcaſtle meaſure, is allowed by act of parliament ( 6th 
« and 7th William and Mary, ch. 10) to weigh fifty-three hundred weight ; 
and as eight Newcaſtle chalders are equal to fifteen London chalders, reckoning 


« thirty-ſix Wincheſter buſhels to the London chalder, it follows, that a chalder 


« of coals, London meaſure, is equal to little more than twenty-eight hundred 
« weight. By ſuppoſing twenty-eight hundred weight to be the weight: of a 
London chalder—then, as the medium quantity of coal annually imported into 
London is 658,853 chalders, it may be collected, that there are annually 
« imported 922, 394 tons. 
The medium weight of a cubic foot of the ſeveral coals (ſpecified in a' table) 
« being 1336 averdupois ounces, a cubic yard, or twenty-ſeven cubic feet of coal, 
« will weigh 22545 averdupois pounds; there are 2240 ſuch pounds in a ton; 
« hence we may ſay i in general, that a cubic yard of pit coal weighs a ton ; ſome 
« ſorts of coal weigh a few pounds more, and others a few pounds leſs than a ton. 
« From what has been before obſerved, concerning the quantity of coal annually 
*« imported into London, we may conclude, that 922,394 cubic yards of coal 
« are annually dug out of the earth for the ſupply of the London market. This 
« quantity of coal, if ſpread to the thickneſs of an inch, would cover an area of 
« above ten miles ſquare. 
« The great Hoitman had given it as his opinion, that the peripneumony, the

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«of Liege and London, and that they were occaſioned by the great uſe of pit-coal 


ce in thoſe places. M. Morand, in 1769, was at the trouble to inquire into this 
« matter; and it appears, from the atteſtations of the College of Phyſicians in Lon- 
« don, of the Faculty of Medicine at Paris, of the Phyſicians at Liege, at Lyons, 


« and other places, that the opinion concerning the peculiar inſalubrity of pit coal 


« fires is utterly without foundation.“ . 


Me muſt not quit the ſubject without noticing the fre- dam ps which affect the 


mines: no ſecurity has yet been diſcovered againſt this tremendous phenomenon, 
in theſe parts; in the deep workings at Whitehaven they have practiſed ſeveral 
inventions; Mr. Pennant, who viſited the mines, ſpeaks of them in this manner: 
The fire-damps, formerly ſo dangerous, are almoſt overcome; at preſent they 
rare prevented by boarded partitions, placed a foot diſtant from the fides, which 
s cauſes a free circulatlon of air throughout: but as ſtill there are ſome places not 
te capable of ſuch conveniences, the colliers who dare not venture with a candle, 
in ſpots where fire-damps are ſuppoſed to lurk, have invented a curious machine 
ec to ſerve the purpoſe of lights: it is what they call a ſteel-mill, conſiſting ofa ſmall 
« wheel and a handle; this they turn with vaſt rapidity againſt a flint, and the 


« great quantity of ſparks emitted not only ſerves for a candle, but has been found 


« of ſuch a nature, as not to ſet fire to the horrid vapour. Formerly the damp or 
« fiery vapour was conveyed through pipes to the open air, and formed a terrible 


« illumination during night, like the irruptions of a volcano; and by its heat water 
« could be boiled? the men who worked in it inhaled inflammable air, and if they 
« breathed againſt a candle, puffed out a fiery ſtream; ſo that I make no doubt, 
« were the experiment made, that the ſame phenomenon would appear as John 
« Grubb attributed to my illuſtrious countryman, Pendragon, chief of Britons.” 


Perſons ſkilled in the coal-works in this county, allege that the ſteel-mill is no 
ſecurity againſt the inflammable gas, as woeful experience has too frequently 


proved. Thoſe who have ſeen the fire-damps circulating in the workings of mines, 


deſcribe it to be like the curling and undulating of ſmoke paſſing along the roof: a 


particular appearance on the top of the candle, where it gathers, if diligently atten- 


ded to, is the moſt certain criterion by which the approach of that dreadful vapour 
is diſcovered. Several exploſions by this inflammable vapour have happened in 
this century, but in the year 1508, the moſt conſiderable one of the century. On 


Tueſday morning, the 17th of Auguſt, about three o'clock, a terrible blow was 


heard, proceeding from the neighbourhood of Cheſter in the Street, as loud and 


horrible as if a magazine of gun-powder had taken fire, yet of a deader and flatter 
ſound ; the report was heard remarkably loud, at the diſtance of fix miles. It was 
ſoon known that the noiſe proceeded from an exploſion of the coal mines near 


Lumley; no account of previous circumſtances could be obtained, not one perſon 
ſurviving that was at work at the time. It was conjectured, that upon working 


the coals, ſome cavity was opened where this magazine of deſtruction lay, which, 


getting paſſage, broke out with dreadful fury at the mouths of the pits. The 
number of people, which the overmen ſaid were at work, amounted to ninety ſouls 


at leaſt ; if any ſurvived the blaſt, they died in the chambers of the mine, for no 
one durſt venture down to relieve them; and no veſſel could be let down, the 
e mouths 
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mouths of the pits, or ſhafts were ſo ſhaken and fallen in: about eight or nine 
bodies were found on the ſurface, but all of them blown to pieces, ſome wanting 
the head, and others the limbs: one carcaſe was blown ſo directly from the ſhaft, 
which was fifty fathom deep, that it was found at a prodigious diſtance ; how high 
it might be thrown into the air, not to be calculated. The violence of the ſhock 
was ſuch, that ſeveral houſes at a good diſtance from the place, were ſhattered with 
the force of it, and the gin which wrought with horſes, was ſhattered to pieces, 
and ſcattered abroad at a great diſtance. 3 1 1 
The fire-engine is now greatly improved, and not only employed to draw water 
from the mines, but alſo to work ventilators, and draw the coals. The depth and 
various ſtrata of the coal mines, near the Tyne and Wear, are beſt deſcribed by 
. the annexed plates, the accuracy of which may be depended on. Walker colliery 
on the north of Tyne, is one hundred fathom in depth, and the ſeam. five feet five 
inches and a half in thickneſs. —At Long Benton, the mine called the Baſon, is 
ſeventy-two fathoms in depth, and the main ſeam is about ſeven feet in thickneſs ; 
the other mine there, called the Delight, is ſeventy-four feet three inches in depth, 
and the main ſeam is ſeven feet in thickneſs, - New Benton coalliery is ſeventy 
fathom in depth, and the coal ſeven feet in thickneſs. - By ker mine is about ſeventy 
fathom deep, and the coal five feet ten inches thick : within two feet of the roof, 
is a band or load of ſtone, which reduces the coal ſeam to five feet nine inches.— 
In an adjoining mine there is a dyke, lying north-weſt and ſouth-eaſt; many ſmall _ 
branches run from it, reſembling the root of a tree, in various directions. Theſe 
_ coal-ſeams generally riſe to the north-weſt, and dip to the ſouth-eaſt... - 
Beſides the fulminating vapour, there is another pernicious one in theſe works, 
which is arſenical, groſs and foul, not ſuffering the candles to burn; and killin 
the workmen inſtantly by its pernicious nature. A perſon who was ſuffocated by 
this vapour, was recovered by being laid on his belly, with his mouth put to a hole 
cut in the earth; which, it is ſaid, is the uſual remedy on ſuch occaſions. 
« In the grounds at Benwell, about a quarter of a mile north from the river 
« 'Tyne, a coal mine took fire at a workman's candle, ay. re placed, and con- 
« tinued burning about thirty years, though at firſt ſo ſmall, that a propoſal was 
« made to put it out, for ſo low a reward as 28. 6d. but it was not accepted. 
« Tt afterwards acquired ſuch force and ſtrength, that it raged with fury, in vari- 
« ous directions and depths ; ſometimes taking its courſe eaſt and weſt, and at laft 
« to the north, into the grounds of Fenbam, near a mile from its firſt appearance, 
« committing great ravages in its way, only conſpicuous by its flames and columns 
of ſmoak in the night. The irruptions at Fenham were in near twenty places. 
I have not heard that it caſt forth ſtones of any conſiderable magnitude. Flowers 
« of ſulphur, - mixed with ſal ammoniac, were found concreted on pieces of 
_ « allum-ſtone, ſlate, and the neighbouring furze, of which a phyſician of New- 
« caſtle upon Tyne gave an account to the Royal Society. (Ph. Tr. No. 130) 
« He could diſcover neither common falt nor nitre in the ſoil or ſprings about it, 
« the coal-water being all vitrioline, and tinged red with galls, and other neigh- 
« bouring fountains being deſtitute of mineral ſalts. But he obſerved, that the 
«© coal-ways were mended with a fort of ſlate, compoſed of coal, allum-ſtone, 2 
«« Marcauite,

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« marcaſite, caſt in heaps and burnt, from which he often collected both brim- 
« ſtone and ſal ammoniac. Some of the ſalt ejected by this bituminous vol- 
« cano was upwards of fix miles broad. It was firſt obſerved and gathered by 
«. Dr. Gilpin, and, by experiment, proved to be ſal ammoniac. In colour, ſome 
« of it was grey, ſome ſnow white, freed from the black for of the coal, by the 
« intenſe heat of the fire. * 8 . Og 
The like circumſtances were mentioned to the author, when he viſited Whick- 
ham, to have taken place in that neighbourhood. F FF 927 55 
The coal mines were ſingularly preſerved from deſtruction, on two occaſions, 
which are mentioned in Whitlock's Memoirs. In the 19th year of King Charles I. 
1643, they were ordered by the Marquis of Newcaſtle to be fired, when the king's 
forces were beſieged in Newcaſtle by the Scotch; Lefley, the Scotch General, 
preſerved them by ſurpriſing the boats and veſſels, that were ordered on that ex- 
pedition. In 1648, the Scotch in their turn, under their General Monroe, had 
projected the like miſchief, but receiving intelligence, that the Marquis of Argyle, 
with a large party of their countrymen, was in arms againſt them, they fled pre- 
cipitately over the Tweed, and with difficulty carried off their baggage and 
lunder. „ . . 
| b The coals are of various colours and figure. — The firſt to be obſerved, the 
miners call Splint, hard, gloſſy, and got in large maſſes, preferable to all others for 
ſtrength and duration. Another with a thick enamel of filvery marcaſite. -A 
third which carries the colours of the rainbow, in a beautiful enamel, much ex- 
cceding what is found in the lead ore, and more permanent, if preſerved under a 
cover, dry and clear of duſt.

Of the various phænomena in nature, we find ſome particularly curious in the 
neighbourhood of Cockfield, communicated by the learned naturaliſt and mathe- 
matician, Mr. George Dixon, whoſe reſearches into the boſom of the earth have 
been great, in his profeſſion of a coal worker. The annexed plans are engraved 
from drawings by Mr. Dixon; the firſt of which exhibits a ſpecimen of a break 
in the ſtrata occaſioned by thoſe concuſſions ſo ſcientifically treated of by Mr. John 
 Whitehurſt in his Inquiry into the original State and Formation of the Earth. T In 
the ſpecimen here exhibited, we fee a fragment in the form of a wedge, occaſioned 
by that part dropping down from the regular ſhell ; or, by the diſtended ſhell be-

This may not be an improper place to add a word or two concerning the Derbyſhire Toadſione, which 
conſtitutes one of the principal ſtrata in the mining country, and which is ſuppoſed to have been, in its 
origin, a /ag thrown out by a volcano. It perfectly reſembles ſome of the ſpecimens I have ſeen of one 
of the ſorts of lava of Veſuvius, not only in the hardneſs of its texture, and blackneſs of its colour, but 
in its weight; a cubic foot of ſome ſorts of Derbyſhire Toadſtone weighing more, and of the other leſs 
than a cubic bo of the Veſuvian lava, which it reſembles. Neither the Derbyſhire Toadſtone, nor that 
ſort of Veſuvian lava which reſembles it, ſeem to have experienced in their formation any great degree of 
heat, they are but in a half vitrined ſtate; the Toadſtone I nave frequently melted in a fmith's forge into

« betwixt it and the regular ſtrata, there is a thin gut or core, about fix inches 
thick, like clay, which turns water on the riſe ſide of the dyke, and forces it to 
« the ſurface in ſeveral ſprings in the direction of the dyke.” The plan ſhews 
that the ſtrata originally lay in a regular arrangement, but that being fractured by 
ſome ſubterranean convulſion, the lava had infinuated nfelf into the wound, and 
filled it: that the dyke is formed of lava cannot be doubted, from the ſoot and 
einder which attend it: on trying a ſpecimen of the cinder, it is found to burn 
clear, without ſmoke, keeps a durable heat, and affords very little ſulphureous 
effluvia. The dyke appears at the ſurface of the colour of iron ſtone, thrown into 


irregular angles. It may be preſumed the riſing fide of the ſtrata was thrown up 
dy the lava forcing itſelf into ſome horizontal channel which it had formed be- 


tween the ſtrata; that the ſtrata on the north fide funk when the lava burſt forth; 


but how the ſtratum of grey ſtone was formed, muſt be left to conjecture. 


To what has been faid of the lead mines, we muſt add, that the Romans diſco- 
vered mines of lead in Britain, and after Claudian had carried his victorious arms 
northward, this country patd tribute in minerals and metals, particularly lead, of 
which feveral pieces, or prgs, have been found in different parts, with the names 
of ſome of the emperors and leaders upon them. f Pliny tells us, that the mines 
were ſo conſiderable, that by an imperial edict, only a certain quantity was to be 
worked, © the veins” (in the language of miners) © appearing at the very day,” 
whilſt the mines of lead in the Spaniſh province were few and unproductive. _ 
Tacitus informs us, that our Melalla were the lures of the Roman eagle, and 


remunerated them for the toils that attended their victories.* 


The method or practice of working lead mines is twofold—one by ſinking a pit 
or ſhaft, and the other by flooding or bufbrng, as it is termed ; a large reſervoir of 
water is formed on the eminences, which being let out and diſcharged by a fluice, 
the full ſtream is carried through a cut or opening on the ſide of the hill, and with 


an irreſiſtible impetuoſity ſweeps away the foil and other ſubſtances which cover 


the vein, and carries with it the fragments of ore, and lays open to the miner the 
ore in the vein.

The iron mines at Tanfield are the only wotkinge of that kind in this county. 


Iron ore has been ſmelted in various parts anciently, as appears by the heaps of 
flag left on many of the commons. The iron ſtone has been gathered, it is re- 
ſumed, within a little diſtance of the ſurface, or in the water runners and rivulers, 
and, when wood abounded, the ore was ſmelred i in the neareſt places. 


There are no copper works in the county. 
Of birds, inſects, and animals, we have no peculiars, but partake with the 


neighbouring counties; grouſe, partridge, and quails, are common; the rarer 
kinds of game are not found here; and pheaſants and cranes are ſcarce, even in 


the liberties of Ravenſworth and on the banks of Derwent. We never hear the 


_ Nightingale in our woods or coppices.

In regard to the b waters in this county, which are at Butterby, we can 
make little addition to what is faid by-My. Todd in the Philoſophical Tranſ- 
actions, and inſerted in the notes to the ſecond vblume of this work, page 326, 
ſave by the following extracts. Dr. Elliot, in his account of the medicinal. vir- 
rues of our mineral waters, * ſpeaking of the ſulphur water, ſays ſnortly, “ It is a 


« ſtrong ſulphureous water, and is alſo impregnated with ſen falt. Im its virtues, 
«© it reſembles the harrowgate water.” — Dr. Short, vol. I. p. 3056. It contains 


« hepatic air, ſome ſea falt, and a little earth. Dr. Monro, vol. I. p. 302,

er This water ſprings out of a rock, and has a ſtrong ſulphureous ſmell. Evapo- 
ec rated, Dr. Short got fifty-ſix grains from a gallon, of which eighteen were earth, 
e and thirty=cight ſalt.” 
The following curious extract from Dr. Watſon's Chemical Eſſays, may be 
acceptable in this place, © I have mentioned the /u/phur well at Harrowgate, 
e according to its appellation at that place, without taking upon me to decide 
« the long controverted queſtion, concerning the exiſtence of ſulphur in that and 
c other waters of the ſame kind. Sulphur has been long eſteemed a mineral body, 
« very common to be met with in waters; and all thoſe waters which have a 
« ſtrong fetid ſmell, reſembling that of a foul gun, have been eſteemed to be more 
« or leſs impregnated with fulphur. However, Dr. Hoſtman feems to doubt 
« -much of its exiſtence, in the greater number of ſuch waters; and Dr. Lucas 
* has affirmed, that it is not to be found in the form of ſulphur in any water 
« whatever; not even in that of Aix-la-Chapelle, where a true and perfect ſul- _ 
„ phur is found on the upper parts of the conduits, through which the water 
« paſſes; for he ſays, that ſtrictly ſpeaking, theſe waters do not contain ſulphur 
_« ſubſtantially diſcovered in them, but are impregnated with a phlogiſton, and 
« an acid, the principles of ſulphur, which being in a volatile ſtate are ſublimed, 
meet on the ſurface of the conduits, and there unite in a true and perfect ſul-- 
*,vhur, which did not naturally exiſt in the water. T The author from whom I 
5 made this extract, informs us, that Dr · Rutty maintains the exiſtence of 
« ſulphur in mineral waters, and that both Dr. Shaw, and Dr. Short, found ſul- 
« phur in Harrowgate water. Notwithftanding the teſtimony of ſuch eminent 
% phyſicians, the more recent opinion of a phyſician, whom Dr. Monro conſulted 
* on the ſubject, in 1768, is againſt the exiſtence of ſulphur in ſuch waters. I 
have taken particular notice of every appearance of the Harrowgate waters, and 
muſt own, I never obſerved any appearance of ſulphur floating in them, nor 
any ſcum at the top of the well ; neither could I meet with any perfon in that 
« quarter, who remembered the appearance of real ſulphur ſublimed, upon taking 
ce up the ſtones at the bottom of the well, as mentioned by Dr. Neal.” I beg 
% leave to add my own obſervation on the ſubject, which I made in 1780.— 
« The water in the well riſes into a circular ſtone baſon; a whitiſh cruſt adheres: 
« to the ſtone, where it is contiguous to the ſurface of the water; I ſcraped off a 
« portion of this cruſt, and putting it on a hot iron, I found that it burned with 
te the flame and ſmell of ſulphur.} I do not think that this experiment abſolutely 
« warrants us to conclude, that actual ſulphur is contained in. this and other wa- 
e ters, generally denominated ſulphureous; we juſtly infer from it, that ſomething 
js ſublimed from the water, which either of itſelf is ſulphur, or which in con- 
junction with the air, or ſome other principle, conſtitutes ſulphur, 
« The proſecution of this ſubject would lead to ſpeculations too abſtruſe for my 
«. deſign; the following experiment, however, which I have frequently made,

high bended tube into a bottle full of pump water; the water, in a very little 
te time, acquired the fetid ſmell of Harrowgate water; its taſte was the ſame as 
ce that of ſuch ſulphureous waters as contain no ſalt; it was perfectly tranſparent, 
« but in the courſe of twenty-four hours it became cloudy, and loſt moſt of its 
© ſmell; it did not ſuffer any precipitation, by the addition of the acid of vitriol ; 
te fil ver was blackened, both by being put into this water, and by being expoſed

to the vapour which aroſe from it; from all theſe circumſtances, it may pro- 


« perly enough, 1 think, be called the artificial ſulphureous water.” | 


The Doctor then proceeds to mention ſeveral other minerals that produce th 


ſame kind of air, and concludes with obſerving, that © the air extracted from iron 
by the acid of ſea ſalt, impregnates with a ſmell, ſomewhat reſembling that of 


Harrowgate water. We will cloſe this article with obſerving, that when the 


Butterby ſulphureous water was. diſcovered, it was by boring for coals. A coal 


chiver is found in the ſtratas adjoining; lead ore alſo has been found; ſo that the 
vitriol and lead ore are proved to be in the vicinity: a dyke, or caſt of the rocks, 


appears to croſs the river a little above the ſalt-ſpring: this dy ke is of the toad- 
ſtone, and ſhews, in its fiſſures, that it contains iron; ſo that ſalt and iron are alſo 


proved to be near to the Butterby ſulphureous water. N | he 

Of the ſalt ſpring, which iſſues from the fiſſures of a rock, in the middle of the 
river Wear, Dr. Elliot only notes, that, © it is drunk as a purging water.” Ber- 
kenhout, in his Synopſis, does not rake notice of it, Mr, Todd ſpeaks of it, as 


mentioned in our ſecond volume, P- 326. This neglect of ſo great a curiolity, - 
and ſo valuable a medicinal water is aſtomiſhing, Ir renders double the quantity 


of ſalt, which can be obtained from ſea water, and is a ſtrong chalybeate ; on drop- 
ping a ſmall quantity of tincture of galls into a wine glaſs full of water, it becomes 
almoſt as black as ink,, The eſtate is now fallen into the hands of mere ruſtics, 
and there is little probability that in their time, this valuable gift of nature will be 
further attended to, than to be the aſtoniſhment of the vulgar, who repeat over it 
the miraculous tale of the monks wandering with the body of St. Cuthbert, and 
wanting falt to their eggs, (an object of their prayers) found it incruſted on thoſe 
rocks, by the ſame ſun-ſhine that roaſted their meſs. . 3 . 
Of the chalybeate water at Hartlepool, mentioned in this volume, p. 33, we 


muſt add, from Dr. Monro, vol. I. p. 38r, that, “It is an exceeding fine clear 
« water, which has a pleaſant chalybcate taſte, and ſmells a little of ſulphur. As 


« it riſes from the fountain, it is lighter than common water, but on ſtanding, + 
« Dr. Short ſays, it looſes both its ſulphur and chalybeate taſte, though it depoſits 
« no ochre. Evaporated, Dr. Short got from a gallon, one hundred grains of 
«« ſediment after the well was incloſed; of which, he ſays, fifty grains were light

et calcareous glauber ſalt, and one part of ſea ſalt.“ Berkenhout, who quotes 


Short, vol. II. p 59, and Monro, vol. I. p. 380, fays, It contains iron, with a 


« good deal of Epſom ſalt and calcareous earth; alſo ſome ſea ſalt, and poſſibly a 
little ſulphur.” Dr Elliot ſays, © It is diuretic and laxative: and is recom- 
© mended as excellent in ſcorbutic complaints, in bilious and nervous cholics, in 
«- pains of the ſtomach, and indigeſtion, in the gravel, in female complaints, in the 
« hypochondriacal diſeaſe, in cachexy, in hectical heats, and in recent ulcers.” 
Ot the chalybeate ſpring on Elvet moor, near Durham, Dr. Edward Wilon 
wrote a treatiſe, under the title of Spadacrene Dunelmenſis, dated 1675, from which 


we extract the following curious note, ch. 1V. “ That it hath a ſpirit of ſulphur 


« js apparent from the acid taſte thereof, for nothing can make this taſte in mi- 
« nerals but ſpirit of ſulphur, neither need we much doubt of ſulphur and its 
« vaporous ſpirit, where we have ſo much coal; it having both an ironiſh taſte 
% and odour. Being diſtilled from a bottle thereof, there remained in the bottom 
e a ruſty iron-like powder, in quantity about ten grains, which, in taſte, had a 
« piercing, ſharp, vitrioline pungency, ſomewhat harſh. By evaporation, I had 
« much leſs ſediment remaining, which makes me more than probably con- 
« jecture, that it is impregnated, not ſo much with the corporeal ſubſtance, as 
with the ſpiritual and ſubtile particles of the ſaid vitriol; for the water being 
« actuated with the ſulphureous acidity, and paſſing ſwiftly through ſome hungry 


«« vein of iron, corrodes lightly its more tenuous and aerial parts, reſolving them 
ct ſo, as the water imbibes in a manner only the volatile atoms, with which it be. 


ti comes thus ſaturated ; I ſay, volatile, hecaufe, though diſtilled in a glaſs ſtill, 
« and luted hermetically, yet are the ſpirits ſooner ſublimed than the water, and 
« take wing ſo ſwiftly, that before any water comes over, they are unbodied and 


« evaporated, no odour or taſte at all remaining in the water; neither will it then 


& become any otherwiſe tinged with gall than common ſpring water, though be- 
« fore diſtillation, with the mixture of two or three grains of powder of galls, an 
« ordinary glaſsful becomes as purpureouſly red, as our genuine and beſt coloured 
r | | 
Before the diviſion and incloſure of Elvet-moor, this ſpring was handſomely 
built over with hewn ſtone, and ſteps laid for an eaſy approach to it on each fide; 
but has lately been ſo far neglected, that it is now ſcarce to be diſcovered : 


this is an age, in which, whatever was venerated by our anceſtors, is deſpiſed : 


many modern vices ſeem to be the iſſue of that contempt of anceſtry. 

About two miles above Barnard Caſtle, ſulphur water ſprings from the crevi- 
ces of a rock in the bed of the river Tees, on the Durham fide. It can only be 
come at when the river is low, and from its being often overfiowed can ſeldom be 


had pure. It is impregnated with the ſame ingredients as the Harrowgate water. 


The ſmell is perceived at ſome hundred yards diſtance, and as the water runs 
over the rocks, it depoſits a large quantity of white ſediment, and is continually 
emitting bubbles of hepatic air. Taken as a purgative, and uſed as a waſh, it has 
been known to cure very obſtinate cutaneous eruptions. It is not ſo much 
reſorted to as formerly, owing to the uncertainty of procuring it free from rain 
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or river water. This ſpring is ſituated in a moſt beautiful and romantie valley, 
where the winding of the river, its banks finely. clothed with woods, and a 
beautiful view towards Barnard Caſtle, makes the proſpect delightful.” If the. 
Jpring was ſought for further from the bed of the river, it might probably be ob- 

| tained more pure, and would be a valuable acquiſition to the neighbourhood. 
I The premiſes belong to the Earl of Darlington, and it is hoped that his Lord. 
ſhip will permit the trial to be made. The country is healthy, and not exceeded 
in natural beauties by any part of the kingdom. With proper conveniences, this 
would be a happy place of reſort for the invalid. A chalybeate water on Bar-
